SCARCE had the veffel proceeded two 
leagues on the paflage^ when the wind .

Mr. Jester was far from being imconcemed at 
the uncommon motion of the veiTel, the finging 
of the wind, and the uproar which he heard 
above: him ; he looked towards the cabbin door 
with the moft fearful expedation, in hope of 
feeing fome perfon who could give feme account 
of fhe weather, and what was doing upon deck ;

Such a fudden tranfitioii firom Fear to joy, oc- 
cafioned a violent agitation both in las mind and 
body ; and it was a full quarter of an hour befare' 
he recovered the right ufe of his organs.

tnfam^ what they demanded ibr transporting him 
, and his pupil with their bag^ige ^ dbe^r« fi«t 
how was 'he diiconcerto^ wj^ thofe politey 
candid, reaiboable watermen, ^etd^oded ^a Latus 
d'or for that iervice 1 Peregriile m^ a ivtcdSiA 
foeer, obferved, that he already begatn to perceive 
the juilice of his encomiums on the French ; imi 
the difappointed governor ^ould fay nothing in: \kt 
CjfWli vindication, bttt that they were debauched 
\^ their intercourfe with the innabitants of Doveri 
His piqpi], however, was fo much offended at 
their extortion, t^at he abfoltitely rdiifed to em*« 
ploy them, even when they abated one half m 
their demand, and fwore be would Aay on boacd 
till the packet Ihould be able to enter the harbour, 
rathor than eacour^ge fuch impofition. 

The mafter, who in all probability had {fm» 
fprt of fellow-feeling ivith the boatmen, in vain 
TCpiefented, that he could not w^h fafe^ lie to, 
cyr anchor i^n a l^'-fliove ; our hero having tx>n- 
&Ited Pipes, a^fwered, that be had hiied Ins vef* 

fel 
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cObligeliim to^rfbrm what he had nncteiftaken. 

'Hie flapper, very much mort^ified at this per- 
^onptory fqplyt wliich was not over arid above 
^eeal:4e to Mr. Jolter, diimifled the boat, not- 
"withftaiidiitg the folickatioiis and^ condelcenfion 
-of the wateimen. RiHiRing a little farther m 
ihore, they cat!ie to an anchor, ' and waited tiU 
ik0Pc -was water enoagh^to 4otrt them over die bar. 
Then they ilood into the harbour, and pi^r gen- 
^man, with Ms attendants and baggage, were 
landed on^ the pier by theisailors, whom lie libe*- 
^y Tewardeii fi>r tneir troi^le. 

Ife was itilmediaiteiy pliedly aptat mnnber 
Hsf pbi^ii, H/fho, like fe many faangiy wolvest 
ySi. hold^ofi his Ittj^age, and began to carry it 
off pi<fece*-ilieal, * without his t)rder or cfireflfoiu 
incemed-at this ofBctoais infelence,.he command- 
lid'&em to defift, Wiifhinany oaths and opptobri- 
tmr terms ilhat -has anger fuggefted ; and ptrcehnit^ 
that one of them did not 4<Sm to pay am^ regw3 
%owhat)ie faid, {mt inarched off with his bur-« 
ifen, lie Ihatdied a cu^el tmt of his lacquey^ 
Itamd, ^and-overtiALing the fellow in a twinkling 
brought him to the grotmd Mrith One blow. He 
was milanely furrounded l>y the whole congre^ 
gation of this cdmnUi^ who relented the injury 
which their brother had fuftained, and would 
inve taken immedtate fatisfadion of the aggreflbr, 
had not Pipes, feeing his mafter involved, brought 
the whole crew to his afiftance, and exerted him- 
felf^b manfully, that the enemy were d[>Iiged to 
retreat with many marks of defeat, and menaces 
of interefting the commandant in their quar- 
rel. Jolter, who knew and dreaded the power 
fE^hc French governor, began to Ihake with ap- 
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Erehenfion, \vbenl^e heai'd th^ir repeiited ^uqsm^^ 
ut they durft not apply to (his no^gifidratei :<\yhQ9 
upon a fair reprefentatioo of the cafe, wpuici 
have punifhed them feverely for their rapacious 
and infolent behavioiir.^ Peregrine, without iurr 
ther moleftation, availed hipifelf of tiis own 
attendants, who Oiouldered his baggage, andf^lr 
lowed him to the gate,, wlieri^ they weBe:ft^|;,,by 
the centinels,^ until their n^mes , fhould- be re^ 
fiered«. 

Mr. Joker, who had undergone this examina-p 
tion before, refolved ta profit by his ; i^i;perien(;<^ 
and cunningly reprefented his^^ pupil as- a young 
JEngliih lorqL This intimation, {xvjffofie^ by the 
appearance of his equip^e^. was^oafooner com- 
municate^ ta the officer, thanjhp tqrne^pj^t t^ 
guard, and ordered his foldiers to reft upoi]i. thsir 
arms, while his lordfhip pafled in great ftate to 
the LJ^tt d* Argenty, where he took up his lodging 
-for the »ight, refolving to fet out for Paris n^xt 
morning in a poft-chaile.. v 

The governor triumphed greatly in this piecp 
of complaifance and refpe<^ ^S^. which they had 
beep honoured, and refumed his belqved topic 
of difcourfe, in applauding the method and fubr 
ordination of the French government, wluch w^ 
-better calculated for ijaaintaining order and pror 
tefling the people, than- any conftitution upon 
caxth. Of their cour.teou^ attention to Jlrangers^ 
there needed no other proof than th^ compliment 
which had been paid to^hem, together with the 
governor's connivance at PeregrinjC's eipploy; 
ing his own fervants in carrying the baggage to 
the inn, contrary to the privilege of the uiha- 
bitaats.

nate buQ)^Jid fwallowed in one glafs. The <

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co-i^rating with his former drowiinefs, lulled 
Um fo fail afleep, as it were infiantaneouflyy that 
bwas fomid neceflary to convey him to his own 
chamber, where his footman undreffed and put 
him to bed. Nor was Joker (naturally of a Dug- 
gi(h difpofition) able to refift his propenfity to 
fleep, without fuflering divers dreadful yawns,

his own countrymen, who were at Paris on the 
fame footing with himfelf. The third evening 
after his journey, he was engaged in a party of 
thofe young fparks, at the houfe of a noted Trai- 
teur, whofe wife was remarkably handfome, and 
otherwife extremely well qualified for alluring 
cyftomers to her houfe. To this lady our youn^ 
' C 3 ^^xx\S&- 
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gentleman w^ introduced as a ftranger frelb 
from England ; and he was charmed with her 
perfonal accomplifhments, as well as with the 
freedom and gaiety of her converfation. Her 
frank deportment perfuaded him that fhe was one 
of thofe kind creatures, who granted favours to 
the beft bidder ; on this fuppofition he began to 
be fo importunate in his addrefles, that the fair 
Burgeoife was compelled to cry aloud in defence 
of her own virtue. Her hufband ran immediately 
to her afliftance, and finding her in a very alarm- 
ing fituation, flew upon her raviflier with fuch 
fiiry, that he was fain to quit his prey, and turn 
againft the exafperated Traiteur, whom be pu- 
niftied without mercy for his impudent intrufion. 
The* lady feeing her yokefellow treated with fa 
little refpe£l, efpoufed his caufe, and fixing her 
nails in his antagonift's face, fcarified all one fide 
of his nofe.

The 
commsffK^g officer being made acquatnfed with 
the circumftances of the quarrel, in con&leratioti 
of their youth and national ferocity, for whidi 
the French make large allowances,- fet them all 
at liberty, after having gently rebuked them for 
the irregularity and infolence of thdr condud: : 
lb that adl our hero acquired by his gallantry and 
courage, was a number of fcandalous marks upoh 
his viiage that confined him a whole week to his 
chamber. It was impoflible to conceal this dif- 
after from Mr. Jolter, who having obtained in- 
telligence of the particulars, did not fail to re- 
monArate againft the rafhnefe of the adVentur^, 
!i^ich he obferved muft have been fatal to th^rt5, 
had their enemies been other than French^fert, 
who, of all people under the fun, moft rigoroufly 
obfcrve the laws of hofpitality . 

As the governor's acquaintance hiy chiefly 
among Iriih and Englifh priefts, and a fet of low 
people who live by making themfelves neceflaiy 
to ftrangers, either in teaching the French laii- 
fgea^i or executing {xmi\ commiflions with Vf\t\5Av 
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they are intnificd, he was not the moit proper 
perfon in the world for regulating the tafte of a 
young gentleman who travelled for improTemeot, 
in expectation of making a figure one day in his 
own country. Being confcious of his own inca- 
pacity, he contented himfelf with the office of a 
fleward, and kept a faithful account of all the 
money that was diflmrfed in the courle of their 
family expence ; not but that he was acquainted 
with all tne places which were vifited by ftrangeis 
on their firft arrival at Paris ; and he knew to a 
liard what was conmionly given to the Swiis of 
each remarkable hotel ; though, with ittpeA to 
the curious painting and ftatuary that every wheie 
abound in that metropolis, he was more igno- 
rant than the domeilic that attends for a livie 
a day. 

In fliort, Mr. loiter cc^d give a very good 
account of the fiages on the road, and fave the 
expence of Antonini's detail of the curiofities m 
Paris ; he was a connoiffeur in ordinaries, fron 
twelve to five and thirty livres, knew all tl^ rates 
of a Fiacre and Remife, could difpute with a Tal* 
leur or a Traiteur upon the articles of his biU, and 
fcold the fervants m tolerable French. But the 
laws, cuftoms and genius of the people, the dia- 
Tatters of individuals, and fcenes of polilhed life, 
were fubje£b which he had neither opportunities 
to obferve, inclination to confider,nor difcernment 
to diftinguifh. All his maxims were the fuggef- 
tions of pedantr)' and prejudice ; fo that his per- 
ception was obfcured, his judgment biafled, his 
addrefs awkward, and his converfadon abfurd and 
unentertaining : yet fuch as Lhave reprefented 
.this tutor, is the greateft part of thofe animals 
I who. lead raw boys about the world, undei; the

denomination T>f travelling governors. Peregrine, 
therefore, being pcrfeftly well acquainted with 
the extent of Mr. Joker's abilities, never dreamt 
of confultinghim in the difpofition of his condadt, 
but parcelled out his time according to the dic^ 
tates of his own reiledlion, and the information 
and dire<Aion of his companions, who had lived 
longer in France, and confequently were better 
acquainted with the pleafures of the place. 

As foon as he was in a condition to appear a 
la Fran^'oife, he hired a genteel chariot by the 
month, made the tour of the Luxembourg gal- 
lery, Palais Royal, all the remarkable hotels, 
churches, and celebrated places in Paris ; vifited 
St. Cloud, Marli, Verfaiiles, Trianon, St. Ger- 
main, and Fountainbleau ; enjoyed the opera^ 
mafquerades, Italian and French comedy \ and 
feldom failed of appearing in the public walks, 
in hopes of meeting with Mrs. Hornbeck, or 
fome adventure fuited to his romantic difpofition. 
He never doubted that his perfon would attraA 
the notice of fome diftinguiflied inamorata, and 
was vain enough to believe that few female hearts 
were able to refift the artillery of his accomplifh* 
ments, fhould he once find an opportunity of 
planting it to advaijtage. He prefented himfelf, 
however, at all the dpe^acies for many weeks, 
without reaping the fruits of his expeSation ; and 
began to entertain a very indifferent idea of tiie 
French difcemment, which had overlooked him 
fo long, when one day in his way to the apera, 
his chariot was Hopped by an embarras in the 
ftreet, occafioned by two peafants, who having 
driven their carts againft each other, quarrelled, 
and. went to loggerheads on the fpot. Such a ren- 
counter is fo uncommon in France,, that thft 
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people (hut up then* (hops, and from their win* 
dows threw cold water upon the combatants, Vvith 
a view of putting an end to the battle, which wa& 
maintained with great fury an/i very little fkill, 
until one of them receiving an accidental fell> 
the other took the advantage of this misfortune,. 
,and fafteningupon him as he lay, began to thump 
the pavement with his head • Our hero's equipage 
being detained dofe by the field of this contention, 
Pipes could not bear to fee the laws of boxing fb 
fcandaloufly tranfgreffed,* and leaping from his 
ftation, 'pulIed the offender from his antagonift, 
whom be raifed up, and in the Englifh language 
encouraged to a fecond efTay, inflrudling him at 
the fame time, by clenching his fifls according to 
art, and putting himfelf m a proper attitude* 
Thus confirmed, the enraged carman fprung upon 
his foe, and in all appearance would have effec- 
tually revenged the injury he had fuflained, if he 
had not been prevent^ by the interpofition of a 
lacquey belonging to a nobleman, whofe coach 
was obliged to halt in confequence of the difpute. 
This footman, who was diflinguifhed by a cane, 
defcending from his poft, without the Icaft cerc- 
mony or expofiulation, began ta employ his wea- 
pon upon the head and fhoulders of the peafant 
who had been patronized by Pipes ; upon which 
Thomas refenting fuch ungenerous behaviour, 
bellowed fuch a ftomacher upon the officious in- 
termeddler, as. difcompofed the whole oeconomy 
of his entrails, and obliged him to difcharge the 
interjeftion: Ah! with demon ft rations of great 
anguifh and amazement. The other two footmen 
who flood behind the coach, feeing their fellow- 
fervant ftx infolently affanltedj flew to his afTifb^ 
aace^ aiii rained a mofi difagreeable fhowei 
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upon the head of his aggreflbr, who had tto 
means of diverfion or defence. Peregrine, tho* 
he did not approve of Tom's conduft, could not 
bear to fee him fo roughly handled, efpecially as 
he thought his oWn honour concerned in the fray, 
and therefore quitting his machine, came to the 
lefcue of his attendant, and charged his adverfa-*^^ 
ries fword in hand.

Thtf 
tommon people flood aghaft at this unprecedented 
boldnefe of Pickle, who underftatiding that thtt 
j)erfon whofe fervstnts he had difciplined, was a 
general and prince of the blood, went up to the 
coach, and afked pardon for what he had doiie, 
imputing his own behaviour to his ignorance of 
the other's quality. The old noblemari accepted 
of his apology with great politenefs, thanking 
him for the trouble he had taken fo reform th^ 
tnanners of his domeftics ; and guefling from our 
youth's appearance that he was fome ftratiger of 
condition, very courteoufly invited him into the 
coach, on the fuppofition that they were both 
going to the opera. Pickle gladly embraced thi^ 
opportunity of becoming acquainted with a per* 
fon of fuch rank, and ordering his own chariot 
to follow, accompanied the count to his hg^y 
where he converfed with him during the whole 
entertainment. 

He foon perceived that Peregrine was not de^ 
ficient in fpirit*or fenfe, and Teemed particularly

countrymen would have pafled for a fprijPldy en-' 
tertaining fellow, was confidered in the brilliant 
airemblies of France as a youth of a very phleg- 
matic difpofition. No wonder then that his priofe 
was mortiBed at his own want of importante, 
which he did not fail to afcribe to their defeft in 
point of judgment and tafte : he conceived a dif- 
guft at the mercenary conduft, as well as the 
mallow intetleds, of the ladies ; and after he had 
fpent fome*months, and a rotind fiim of money, 
in fruitlefs attendance and addrefTes, he fairly 
quitted the purfuit, and confoled himfclf with the 
converfation of a merry Ftlle de joye^ whofe good 
graces he acquired by an allowance of twenty 
Louis per mcMith. That he might the more ea- 
fily afford thisexpence, he difmiffed his chariot 
-nd French lacquey at the fame time. 

He then entered himfelf in a noted academy, 
in order to finifli his exercifes, and contraded an 
acquaintance with a few fenfible people, whom 
he diftinguiOied at the coffee-houfe and ordinary 
to which he reforted, and who contributed not 
a little to the improvement of his knowledge and 
tafte: for, prejudice apart, it muft be owned 
that France abounds with men of confummate 
honour, profound fagacity, and the moft liberal 
education. From the converfation of fuch, he 
obtained a diftinS idea of their government and 
conftitution ; and though he could not help ad- 
miring the excellent order and ceconomy of their 
police, the refult of all his inquiries was felf-con- 
gratulation on his title to the privileges of a Bri- 
tifh fubjefl:. Indeed this invaluable birth-right 
was rendered conipicuous by fuch flagrant occur- 
rences, which fell every day almoft under his ob- 
fervation, that nothing but the grofleft ^tejoiivc^t 
eould.dilput^ its exigence* 
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jff^uires adijin^ idea of the French government j 
quarrels with a moufquetaire^ whom he after^ 
wards fights and vanquijhes^ after having pu* 
nijbid him for interfering in his amyous reeir^ 
(Btions. 

AMONG many other mfiancwof the faime 
nature, I bclrevc it will not be amifs to ex- 
dhibit a few fpecimens of their adminiftration, 
which happened during his abode at Paris, that 
thofe who have not the opportunity of obferving 
for themfelves, or are in danger of being influ- 
enced by mifireprefentation, may compare their 
own condition with that of their neiglibours, 
and do juftice to the conftitution under which 
♦hey live. 

A lady of diftingwfhed charafler having been 
lampooned by fome obfcure fcribbler, who could 
not be difcovered, the miniflry, in confequence 
of her complaint, ordered no fewer than five 
and twenty abbes to be apprehended and fent to 
the Ballile, on the maxim of Herod, wlien be 
commanded the iimocents to be murdered, lK)p- 
ing that the principal objeft of his cruelty would 
not efcape in the general calamity; and the 
friends of thofe unhappy prifbners durft not even 
complain of the unjuft perfecuttion, but (h rugged 
up their flioulders, and in filence deplored their 
misfortune, uncertain whether or not they Ihould 
ever fet eyes on them again. 
• About the fame time a gentleman of family^ 
who had been oppreffed by a certain powerful 
duke that lived in the neiglabourhood, found 

meanft 
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means to be introduced to the king, who fecciv* 
ing his petition very gracioufly, efked in what 
regiment he ferved ; and when the memorialift 
anfvvered, that he had not the honour of be- 
ing in the fervice, returned die paper unopened^ 
and refiifed to hear one circumffance of his com- 
plaint ; fo that far from being rediiefled, he re-^ 
mained more than ever expofed to the tyranny 
of his oppreffbrs : nay fo notorious is the dif- 
couragement of all thofe who prefume to live in*- 
dependent of court favour and connexions, that 
one of the gentlemen, whole friendfhip Pere- 
grine cultivated, frankly owned he was in pof- 
fefiion of a moR romantic place, in one of the 
provinces, and deeply enamoured of a country 
life ; and yet he durft not refide upon his own 
cftate, lefl by flackening in his attendance upon 
the great, who honoured him with their pro- 
teflion, he flioidd fall a prey to fome rapacious 
intendant. 

As for the common peopfc, they are fo much 
inured to the fcourge and infolence of power, 
that every fhahby fubaftern, every beggarly cadet 
of the noble {Te, every low retainer to the court, 
infults and injures them with impunity. A cer- 
tain Ecuyer, or horfe-dealer, belonging to the 
king, being one day under the hands of a barber,, 
who happened to cut the head of a pimple oa 
his face, he ftar ted up, and drawing his fword 
wounded him defperately in the Ihoulder. The 
poor tradefman, hurt as he was, made an effort 
to retire, and was followed by this barbarous af- 
(afTm, who, not contented with the vengeance he 
had taken, plunged his fword a fecond time into^ 
his body, and killed him on the fpot. Having 
performed this irdiuxEtan exploit^ he (ktfftd Vv\v(\<- 
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felf with great delibefation, and going to Vef- 
failles, immediately obtained a pardon for what 
he had done ; triumphing in his brutality with 
fuch ittfolence, that the very next time he had 
occafion to be (haved he fat with his fword ready 
drawn, in order to repeat the murder, in caie 
the barber fhould commit the fame miilake. Yet

THOUGH Mr. Jolter was extremely well

tended bf her ^poufe, who at figh of our heio 
diarigcd colour and looked another war, in or- 
der to difcourage any comnnftiicatidn between 
them. Bbt the Tomig man^ who was not fo ea-' 
lily repnl&d, advanced with great afltirance to 
fab fellow-traveDer, and taking him by the hand, 
cxpre&d his fatisfadion at this unexpeded meet- 
ing ; kindly upbraiding him for his precipitate re- 
treat from Chantillv. Before Hornbeck couM 
tbake any reply, he went up to his wife, whom 
he complimented in the iame manner, afTur- 
ing her with fome fignificant glances, he was 
extremely Aiortified, that (he had put it out of

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Our voung gentleman was ravifhed at the re- 
ceipt oi this elegant epiille, which was direded^ 
\jf Monfr Mmfr rickhell^ a la Gaddamme de Paul 
Freny^ and did not fail to obey the fummens at 
.the hour of aflignation ; when the lady, true t© 
her appointment, beckoned him up ftairs, and 
Jie had the good fortune to be admitted unfeen. 

After the firft tranfports of their mutual joy at 
•.meeting, . (he told him, that her hufband had been 
very furly and crofe ever fmce the adventure at 
Chant illy, which he had not yet digefted ; that 
he had laid fevere injunftions upon her to avoid 
.all commerce with Pickle, and even threatened 
to (hut her up in a convent fof lit'i?, if ever (he

caufe he had penetration enough to difcem that 
Peregrine's difpofition was impregnable to all fuch

Thefe fti- 
pulations being agreed to, he undertook to pro- 
duce her in eight-and-forty hours ; and taking 
coach immediately drove to the place of her re- 
fidence, wTiere he fpent a whole day and a night 
in convincing her of the impoffibility of their 
enjoying each other in that manner. Then rc- 
turmng to Parisi ho delivered her into the hands 

of 
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of the etnbafladory who having afTured her, that 
flie might depend upon his friendfhip and protec-

ftand that the young gentlen^an who had for kmi^*, 
time made his addrefles to her^ was i>ecome very 
preifing in his folioitations ; fo that fhe wanted t<> 
know m what manner ihe would anfwer his ise^ 
peated intreaties. Thofe two eonfi^erations de* 
termbed the young gentleman to return to hi$ 
native country, a refol-iition that was far from^ 
being difagreeabie to Joker, who knew that the 
incumbent on a living which 'was in the gift of 
Trunnion was extremely old, and that it would- 
be his intereft to be upon the fpot at the faid in-

Peregrine, who had refidod about fifteenr

alig^d froDi a Fiacre at the ga^e^ ^^^ tbree 
hnng: admitted at .the fan^ time, fa^ foipn ft^r^ 
eeived that the ftrangers were of his own country*- 
One of them was a^young man, in wbofe air 
aiK^co un t cna nce^ppcared aU the uncouth gravity 
and fupercilious felf-conceit of a phyfician piping 
hot from his fhidies ; while the other, to wnoni^ 
his companion fpoke by the appellation of Mr* 
Ballet, difplayed at firft fight a ftrange cpmpofi- 
tion of levity and aflurance. Indeed their cha-^ 
la&ers, drefs and addrefs were flrongly contrafied^^ 
the doftor wore a fuit of black, and a huge tye-' 
wig, neither fuitable to his own age, nor the fa- 
fliion of the country where he then lived ; where- - 
as the other, though feemingly turned of fifty, 
flnitted in a gay Jumujcr drefs of the Parifian cut, 
with a bag to his own gray hair, and a red feather 
in his hat^ which he carried under his arm.- As- 
thefe figures feeraed to promife foroething entfer-- 
taining^ Pickle entered ipto con verfation with ^ 
them immediately^ and foon difcovered that the 
old gentleman was a painter from London, wha* 
had ftole afortnightirom his occupation, in ordef 
to vifit the remarkable paintin«gs of France and 
Flanders ; ^ni that the dodlor. had taken the op- 
portunity of accompanying him in his tour* Be-' 
ing extremely, talkative, he not only communi-*- 
cated-tbeicpaiticuiars tQ.pur hero, in a ^ry few 
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Tniinutes after their meeting, but alio took occat^ 
fion to whifper in his ear, that his fellow traveller 
"was a man of vaft learning, and, beyond all doubt^ 
the greateft poet of the age. As for himfelf, he 
vras under no neceffity of making his own clo- ' 
gium ; for he foon gave fuch fpecimens of his tafie 
and talents, as left Pickle no room to doubt of 
ids capacity. 

While tb^ ftood coniidering the pi&ures in 
one of the nrft apartments, which are by no 
means the moil maflerly compofitions, the Siwifs, 
who fets up for a connoiifcur, looking, at a cer* 
tarn piece, pronounced the word magnifique! 
with a note of admiration ;. upon which Mr. Pal- 
let, who was not at all a critic in the French 
language, replied with great vivacity, ^ AfanU' 
facy you mean, and a very indifferent piece of 
manufacture it is ; pray, gentlemen, take notice, 
there is no keeping in thofe heads upon the back 
ground, nor no relief in the principal figure : 
then you'll obferve the fhadings are harfh to the 
lafl degree ; — and come a little clofer this way — 
don*t you perceive that the fore-fhortening of that 
arm is monflrous-^agad. Sir ! there is an abfolutr 
fradure in the limb — doftor, you underftand ana- 
tomy, don't you think that mufcle evidently mif^ 
placed? Hark ye, Mr. what d'ye call um, (turn- 
ing to the attendant) what is the name of the 
dauber who painted that miferable performance ?'* 
71ie Swifs imagined that he was all this time 
exprefling his fatisfadiion, fanfiioned his fuppofed 
commendation, by exclaimingy&«x/r/;r. " Right, 
cried Pallet, I could not recoiled his name 
though his manner is quite familiar to me. We 
have a few pieces in England, done by that fame 
Sangpree \ but there they are in no eftimatiou ; ^

wc have more tafle sttnong us, than to rclifli the 
piodu6Hons of fuch a mifcrable gout. A'n't he 
an ignorant coxcomb, doflor ?" The pbyfician^ 
alhamed of his companion's blunder, thought it 
was neceflary for the honour of his own charac- 
ter, to take notice of it before the ftranger, ana 
therefore anfwered his queftion, by repeating 
this line from Horace, 

Mutato nomine^ de tefabula narraiur^ 

The painter, who was rather more ignorant of 
Latin than of French, takkig it for granted that 
this quotation of his friend, cbnveyed an aflent to 
his opinion, " Very true, faid he, Pdtatoe A- 
mne date^ This piece is not worth a finglc pota*^ 
toe.** Peregrine was aftonifhed at this furpri&ig 
perverfion of the words and meaning of a Latin 
line, which, at firft, he could not* help thinking 
was a premeditated joke ; but upon fecond 
thoughts, he faw no reafon to doubt that it was 
the extemporaneous efFeft of (heer pertnefe and 
ignorance^ at which he broke out. into an im- 
moderate fit of laughter. Pallet, believing that 
the gentteman's mirth was occafioned by his arch 
animadverfion upon the work of Sangpree, un- 
derwent the fame emotion in a much louder 
ilrain, and endeavoured to heighten the jeft by 
more obfervations ofc the fame nature ; while the 
dodor, confounded at his impudence and want 
of knowledge, reprimanded him in thefe words 
of Homer, 

Siga me tis alios Jchaion teuton ahufe muthon. 

This rebuke, the reader will eafily perceive, was 
not calculated for the meridian 6f his friend's in-

,te]Ie6ts, but uttered with a -mw of raifing ht^'own 
charafter inthe opinion of Mr. Pickle, who retoro- 
^ this parade of learning in'thr^e verfes from the 
feme author, being part of the fpeech of Polyda- 
mas to Hedor,- importing that it is impoifiblefor 
one man to otcel in every thingi The felf-fufr^ 
ficient phyfician, who did not expeft fuch a repar- 
tee from a youth of Peregrino's sppean^Lacey 
looked upon his reply as a fair chalienge, and in-- 
fiantly rehearfed forty or fifty lines of the Iliad in^ 
a breath. Obferving that the firangrr made no^ 
eflbrt to match this effufioi), h^ interpreted bisi 
filenceintofubmiffion; then> inord^rtoafcertain 
his vi£l6ry, infulted him with divers^ fra^ents 
t»f authors^ whom' his fiippofed competitor did 
ix)t even know by name; while Mr» Pallet flared 
with admiration at the profound fcholarfhip of his 
companion. Our young gentleman, far from re- 
pining at this fuperiority, laughed within himfelf 
at the ridiculous ambition of the pedantic doiSor^- 
He rated him in his own mind as a -meer index* 
hunter, who held the eel of fcici>ce by the tail, 
and foref^w an infinite fund of diversion in hisf^ 
folemnity and pride, if properly extraded by 
means of his fellow-traveUer- s vanity and affur- 
ance. Prompted by fhefe confiderations, he r^- 
iblved to cultivate their acquaintance, and, if 
poffible, amufe himfelf at iheir expence in his 
journey thro* Flanders, underftanding that they 
were determined upon the fame rpute.^ , In th^ 
view he treated them with extraordinary atten- 
tion,, and feemed to pay particular deference to 
the remarksx)f the painter, who with great intrepi* 
dity pronounced judgment upon every pifture in 
ibe palacey or iq other wordjs> exposed his own'

&lve$» Fram^e, to be fure, i» rich in the arts, 
butwh^t iftthe reafOnT the kmg encourages men 
qF genius with honour and rewards : whereas, in 
England, we are obliged to ftand upon our own 
feet, 2^d combat the emry and malice of our 
brethren : agid f I have a good mind to come 
and fettlp hare in Paris ; I fhould like to have an-, 
apaitment in the Louvre, with a fnug penfion of 
fo many thoufand livres.'* In this manner did 
P^let proceed with an eternal rotation of tongue, 
floundering from one miflake to another, until it 
was the turn of Pouilin's feven facraments to be 
examined. Here again the Swifs, out of the abun-f^ 
dance ^of his zeal, eKprefled his admiration, by 
£iying' thefe pieces were mpayable\ when the 
painter turning to him with an air of exultation, 
♦* Pardon me, friend, there you happen to be 
miftaken, thefe are none of Impayahle*^\ but done 
by Nicholas Poi^een. I have feen prints of them 
in England, ib that none of your tricks upon tra^ 
vellers, Mr.Swifc or Swafli, or what's your name.*^ 
Hq wa^ vexy much elated by thi$ ima^Vi^v^rf 
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triumph of his underftanding, which animaf 
him to perfevcre in bis curious o^fervations up 
all the other pieces of that celebrated colledio 
but perceiving that the doSor manifefted no fig 
of pleafure and fatisfadlion, but rather beh( 
them with a filent air of difdain, he could r 
digeft his indifierence, and afked with a wagg 
fneer, if ever he had feen fuch a number of mi 
tcr-pieces before ? The phyiician eying hiift wi 
a look of companion mingled with contempt, c 
ferved that there was nothing there which c 
ferved the attention of any perfon acquainted wi 
the ideas of the ancients ; and that the author 
the fineft piece now in being, was imworthy 
clean the bruOies of one of thofe great mafle 
who are <:elebrated by the Greek and Rom 
writers. ** O lud ! O lud ! (exclaimed t 
painter, with a loud laugh) you have fail 
brought yourfelf into a dilemma at laft, dear dc 
tor ; for it is well known that your ancient Grc 
and Roman artifts knew nothing at all of t 
matter, in eomparifon with our modern mailei 
for this good reafon, becaufe they had but thi 
or four colours, and knew not how to paint wi 
oil : befides, which of all your old fufty Grecia 
would you put upon a footing with the divi 
Raphael, the moft excellent Michael Angelo Bo 
Roti, the graceful Guido, the bewitching Titia 
and above all others, the fublime Rubens, th< 
He would have proceeded with a long c 
talogue of names which he had got by heart i 
the purpofe, without retaining the leaft idea 
their feveral qualifications, had not he been i 
temipted by his friend, whofe indignation her 
kindled by the irreverence with which he me 
tioned the Greeks ; be called hin(^ blafphem* 

Go' 
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60th, Boeotian, and in his tunr, afkei with great 
vehemence, which of thofe puny moderns could 
match with Panaenus of Athens, and his brother 
Phidias, Polycletus of Sicyon, Polygnotus the 
Tbrafian, ParrhaTius of £phefus, firnamed Abro- 
diaitos, or the Beau^ and Apelles, the prince of 
painters ? He challenged him to fliew any por- 
trait of thefe days that could vie with the Helen 
of Zeuxis the Heraclean, or any compofition 
equal to the facrifice of Iphigenia, by Timanthes 
xh& Sicyonian ; not to mention the twelve gods 
of Afclepiadorus the Athenian, for which Mna- 
fon, tyrant of Elatea, gave him about three hun- 
dred pounds a-piece, or Homer's hell by Nicias^ 
who refufed fixty talents, amounting to upwards 
of deven thoufand' pounds, and generoufly made 
a prefent of it to his own country. He defired him 
to produce a collection eqyal to that in the Tem- 
ple of Delphos, mentioned in the Ion of Euri- 
f)ides ; where Hercules and his companion lo- 
aus are reprefented in the aA of killing the Ler- 
naean hydra, with golden fickles, krufeais harpais^ 
where Bellerophon appears on his winged iteed, 
¥anqui(hing thie fire-breathing chimera, tan purip' 
neoufan ; and the war of the giants is defcribed. 
Here Jupiter (lands wielding the red hot thunder- 
bolts, Ktraunon amphipuran \ there Pallas dreadful 
to the view, Gorgopon^ bran<K(heth her fpear 
againft the huge Enceladus ; and Bacchus, with 
flender ivy rods, defeats and flays the gas teknon^ 
or mighty fon of earth. The painter was afto- 
niflied and coiifounded at this rhapfody of names 
and inftances, whith was uttered with fnrprifing 
eagemefs and rapidity ; fufpeding at firft that the 
whole was the creation of his own brain; but 
when Pickle, with a view Qf flattering th& do^ot%. 
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felf-concelt, efpoufed his fide of the quefiio 
and confirmed the truth of every thing he ad 
vanced, Mr. Pallet changed his opinion, and it> 
emphatic filence adored the immenfity of hi^ 
fripnd's underftanding. In (hojrt^ Peregrine eafily 
perceived that they were falfe Qnthjifiafts, withouf 
the fmalleil pretenfions to talte and feniibility \ 
and pretended to be in raptures wii^h they knew 
not what \ the one thinking it was incumbent 
upon him to exprefs tranfports on feeing the work* 
of thofe who had been moll eminent in his pro- 
feffion, whether they did or did not really raife 
his admiration ; and the other as a fjcholar de^m- 
^ng it liis duty to n^agnify the ancients above att 
.competition, with s^n a|{e£l^d-^ fervour, which th^

re. They thankfully embraced his propofal^ 
d that fame day made enquiry among the Engliflir

sm with aq elegant dinner at nis own apart- 
jots, where a dilpute arofe between the do6lor 
d Mr. Jolter, which had wtU nigh terminated^ 
an irreconcileaUe animofity*. Thde g^leia&\x«^ 
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with an equal fhare of pride, pedantry, and fatur*' 
nine difpofition, -were by the accidents of educa- 
tion and company, diametrically oppofite in poli- 
tical maxims ; the one, as we have already ob- 
ferved, being a bigoted high-churchman, and the 
other a rank republican. It was an article of the 
governor's creed, that the people could not be 
happy, nor the earth yield its fruits in abundance, 
under a reftr idled clergy and limited government:

of delicious morfels." This fally of Mr. Pallet, 
which was received with a general laugh of 
approbation, would, in all probability, *have 
ftifled the difpute in embr)^o, had not Mr. Jolteri 
with a felf-applauding fimper, ironically com- 
plimented the ftrangers on their talking like true 
Englifh men. The doflor, affronted at the in-t 
fmuation, told him with fome warmth, that he 
was miftaken in his conjefture, his affeftions and 
ideas being Goiifined 'to no particular country ; for 
he confidered himfelf as a citizen of th« world. 
He owned himfelf more attached to England 
<lian to any other kingdom, but this preference 
was the effe<3 of refleftion, and not of prejudice ; 
becaufe the Britifli conftitution approached nearer 
than any other to that perfeilion of govemmentj 
the democracy of Athens, which he hoped one 
Jay to fee jrevived; he ineniioned »t\vt ^^xN^ <A 
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Charles the firft, and the expulfidn'of his ibi 
vrith raptures of applaufe, inveighed with gi 
acrimony againft the kingly name ; and in on 
to ftrengthen his c^inion, r^ated forty or fil 
lines from one of the Philippicks of Deraoftheiici 
loiter hearing him fpeak fo difrefpeSfully of it| 
higher powers, glowed with indignation* He fid 
his doctrines were deteftable and deftrudtivec 
all right, order, and fociety ; that monarchy wS 
of divine inftitution, therefore indefeafible by an; 
human power ; and of confequence thofe event 
in the Englifh hiftory which he had fo tiberalt 
conmiended, were no other than flagrant in 
fiances of facrilege, perfidy, and fedicion ; that th 
democracy of Athens was a moft abfurd conftitu 
tion, produftive of anarchy and mifchief, whic 
mull always happen when the government of 
nation depends upon the caprice of the ignorai 
hair-brained vulgar : that it was in the power c 
the moft profligate member Of the conmionwealtl 
provided he was endowed with eloquence, to mi 
the moft deferving, by a defperate exertion of h 
talents upon the populace, who had been ofte 
perfuaded to a£l in the moft ungrateful and in 
prudent manner, againft the greateft patriots th; 
their country had produced : and finally, 1 
averred, that the liberal arts and fciences had ne 
ver flour iflied fo much in a republick, as vmii 
the encouragement and proteAion of abfolui 
power ; witnefs the Auguftan age, and the reig 
of Lewis the fourteenth : nor was it to be fuf 
pofed that genius and merit could ever be fo amp] 
recompenfed by the individuals, or diftracSc 
councils of a commonwealth, jas l^ the generofit 
and magnificence of one, who had the who! 
t;;e9ftires at hi^ own cpmmand.' - 
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Peregrine, who'was pleafed toftid the conteft 
gli^ ivarm, obferved that there feem^d to be a 
godd dealof truth in whkt Mr. Joltfer advanced ; 
iftd the painter, tirhofe opihioft began to waver, 
R)6fcdd with a fiace of expeftatioh at his friend, 
' ^ho modelling his features into an expreflion of 
exulting difdaih, afked of his antagonift, if he 
[ SA not think that very pbwer of rewarding me- 
rit, enAfedL to abfolute prince to indulge himfelf 
in the molt arbitrary licence over the lives and 
fortunes of his people ? Before the governor had 
tone \o anfwer this queftion, Pallet brake forth 
ifitb an exclamation of " By the Lord ! that is 

I certainly fad-egad ! that was a home-thruft, doc* 
tor." '-'When Mn Jolter chaftifing this (hallow 
iiltmder with a contemptuous look, affirmed that 
Aoiugh fiipreme power fumifhed a good prince 
v^ith the me?ans of exerting his virtues, it would 
Dot fuppbrt a tyrant in the exercife of cruelty and 
opprcffion ; becaufe in all nations the genius of 
riie people mull be confulted by their governors, 
and the burden proportioned to the fhcmlders on 
wWchit is laid. « Elfe, what follows ?'* faid the 
pli^fician. ** The confequence is plain, replied 
the goVcftior, uifurrefHon, ' revolt, and his own 
deftnidlion ; for k is not to be fuppofed that the 
fubjciSs of any* nation Would be fo abjedl and pu- 
filfanimous, as to negleft the means which heaven 
hath put *iri their pdwer fof their own preferva- 
tion." " <Jadzooks ; yoU^re in the right, fir, 
cried Pallet, that I grsint you niuft he confcffed ; 
ddSor, I^fn tiffaid t^re have gbt into the wrong 
Box/* Thi'^lbh^^ofT?ifeah;'hbwtvef, far from 
IfeWg-bfTik^ffiMr^biJifrioti,' (ibfervedwith an air 
Opti^thjfl^, ^th^Tie 'V^^ hot only dembnftrate 
tte^fophifty ^ ^^^crtricmto^s \& ^fte^oxv,' 
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by argument and £ids, but even confute him whk 
ms own words. Jolter's eyes kindling at this 
prefumptuous declaration^ he told his antagonilt, 
'while hi$ lip quivered with refentment, that if his 
arguments were no better than his breeding, he 
was fure he would make very few converts to 
his opinion ; and the dodlor, with all the info- 
lence of triumph, advif^d him to beware of dif- 

Eutes for the future, until he fhould have made 
imfelf more mailer of his fubje6l. ^ 
Peregrine bgth wifhed and hoped to fee the dif- 
putants proceed to arguiuents of more weight 
and convi&ion ; and the painter, dreading the fame 
ilTue, interpofed wi^Ji the ufual exclamation of 
** for God's fake gentlemen!" when the gover- 
nor rofe from table in great dudgeon, and left the 
room, muttering fome ejaculation, of which the 
word coxcomb only could be diftinftly tieard. 
The phyfician, being, thus left matter of the field 
of battle, was complimented on his vi£lory by 
Peregrine, and fo elevated by his fuccefs, that 
he declaimed a full hour on tlie abfurdity of Jol- 
ter's propofition, and the beauty of the democra- 
tic adminiftration ; canvafled the whole fcheme 
of Plato^s jrepublic, with many quotations from 
that ideal author, touching die ro xaXov ; from 
thence he made a tranfition to the moral fenfe of 
Shaftefbury, and concluded his harangue vrith the 
greateil part of that frothv writer's rhapfody, 
which he repeated with all the violence of enthur 
fiaftic agitation % to the unipeakable (atirfaftion of 
his entertajnec» and the unutterable admiration 
of Pallet, w1k> looked vqpon him as fomethinjg 
fupernatural and divine. &> intoxicated was this 
vain young man with the ironical j>raifes of 
Fickle, that .hie foxthwith £hook off aof refcrve, 
I ana 
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9nd having profeffed a friend(hip for our hero, 
whofe talle and leaning he did not fail to extol, 
iptimated in plain terms, that he was the only 
pcrfon in thefe latter ages, who pofleffed that 
liiblime genius, that portion of the divinity or 
Ti Theion, which immortalized the Grecian 
Poets ; that as Pythagoras affirmed the fpirit of 
Euphorbus had tranfmigrated into his body, he, 
thedoftor, was^ftratigely pofleffed with the opi- 
nion that he himfelf was infpired by the foul of 
Pindar ; becauie, making allowance for the dif- 
ference of languages, in which they wrote, 
t|jerc was a furprimig sanity between his own 
\ifQrks and thofe pfcthat celebrated Theban ; and 
a&a-coBfirmation of this truth, he immediately 
produced a fample of each, which though in fpirit 
aod verfification, as diflerent as the Odes of 
Horace and our prefent poet laureat, Peregrine 
did not fcruple to pronounce altogether conge- 
nial ; notwithftanding the violence he by this 
fentence offered to his own conference, and a cer-* 
tain alarm of his pside, that was weak enough to 
bc^diiurbed by the j^yfician's ridiculous vanity 
aod'prefumption, tvhich, not contented with dif- 
pfajri^g his importance in the world of tafte and 
[Hilste literature, manifefied itfelf in arrogating 
tmskx material difcoveries in the province of 
piiyfick, which could not fail to advance him to 
the higb^ft pinnacle of that nrofeffion, confider- 
ing the recommendation of his other talents, to- 
getjier with a libeiai fort^ne which he inherited 
iom bis Either. 
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CHAP. XLIV. 

Tl)e dvSior prepares an entertainment in the manner 
of the ancients y which is attended with divers ri* 
diculous circumftances. 

IN a word, our young gentleman, by his infi- 
nuating behaviour, acquired the full confi- 
dence of the doftor, 'who invited him to an en- 
tertainment, which he intended to prepare in the 
manner of the ancients. Pickle, ftruck with 
this idea, eagerly embraced the propofal, which 
he honoured with many encon^i^ms, as a plan in 
all refpefts worthy of his genius and apprehen- 
fion ; and the day was appointed at forae diftance 
of time, that the treater might, have leifure to 
compofe certain pickles and confedlions which 
were not to be found among the culinary prepa- 
rations of thefe degenerate days.' 

With a view of rendering the phyfician*s tafte 
more confplcuous, and extra<5ting from it the 
more diverfion, Peregrine jM-opofed that fome 
foreigners (hould partake of the banquet; and 
the tafk being left to his care and difcrction, he 
aftually befpoke the company of a t"rench mar- 
quis^ an Italian count, and a German baron, 
whom he knew to be egregious coxcombs, and 
therefore more likely , to enhance the joy pf the 
entertainment. 

Accordingly, the hour being arrived^ he con- 
duced them to the hotel where the phyfician 
lodged, after having regaled their expedations 
with an elegant meal in the genuine old Roman 
tafte ; and they were received by Mr. Pallet, who 
did the honours of the?, houfe, while his friend 

fuper- 
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fuperintended the cook below. By this commu- 
nicative painter, the guefts underftood that the 
doSor had met with numerous difficulties in the 
execution of his defign ; that no fewer than five 
cooks had been difmiffed, becaufe they could not 
prevail upon their own confciences to obey his 
direftions in things that were contrary to the pre- 
fcnt pra6Hce of their art ; and that although he 
had at laft engaged a perfon, by an extraordinary 
premium, to comply with his orders, the fellow 
was fo aftonifhed, mortified, and incenfed at the 
commands he had received, that his hair ftood on 
end, and he begged on his knees, to be releafed 
from the agreement he had made : but finding 
that his employer infifted upon the performance 
of his contradl, and threatened to introduce hira 
to the commiflaire, if he (hould flinch from the 
bargain, he h^, in the difcharge of his office, 
wept, fiHig, curfed ^nd capered for two whole 
hours without intermiffion. 

While the company liftened to this odd inr" 
formation, by which they were prepoffeffed with 
ftrange notions of the dinner, their ears were in- 
vaded by a piteous voice that exclaimed in French, 
" For the love of God! dear Sir! for thepaffion 
of Jefus Chrift ! fpare me the mortification of 
the honey and oil!" Their ears ftill vibrated 
with the found, when the doftor entering, was 
by Peregrine made acquainted with the ftrangers, 
to whom he, in the tranfports of his wrath, 
could not help complaining of the want. of com- 
plafance he had found in the Parifian vulgar, by 
which his plan had been almoft entirely ruined 
and fet afide. The French marquis, who thought 
the honour of his nation was concerned at this 
declaration, profefled his forrow iot Yf\vax Vva.^ 
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happened, fo contrary to the eftablifhed charac- 
ter of the people, and undertook to fee the de- 
linqnents feverely pu^iifhed, provided he could be 
informed of their names or places of abode. The 
mutii(al compliments that pafTed on this occafioiJ 
V'ere fcarce finifhcd, when a ferv ant coming into 
the room, announced dinner ; and the entertainer 
]^d the way into another apartment, where they 
foui>d a long table, or rather two boards joined 
together, and furnifhed with a variety of difhes, 
the fleams of which had fuch evident effeft upon 
♦he nerves of the company, that the marquis 
made frightful grimaces, under pretencp of taking 
fniiff; the Italian's eyes watered, the German*s 
vifage underwent fever al diftortions of features ; 
our hero found means to exclude the odour from 
his fenfe of fmclling,'by breathing only through 
liis mouth ; and the poor painter running into 
another room, plugged his noflrils with U>bacco. 
The dodlor himfelf, .who was the only perfon then 
prefent whofe organs were not difcompofed, 
pointing to a couple of couches placed on each 
iide ot rlie table, told his gueus that he was forry 
he could not procure the exadl tridhiia of the an- 
cients, which were fomewhat different from thefe 
convcniencies, and defired they would have the 
go<^diiers to repofe ihemfelves without ceremon):, 
each in his refpcdllve couchette, v/hile he and Ws 
friend Mr. Pallet would place themfelves upright 
at the ends, that they might liave the pleafure of 
fcrving thofe that lay along. This difpofition, 
of which the ftrangers had no previous idea, dif- 
concertcd and perplexed them in a' mofl ridicu- 
loiis manner; the marquis and baron flood bow- 
ing to esrch pther, on pretence of difputing the 
lower feat, but in reality w.idi a view of profiting 

by 
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by the example of one another, for neither of 
them irtiderftood the manner in which they were 
to loll ; and Peregrine, who enjoyed their confu-^- 
fion, handed the count to the otlier fide, where, 
with the moft mifchievous politenefs, he infilled 
upon his taking poffeflion of the upper place. 

In this difagreeable and ludicrous fufpence, 
they continued ailing a pantomime of gefticula- 
tions, until the doftor earneflly intreated them 
to wave all compliment and form, left the dinner 
ftould be fpoiled before the ceremonial could be 
adjufted. Thus conjured. Peregrine took the 
lower couch on the left-hand fide, laying himfelf 
Mtlydown, with his face towards the table. 
The marquis, in imitation of this pattern (tho* 
he would haye much rather fafted three days than 
nin the riik of difcompofing his drefs by fuch an 
attitude,) ftretched himfelf upon the oppofit* 
place, reclining upon his elbow m a moft pain- 
M and awkward fituation, with his head raifed 
above the end of the couch, that the oeconomy 
of his hair might not fufFer by the proje£lion of 
Ks body. The Italian, being a thin limber crea-^ 
tore, plainted himfelf next to Pickle, without 
fiiftaining any misfortune, but that of hisftocking 
being torn by a ragged nail of the feat, as he 
ndfed his legs on a level with the reft; of his 
fimbs. But the baron, who was neither fo wieldy 
ilor iupple in his joints as his companions, floun- 
ced himfelf down with fuch precipitation, that 
his feet fuddenly tilting up, came in furious con- 
taft with the head of the marquis, and demoliihed 
every cixrl in a twinkling, while his own fkull, 
at the fame inftant, defcended upon the fide of his 
couch with fuch violence, that his periwig was 
feuck off, and the whole room filled with pulvilio.

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The drollery of diftrefs that attended this dif* 
after entirely vanquilhed the aifeded gravity of 
our young gentleman, who was obliged to fup- 
prefe his laughter by cramming his handkerchief 
in his mouth ; for the bare-headed German afk- 
ing pardon with fuch ridiculous confufion, and 
the marquis admitted his apology with fuch rue- 
ful complaifance, as were fufficient to awajce the 
mirth of a quietift. 

This misfortune being repaired as well as the 
circumflances of the occafion would permit, and 
every one fettled according to the arrangement 
already defcribed, the dodlor gracioufly under- 
took to give fome account of the difhes as they 
occurred, that the company might be diref3:ea 
in their choice ; and with an air of in^nite fatif- 
fadion thus began : " This here, gentlemen, is 
a boiled goofe, ferved up in a fauce compofed of 
pepper^ lovage, coriander, mint, rue, anchovies, 
and oil ! I wilh for your fakes, gentlemen, it was 
one of the geefe of Ferrara, fo much celebrated 
among the ancients for the magnitude of their 
livers, one of which is laid to have weighed up- 
wards of two pounds ; with this food, exquifite 
as it was, did the tyrant Heliogabalus regale his 
hounds. But I beg pardon, I had almoft forgot 
the foup, which I hear is fo neceffary an article 
at all tables in France. At each end ther^ are 
difhes of the falacacabia of the Romans, one is 
made of parfley, pennyroyal, cheefe, pine-tops^ 
honey, vinegar, brine, eggs, cucumbers, onions, 
and hen livers ; the other is much the .fame as 
the foup maigre of this country. Then there 
is a loin of veal boiled with fennel and ca- 
raway-feed, on a pottage conr.pofed of pickle, 
oil, honey and flour, and a curious faachis of the 

lights, 
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lights, liver and blood of an hare, together with 
a difh of roailed pigeons. Monfieur le Baron» 
&all I jielp you to a plate of this foup f " The 
German, who did not at all difapprove of the in- 
gredients, ailented to the propofal, and feemed to 
leliih the compofition ; while the marquis being 
alked by the painter which of ths JUly^kickabys he 
chofe, was in confequence of his defire accom- 
modated with a portion of the foup-maigre ; and 
the count, in lieu of fpoon-mcat, of which lie 
fald he was no great admirer, fuppiied himfelf 
with a pigeon, therein conforming to the choice 
of our young gentleman, whofc example he de- 
termined to follow through the whole courfe of 
the entertainment. 

The frenchman having fwallowcd tlie firft 
fpoonful, made a full paufe, his throat fvyelled, 
as if an egg had fhick in his gullet, his ey/es.; 
rolled, and his mouth underwent a feries of in- 
voluntary contraftions and dilatations. Pallet, 
who looked ftedfaftly at tliis connoifleur, with a 
view of confulting his tafte, beibre he himfelf 
would venture upon the foup, began to be di- 
fturbcd at dnefe emotions, and obferved with 
fome concern, that the poor gentleman feemed 
to be going into a fit ; when Peregrine ^ITured 
him, that thefe were fymptoms of extacy, and for 
further confirmation, aiked the marquis how he 
found the foup. It was with infinite difficulty 
that his con^plaifance could fo far mailer his dif- 
guft, as to enable him to anfwer, *' Altogether. 
Excellent, upon my honour!" And the painter 
being certified of his approbation, lifted the fpoon 
to his mouth without fcruple ; but far from: 
juftifj-'ing the culogium of his taller, when this- 
precious compofition difiiifed itfelf upon his pa-^ 

E 4 V^'ft'i 
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late, he fecmed to be deprived of all fenfe ani 
motion, and fat like the leaden ftatue of fomc 
river god, with the liquor flowing out at both 
fides of his mouth. 

The do6lor, alarmed at this indecent iphTv.o* 
tnenon, earneftly inquired into the caufe oiit; 
and when Palkt recovered his recolle^lion, anci 
fwore that he would rarher fwaHow porridge 
made of burning brimfton^, than fuch an infer- 
nal mefs as that which he had rafted ; the phy- 
iician, in his own vindication, aflured the com- 
pany, that, except the ufual ingredients, he Jiad 
mixed nothing in the foup but fome fal armoniac 
inftead of the ancient nitrum> which could not 
now be procured ; and appealed to the marquis, 
whether fuch a fuccedaneum was not an improve- 
ment on the whole. The unfortunate pctit-raai- 
tre, driven to the extremity of his condefcenfioHv 
acknowledged it to be a matfterly refinement ; and 
deeming himfelf obliged, in point of honour, to 
evince bis fentiments by his praftice, forced a 
few more mouthfuls of this difagreeable potion 
down his throat, till his ftomach was fo much of* 
fended, that he was compelled to ftart up of a 
fudden ; and, in the hurry of his elevation, over- 
turned his plate into the bofom of the baron. 
The emergency of his occafions would not permit 
him to ftay and make apologies for this abrupt 
behaviour ; To that he flew into another apart- 
ment, where Pickle found him puking, and 
Cpofling himfelf with great devotion ; and a clair, 
at his defire being brought to the door, he flip^ 
into it more dead than alive, conjuring his fK^nd 
Pickle to make his peace with the company, and 
in particular excufe him to the baron, on account 
•f the violent fit of illnefs vrith which he had 

been 
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been feized. It was not without reafon that he 
employed a mecKator ;. for when our hero return" 
ed to the dining-room, the German got up, and 
was under tiie hands of his own lackey, who 
wiped the grealfe from a rich embroidered waifl-' 
coat, while he, almoft frantic with his misfor- 
tune, ftamped upon the ground, and in HigK 
Dutch curfed the unlucky banquet,, and the im- 
pertinent entertainer, who all this time, witb 
great deliberation, confoled him for' the difafter, 
by af Hiring him, that the damage might be re-j 
paired with iotnt oil of turpentine and a hot 
iron. Peregrine,, who could fcarce refrain from, 
laughing in his face, appealed his indignation,, 
by telling him how much the whole company, 
and efpecially 'the marquis, was mortified at the 
accident ; and the unhappy falacacabia being re- 
moved, the places were filled with two pies, one 
of dormice liquored with fyrup of white pop- 
pies, which the docSor had fubftituted in the room 
of toafted poppy-feed, formerly eaten with honey, 
as a defert ; and the other compofed of an hoqk 
of pork baked in honey. 

Pallet hearing the firft of thefe difhes defcribed, 
lifted up his hands and eyes, and with figns of 
loathing and amazement pronounced, " A pye 
made of dormice and fyrup of poppies ; Lord in" 
heaven ! what beaftly fellows thofe Romans 
were !" His friend checked him for his irreve-- 
rent exclamation with a fevere look, and recom-» 
mended the veal, of which he himfelf chearfuUy 
eat, with fuch encomiums to the company, that 
the ba^n relblved to imitate his example, after 
having called for a bumper of Burgrundy, which 
the phyfician, for his fake, wimed to have 
been the true wine of Falernuni. The painter, 

£ 5 feeing 
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feeing nothing elfe upon the table which he would 
venture to touch, made a merit of neceflity, and 
had recourfe to the veal alfo ; although he could 
not help faying, that he would not give one (lice 
of the roaft beef of Old England for all the dain- 
ties of a Roman emperor's table. But all the 
do£lor's invitations and affurances could not pre- 
vail upon his guefts to honour the hachis and the 
goofe ; and that courfe was fucceeded by another, 
m which he told them were divers of thofe diflies, 
which among the ancients had obtained the appel- 
lation oipolitelesy or magnificent. " That which 
fmoaks in the middle (faidhe) is a fow's ftomach, 
filled with a compofition of minced pork, hog's 
brains, eggs, pepper, cloves, garlick, annifeed, 
rue, ginger, oil, wine, and pickle.^ On the right 
hand fide are the teats and belly of a fow, juft 
farrowed, fried with fweet wine, oil, flour, lo- 
vage and jpepper. On the left is a fricaffee of fnails, 
fed, or rather purged, with milk. At tliat end next 
Mr. Pallet are fritters of pompions, lovage, origa- 
num and oil ; and here are a couple of pullets, 
roafted and fluffed in the manner of Appicius." 

The painter, who had by wry faces teftified his 
abhorrence of the fow's flomacn, which he com- 
pared to a bagpipe, and the fnails which had un- 
dergone purgation, no fooner heard him mention 
the roafted pullets, than he eagerly folicited a 
wing of the fowl ; upon which the do£lor de- 
fired he would take the trouble of cutting them 
up, and accordingly fent them, round, while Mr. 
Pallet tucked the table-cloth under his chin, 
and brandiflied his knife and fork with fiqgular 
addrefs ; but fcarce were they fet down before 
him, when the tears ran down his cheeks, and 
he called aloud, in amanifeft diforder, " Z — ds! 

this 
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this is the eflence of a whole bed of garh'c I** 
That he might not, however, difappoint or dif- 
grace the entertainer, he applied his inflruments 
to one of the birds ; and when he opened up 
the cavity, was aflaulted by fuch an irruption of 
intolerable fmells, that, without flaying to dif- 
engage himfelf from the cloth, he fprung away, 
with an exclamation of, "' Lord Jefus !" and in- 
volved the whole table in havock, ruin, and con- 
fufion. 

Before Pickle could accomplifh his efcape, he 
was fauced with a fyrup of the dormoufe pye, 
which went to pieces in the general wreck ; and 
as for the Italian count, he was overwhelmed 
by the fow*s ftomach, which burfting in the fall, 
difcharged its contents upon his leg and thigh, 
and fcalded him fo miferablv, that he fhrieked 
with angtiifh, and grinned with a moft ghaftly 
and horrible- afpeft. 

The baron, who fat fecure without the vortex 
of this tumult, was not at all difpleafed at feeing 
his companions involved in fuch a calamity as 
that which he bad already ftiarcd ; but the doftor 
was confounded with fliame and vexation. After 
having prefcribed an application of oil to the 
count's leg, he exprefled his forrow for the mif- 
adventure, which he openly afcribed to want t)f 
tafte and prudence in the painter, who did not 
tliink proper to return, and make an apology in' 
perfbn ; and protefted that there was nothing in 
the fowls which could give offence to a fenfible 
nofe, the fluffing being a mixture of pepper, 
lovage and afla foetida, and the fauce confifling 
of wine and herring-pickle, which he had ufed 
inftead of the celebrated garum of the Romans ; 
that femous pickle having been prepared fomc- 
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felf from the lady whom he fhoulcl introduce ; 
befides, fuch a fuppofed conneftion would hin- 
der the ladies of pleafure from accofting, and 
employing their feducing arts upon a perfon al- 
ready engaged. 

Our young gentleman, forefeeing abundance of 
diverfion in the execution of this proje6t, fc- 
conded the propofal with fuch importunity and 
addrefs, that the painter allowed hirqfelf to be 
habited in a fuit belonging to the landlady, who 
alfo procured for him a mafk of domino, while 
Pickle provided himfelf with a Spanifli drefs. In 
this difguife, which they put on about eleven 
o'clock, did they, attended by Pipes, fet out in a 
Fiacre for the ball room, into which Pickle led 
this fuppofititious female, to the aftonifhment of 
the whole company, who had never feen fuch an 
uncouth figure in the appearance of a woman. 

After they had taken a view of all the re- 
markable mafqnes, and the painter had been 
treated with a glafs of liqueur, his mifchievous 
companion gavfe him the flip, and vanifhing in 
an inftant, returned with another mafk and a 
domino over his habit, that he might enjoy Pal- 
let's perplexity, and. be at hand to protedl him 
from infult. 

The poor painter having loft his guide, was 
almoft diftrafted with anxiety, and llalked about 
the room, in queft of him, with fuch huge ftrides 
and oddity of gefture, that he was followed by 
a whole multitude, who gazed at him as a pre- 
ternatural phaenomenon. This attendance io- 
creafed his uneafinefs to fuch a degree, that he 
could not help uttering a foliloquy aloud, in 
which he curfed his fate for having depended up- 
on the promife of fuch a wag ^ and fwore» that 

if 
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if once he was clear of this fcrape, he would not 
bring himfelf into ftich a premunire again for the 
whole kingdom of France. 

Divers petit maitres underftanding the mafque 
m:s a foreigner, who in alLprohabihtj' could not 
fpeak French, made up to him in their turns, irt 
order to difplay their wit and addrcfs, and teized 
liim with leveral af<:h queftions, to which he 
made no other anfwer than, " No parly Francy. 
Damn your chattering ! Go about your bufinefs) 
can't ye?*' Among the maflcs was at nobleman, 
who began to be very free with the fuppofed lady, 
and attempted to plunge his hand into ber bofom : 
but the painter was too modeft to fuffer fuch in- 
decent treatment ; and when the gallant repeated 
his efforts in a mahner dill more indelicate, lent 
him fecH a box^ on the ear, as made tiie lights 
dance before him, and created fuch a fofpicion 
•f Palfet*» fcx, thaf thre Frenchman fwore he wai 
rilter 2t tfiaJe or hermaphrodite, and infilled up- 
«»fcrntiny^ fbr the feke of his own lionour^ 
wiA fuch obftinacy of refentment, that the fi<fti« 
tious nymph was in imminent danger, not only 
of being expofed, but alfo of undergoing fevero 
chaMfement, for having made fo free with the 
prince's ear ; when Peregrine, who faw and over* 
heard et^ery thing that pafled, thought it was 
hi^ time to interpofe ; and accordingly, afferted 
hb pretenfions to the infulted lady, who wai 
overjoyed at this proof of his protection. 

The aflfronttd gallant perfevered ia demand- 
ing to know who file was, and our hero as ftre- 
Duoufly refufed to give him that fatisfaftion : fe 
ftat high words enmed ; and the prince threaten- 
ing to punilh his infolence, the young gentle* 
nian, who was not fuppofed to know his c^uaUty^ 
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pointed to the place where his own fword ufed to 
hangy and fnapping his fingers in his face, laid 
hold on the painter's arm^ and led him to ano- 
ther part of the room, leaving his antagonift to 
the meditations of his own revenge. 

Pallet having chid his conduSor for his bar- 
barous defertion, made him acquainted with the 
difficulty in which he had been involved, and 
flatly telling him, he would not put it in his 
power to give .him the flip again, held fall by his 
arm during the remaining part of the entertain- 
ment, to the no fmall diverfion of the companVf 
whofe attention was altogether engrofled in the 
contemplation of fuch an awkward, ungainly; 
ftalking apparition. At laft, Pickle being tir«d 
of exhibiting this raree-fliew, compliefd with the 
repeated defires of his companion, and handed 
htr into the coach ; which he himfelf had no 
fooner entered, than they were furrounded by a 
file of mufqueteers, commanded by an exonpty 
who ordering the coach-door to be opened, took 
his place with great deliberation, whiljB one of 
his detachment mounted the box, in order to di-» 
re(3. the driver. '^ 

Peregrhie at once conceived the meaning of 
this arreft, anfl it was well for him that he had no 
weapon wherewith to fland upon his <iefence; 
for fuch was the impeluofity and ralhnefs of bis 
temper, that had he been armqd, he would have 
run all rilks rather than furrender himfelf to any 
odds whatever ; but Pallet imagining that the 
officer was fome gentleman, who had miftaken 
their carriage for his own, defired hi^ friend to 
undeceive the flranger \, and when he was inform- 
ed of the real ilate of their condition, his knees 
began to fliaj^^, -lois teeth to chatter, and he ut- 
tered 
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! !il tered a moft doleful lamentation, importing his 
fear of being carried to^fome hideous dungeon of 
the Baftile, where he fhould fpend the reft of his 
days in mifery and horror, and never fee the light 
of God's fun, nor the face of a friend ; but pe- 
rilli in a foreign land, far removed from his fami- 
ly and connexions. Pickle damned him for his 
pufillanimity ; and the exempt hearing a lady be- 
moan herfelf fo piteoufly, expreffed his mortifi- 
cation at being the inftrument of giving- her fuch 
pain, and endeavoured to confole tnem, by repre- 
fenting the lenity of the French government, and 
the Gngular generofity of the prince, by whofc 
order they were apprehended. 

Peregrine, whole difcretion feemed to forfake 
him on all fuch occafions, exclaimed with great 
bitteraefs againft the arbitrary adminiilration of 
France, and inveighed with many exprelTions of 
contempt, againft the chara6ter of the offended 
prince, whofe refentment, far from being noble, 
kfaid, was pitiful, ungenerous, andunjuft.

Exafpcrated at this outrage, the other faluted 
Tom's porter iors with his bayonet, which incom- 
moded him fo much, that he could no longer 
keep his port, but leaping upon the ground, gavs 
his antagonilt a chuck under the chin, and laid 
him upon his back, and then (kipping over him 
with infinite agility, abfconded among the crowd 
of coaches, till he faw the guard mount before 
and behind upon his mailer's Fiacre, which no 
iboner fet forward than he followed at a fmall 
diftance, to reconnoitre the place where Peregrine 
ihould be confined.

THIS plan he executed notwithftanding the 
pain of his wound, and the queftions of 
the city guard both horfe and foot, to which he 
could make no other anfwer than " Ar.ghis^ An- 
^his ;'* and as foon as it was light, taking an ac- 
curate furvey of the caftle (for fuch it feemed to 
be) into which Peregrine and Palle* had been con^ 
veyed, together with its fituation inrefpeft to the 
river, he went home to the lodgings, and waking 
Mr. Joker, gave him an account of the adven- 
ture.

and in the anguifh of his apprehenfion, curfed the 
diy on which he had undertaken to fuperintend 
the condudt of fuch an imprudent young man, 
who had by reiterated infults provoked the ven- 
geance o£ fuch a mild forbearing adminiftration. 
That he might no*, however, negleft any means 

I in his power to extricate him from his prefeiit 
mlsfortij'ie, he difpatched Thomas to the dodlor, 
with an account of his companion's fate, that 
they might join their intereft in behalf of the 
captives ; and the phyfician being informed of 
what had happened, immediately dreffed himfelf 
and repaired to Joker, whom he accofted in thefc 
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words: ** Now, fir, I hope you are convinced 
of your error, in aflerting that oppreffion can ne- 
ver be the effeft of arbitrary power. Such a ca- 
lamity as this could never have happened under 
the Athenian democracy: nay, even when the 
tyrant Pififlratus got poffeflion of that common- 
wealth, he durft not venture to rule with fuch 
abfolute and unjuft dominion. You (hall fee now 
that Mr. Pickle and my friend Pallet will fall a 
iacrifice to the tyranny ,of lawlefs power ; and in 
my opinion we fhall be acceflary to the ruin of 
this poor enflaved people, if we beftir ourfelves 
in demanding, or imploring the releafe of our un- 
happy countrymen ; as we may thereby prevent 
the commiffion of a flagrant crime, which would 
fill up the vengeance of 'heaven again (I the per- 
petrators, and perhaps be the means of reftoring 
a whole nation to the unfpeakable fruition of 
freedom. For my own part, I fhould rejoice to 
fee the blood of my father fpilt in fuch a glorious 
caufe, provided fuch a viflim would furnifli me 
with the opportunity of diflblving the chains of 
flavery, and vindicating that liberty which is the 
birth-right of man. Then would my name be 
immortalized among the patriot heroes of anti- 
quity, and my memory like that of Harmodius 
and Ariftogiton, be honoured by ftatues efeSed 
at the public expence." This rhapfody, which 
was delivered with great emphafis and agitation, 
gave fo much offence to Joker, that without 
fpeaking one word, he retired in great wrath to 
his own chamber, and the republican returned to 
his lodging, in full hope of his prognoftic being 
verified in the death and deftruftion of Peregrine 
and the painter, which muft give rife to fome re- 
nowned revolution, wherein he himfelf would a6l 
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a principal part. But the governor, whofe imagi- 
nation was not quite fo warm and prolific, went 
diredlly to the Embaflador, whom he informed of 
his pupil's fituation, and befought to interpofe 
with the French miniftry, that he and the other 
Britilh fubjedl might obtain their liberty. 

His excellency afked if Joker could guefs at the_ 
caufe of his imprifonment, that he might be the 
better prepared to vindicate or excufe his conduft ; 
but neither he nor Pipes could give the fmalleft 
hint of intelligence on that fubjedl ; though he 
fiirniftied himlelf from Tom's own mouth with a 
circUmftantial account of the manner in which 
his mailer had been arretted, as well as of his 
own behaviour, and the difafter he had received 
on that occafion. His lordfhip never doubted 
that Pickle had brought this calamity upon him- 
fclf by fome unlucky prank he had played at the 
mafquerade ; efpecially when he underftood that 
the young gentleman had drank freely in the af- 
ternoon, and been fo whimfical as to go thither 
with a man in woman's apparel ; and he that fame 
day waited on the French miniller, in full confi- 
dence of obtaining his difcharge ; but met with 
more difficulty than he expected, the court of 
France being extremely pundlilious in every thing 
that concerns a prince of the blood : the EmbaU 
fador, was, therefore, obliged to talk in very high 
terms ; and though the prefent circ^mftances of

cfFence. His excellency thought this was but 
a reafonablc condefccnfion, -fuppofing Peregrine 

to 
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to have been in the wrong ; and Jolta- wa5 ad- 
mitted to him in order to communicate and re- 
inforce his lordfhip's advice, which was that he 
Ihould comply with the terms propofed. The 
governor, who did not enter thi* gloomy fortrefc 
without fear and trembling, found his pupil in a 
difmal apartment void of all furniture, but a 
ftool and truckle-bed ; the moiT^ent lie was ad- 
mitted, he perceived the youth wliiflling with 
' great unconcern, and working with his pencil at 
the bare wall, on which he had delineated a ludi- 
crous figure labelled with the name of the noble- 
man whom he had affronted, and an Englifli maf- 
tlff with his leg lifted up, in the attitude of mak- 
ing water in his fhoe. He had been even fo pre- 
fumptuou^ as to explain the device with, fatirical 
infcriptions in the French language, wliich when 
Joker perufed, his hair ftood on end with affright. 
The very turnkey was confounded and overawed 
by the boldnefs of his behaviour, which he had 
never feen matched by any inhabitant of that 
place ; and adually joined his friend in perfuading 
liim to fubmit to the eafy demand of the mlni- 
fter. But our hero, far from embracing the coun- 
fel of this advocate, handed him .to the door with 
great ceremony, and difmified him with a kick 
on the breech ; and to all the fupplications, and 
even tears of Joker, made no other reply, than 
that he would floop to no condefcenfion, becauie 
he had committed no crime ; but would leave his 
c^fe to the cognizance and exertion of the Britilh 
court, whofe duty it was to fee juftice done to 
its own fubjefts : he defired, however, that Pal- 
let|. who was confined in pother place, might ^ 
avail himfelf of his own difpoCtion, which y{^s^ • 
fufficiently pliable.

very much mortified at her confinement, and at 
certain tirnes behaved as if her brain was not a 
little difordered. Joltdi^, thus baffled in all his En- 
deavours, 'quitted the Baftile with a heiyy heart, 
fflid reported his fruitlefs negociation to the Em- 
baffiidor, who could hot help breaking forth int6 
forae acrimohious expreflions agairift the obfti- 
nacy and infolence of the young man^ who, hfe 
faid, defer\^ed to fuffer for his folly. Neverthc- 
lefs he did not defift from his reprefentations t6 
the Fi-ehch miniflry, which he found fo unyield- 
ing, that he was obliged to threaten in plaiA 
lemis, to make*it a national concern ; and riot 
only writ to his court for inftrucSions, but even 
advifed the (Council to make reprifals, and fend 
fome French gentleman in London to the 
Tower. 

This intimation had an effefl upon the mini- 
ttry alt Verfailies, who rather thar> run the rifk of 
iiicenfing a people whom it was neither their in- 
tereft nor inclination to difoblige, confented td 
difcharge "the offenders, on condition that they 
IhouM leave Paris in three days after their en- 
largement. This propofal was readily agreed to 
by Peregrine, who was now a little more tradl- 
Me, and heartily tired of being cooped up in 
filch ati uncomfortable ibodcj for the fpace of 
three long days, without any fort of conlmuni- 
cation.oi: entertainment, but that which his ovm 
imagination fuggefted.

AS he could eafily conceive the fituation 
his companion in adverfity, he was unwii 
ing to leave the place, until he had reaped fon 
diverfion from his diftrefs, and with that view r 
paired to the dungeon of the affli6ted painter, 
which he had by this time free accefs.

led about half an iiich, through the remains < 
the paint with which his vifage had been bedaul 
ed, and every feature of liis face was lengtbem 
to the moft ridiculous exprcflion of grief and di 
-may. Seeing Peregrine come in, he flarted u 
in a fort of frantic extafy, and running towarc 
him with open arms, no fooner perceived the wo< 
iSul appearance into which our hero had modelle 
his phyfiognomy, than he flopped fhort all of

Such a phantom could not pafs, without at- 
tra<$ling,the ciiriofity of the people, who ran to; 
their doors and windows, in order to behold this^ 
objedl of admiratipa* With the fame view that 
cpajqh, which was fij^ppofed to be ia purfuit of) 
Hm, ftppt juft as th^ windows of ^e4ch ^^pe.n/?d> 
to be oppofite ; and Pallet looking behind, and) 
fe^g three nien ftanding upon the foot-board: 
armed with canes, which his fear converted into ; 
fiifils, never doubted that^Ws friend's fufpicion . 
was juft 4 but, {baking his jordaa at the imagi- 
ji^ry guard, fwore he would fooner die than part^ 
with his. precious ware. The owner of the, 
coach, who w^s aiiobleman^o/ tbe.fi£ft,qu4Hty^ 

: raiftook 
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miftbok him for fome unhappy weman depfiviSd ^ 
of her fenfes ; and ordering his coachman to pio- • 
ceed, convinced the fugitive, to his infinite jcwri" A 
that this was no piore than a ' falfe akrm. rfe 
was not, for all that, freed fron» anxiety and tre- 
pidatidn ; but our young gentlemanj fearing *hls ' 
brain would not bear a repetition of 'the Tame' 
joke, pemfiitted him to gain his own lodgings*'^ 
without further moleftation. 

His landlady meeting him on the ftair> was fa 
affeSed at his appearance, that (he fcreamed 
aloud, and betook herfelf to flight ; while he> 
curfing her with great bitternefsj rufhed into the 
apartment with the dodor, who, inftead of re*^ ' 
|, ceiving him with cordial embraces, and congra- 
tulating him upon his deliverance, gave evident 
tokens of umbrage and difcontdnt ; and even 
plainly told him, he hoped to have heard that he ' 
and Mr. Pickle had afted the glorious part of 
Cato ; an event which would have laid the found*- 
ation of fuch noble ftruggles, as could not fail ^ 
to end in happinefs and freedom; and that he' ^ 
had already made foine prOgrefs in an ode that 
would have immortalized their names, and iii- ' 
fpired the flame of liberty in every honcft breafti- * 
"There (faid he) I would have proved, that' 
gi^at talents, and high fentiments of liberty, do 
reciprocally produce and affift each other ; and il- ^ 
luftrated my aflertions with fuch notes and quo- ' 
tations from the Greek writers, as would have* 
opened the eyes of the moft blind and unthiifk-* ^ 
ing, and touched the mofl: callous and obdurate ^ 
heart. O fool f to think the mafiy who fe ample ' 
m\^d mujl graj^ whatever yonder flats Purvey ■ \ 
Pf^, Mr. Pallet, what is your opinion of ttiat^ 
image of the miiwl's grafping the wholc-anivcrfex? ^* 
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For my own part, I can*t help tliink^ing it the 
moil happy conception that ever entered my ima- 
g'yiation. 

^The painter, who was not fuch a flaming en- 
thufiaft in the caufe of Hberty, could Aot brook 
the do£lor*s refle(Sions, which he thought fa- 
voured a little too much of indifference and de- 
ficiency in point of private friendfhip ; and there- 
fore feized the prefent opportunity of mortifying 
his pride, by obferving, that the image was, 
without all doubt, very grand and magnificent ; 
but that he had been obliged for the idea to Mr. 
Bayes in The Rehearful^ who values himfelf upon 
the fame figure, conveyed in thefe words. But 
all thefe clouds, t^hen by the eye of reafon graffd, 
&c. Upon any other occafion, the painter 
would have triumphed greatly in this dete6lion ; 
but fuch was the flutter and confufion of his 
fpirits, under the apprehenlion of being retaken^ 
that without further communication, lie retreated 
to his own room, in order to refiime lii« own 
drefs, which he hoped would alter his appearaiiccL 
in fuch a manner, as to baffle all fearch and exa- 
ir\ifi^tion ; while the phyfician remained afhamed 
and abafhed, to find himfelf convi6led of Bombaft 
by a perfon of fuch contemptible talents. He 
was offended at this proof of his memor)', and fa 
much enraged at his prefumption in exliibiting it^ 
that he c^uld never forgive his want of reverence^ 
and took every opportunity of expofing his igno- 
rance and folly in the fequel. Indeed, the ties 
of private affedlion v/ere too weak to engage the 
heart of this republican, v/hofe zeal for the com- 
munity had entirely fwallowed up his concern, 
far Indiv iduals. He looked upon particular friend- 
ibip aS a pailion unworthy of his ample fou], and 

was 
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was a profeffed admirer of L. Manilas, Junim 
Brutus, and thofe later patriots of the fame name, 
who fliut their ears againft the cries of nature, 
ind refifted all the diaates of gratitude and hu* 
inanity. 

CHAP. XLVIII. 

Pa-let conceives an hearty contempt for his fellow ' 
traveller J and attaches hlmfef to Pickle, whoy 
neverthefefs^ fcrfecut.s him with his mifchicvous 
talent J upon the road to Fhndcr^. 

IN the mean time, his companion having cm* 
ployed divers pails full of water, in cleanfihg 
himfelf from the fqualor of a jail, fubmitted his 
face to the barber, tinged his eye-brows with a 
fable hue, and being dreffcd in his own cloaths, 
ventured to vifit Peregrine, who was ftill under 
the hands of his valet-de-chambre, and who gave 
him to underftand, that his efcape had been con- 
nived at, and that the condition of their deli- 
verance was their departure from Paris in three 
days. 

The painter was tranfported with joy, when 
lie learnt that he ran no rifque of being retaken ; 
and far from repining at the terms of his en- 
largement, would have willingly fet out on hi& 
return to England that fame afternoon ; for the 
Bafiiie hxd made f ch an impreffion upon him, 
that he flarteri at the found of every coach, and 
turned pale at fight of a French foldier. In the 
fallnefs of his hearty he complained of the doc- , 
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tor's indiflkrence, aod related what iiau} .pa(]^d at - 
t)ieir meeting with evident marks of refentment 
and di/refpeS; which were not at all diminiftedt 
wbcjn Jplter informed him of the phyfician's be-, 
haviour when he fent for him, to confer, abqujl;, 
the means of abridging their confinement. Pickle 
himfelf was incenied at his want of bowels, and 
perceiving how much he had funk in the opinion 
of his fellow-traveller, refolved tp encourage 
thefe fentiments of difguft, and occafionally fo- 
ment the divifion to a downright quarrel, which 
he forefaw would produce fome diverfion, and 
perhaps expofe the poet's Character in fuch a 
light, as would effeftually punifti him for his ar- 
rogance and barbarity. With this view, he le- 
velled feveral fatirical jokes at the doftor's pe- 
dantry and want of tafte, which had* appeared, fo 
conspicuous in the quotations lie had got by heart, 
from ancient authors, in hi« affefted dildain of 
the befl piftures in the world ; which, had he been 
endowed with the leaft (hare of difcernment, he 
could not have beheld with fuch. infenfibility ; 
' and lafily. In his ridiculous banquet, which none 
but an egregious coxcomb, deviind of all elegance 
and fenfe, would have prepared, or prefented ta 
rational beings. In a word, our young gentle- 
man played the artillery of his wit againft him 
with fucli fuccefs,! that the painter feemed to 
wake from : a dream, and went home with the 
moft hearty contempt for the perfon he had for- 
merly adpred. 

Inftead of ufmg the privilege of,, a friend, to 
enter his apartment without ceremony, he feirt . 
in his fervant with a meffage, importing, that he: 
intended to fet out from Paris next day, in com- 
pany with. >Mr* Pickle, and defiriug to Anow. 
c^ • w^hether 
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whether or not he wasi,, or would be prepared for» 
the joMrney. The doiftor, ftruck with the man- 
ner as w^l as the matt(^--of this intimation^ 
went immediately to Pallet's room, and demanded , 
to know the eaufe of fuch a fuddep determina- 
tion, without his privity or concurrence ; and 
when he tinderftood the neceffity of their affairs^ 
rather than' travel by himfelfy he ordered his bag- 
gage to be> packed up, and fignified hi$ readinefs 
to conform to the emergency of the cafe ; though 
he was not at all pleafed with the cavalier belia- 
liour of Pallet, to whom he threw oyt feme 
hints of his own importance, and the immenfity 
of his condefcenfion, in favouring him with fuch 
marks .of regard. But by this time thefe infmu- 
ationl^d loft their efFe£i upon the painter, who 
told him, with an arch fneer, that he did not at 
all queftion his learning and abilities, and parti- 
cularly his fkill in cookery, which he fhould ne- 
ver forget while his palate retained its funftion ; 
but nevertlielefs advifed him, for the fake of the 
degenei^e eaters of thefe days, to fpare a little 
erf his fal, armoniac in the next filly kickaby he 
ftould prepare ; and bate fomewhat of the devil's: 
dung, which he had fo plentifully crammed into 
the roafted fowls, unlefs he had. a mind to con- 
vert his guefts into patients, with a view of lick- 
ing nimfelf whole for :tlie expence of the enter- 
tainment. 

The phyfician nettled at thefe farcafms, eyed 
him with a look of indignation and difdain ; and 
being unwilling to exprefs himfelf in Engliih, left, 
i^ the courfe of the altercation,, Pallet Ihould be 
fo* much irritated as to depart without him, he 
vented his anger in Greek. The painter, though , 
by., the found he iUppofed this quotation to be 
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Greek, complimented his friend upon his know- 
ledge in the Welfh language, and found means 
to rally him quite out ot teiliper ; fo tkat he re- 
tired to his own chamber in the utmoft wrath 
and mortification, and left his antagonift exult- 
ing over the victory he had won. 

While thefe things pafied between thefe ori- 
ginals, Peregrine waited upon the EmbafTador, 
whom he thanked for his kind interpofition, ac- 
knowledging the indifcrction of his own ccndu<S, 
with fuch appearance of convifiion, and prcmifes 
of reformation, th^t his excellency freely forgave 
him for all the trouble he had been put to on his- 
account, fortified him with fenfible advices, and 
afluring h Yn of his continual favour and friend- 
ftiip, gave him, at j^arting, letters of inl^feuc- 
tion to feveral perfons of quality belonging to the 
Britifh court. 

Thus diftinguifhed, our young gentleman took 
leave of all his French acquaintance, and fpent 
the evening with fome of thofe who had enjoyed 
the grearell (hare of his intimacy and confidence ^ 
while Jolter firoerlntended his domcftic concerns, 
and with infinite joy bespoke a poft-chaife and 
horfe, in order to conve) him from a place 
where he lived in continual apprehenfion of fuf- 
fering by the dangtr( us difprfifion of h'S pu«^* 
Every thing beirg ad ju fled according to their 
plan, they and their fellow-travellers next day 
• dined together, avid about four in the afternoon 
. took fheir depar:urc in two cljatfe, efcorted by*^ 
the valet-de-ciiambre. Pipes and the doftor's lac- 
quey on horfeback, well furnifhed with arms and 
ammunitiofi, in cafe of being attacked by rob* 
bers on the road» 

- •-:: - -- It 
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It was about eleven o'clock at night when they 
arrived at Senlis, which was the place at which 
they propofed to lodge, and where they were 
(Aliged to knock up the people of the inn, be* 
fore they could have their fuf)per prepared. All 
the provifion in the houfe was but barely fufEcient 
to furoifti one indifferent meal ; however the 
painter confoled himfelf for the quantity with the 
quality of the diflies, one of which was a fricaflee 
of rabbit, a preparation that he valued above all 
the dainties that ^ver finoaked upon the table of 
the fumptuous Heliogabalus. 

He had no fooner expreffed himfelf to this ef- 
fe(S, than our hero, who was almoft incelfantly 
laying traps for diverfion at his "neighbours ex- 
pence§ laid hold on the declaration ; and recoU 
Icjfting the ftory of Scipio and the muleteer in Gil 
Bias, refolved to perpetrate a joke upon the fto-. 
mach of Pallet, which feemed particularly well 
difpofed to an hearty fupper. He accordingly 
digefted his plan ; and the company being feated- 
at table, affeSed to gaze with peculiar eagernefs 
at the painter, who had helped himfelf to a large 
portion of the fricaflee, and began to fwallow it 
with infinite relifh. Pallet, notwithftanding the 
keennefs of his appetite, could not help taking 
notice of Pickle's demeanor ; . and making a 
fliort paufe in the exercife of his grinders. " You 
ate furprifed (f^id he) to fee me make fo much 
difpatch; but I was extremely hungry, and thi^ 
is one of the heft fricaflees I ever tafted : the 
Fifench are very expert in thefe di flies, that I 
iDuft allow ; and, upon my confcience, I would 
never defire to eat a more delicate rabbit than 
this that lies upon my plate*'' 

Pere-!- 
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Peregrine made no other reply to this cnco- 
mium, than the repetition of the word rabbit } 
-with a note of admiration, and fuch a fignificant 
fhake of the head, as effectually alarmed tne otherj 
who inftantly fufpended the aSibn of his jaws, 
and with the morfel half chewed in his mouthy 
flared round' hinv with a certain folidity of appre- 
h^nfion, which is eafier conceived than defcribedy 
until his eyes encountered the countenance of 
lliomas Pipes, who being inftru6led, and pofted 
oppofite to him for the occafion, exhibited an 
arch grin, that completed the painter's diforder. 
Afraid of fwallowing his mouthful, and afhamed 
to difpofe of it any other way, he fat fome time 
in a moft diftrefled ftate of fufpence ; and being 
queftioned by Mr. Jolter touching his calamity, 
made a violent effort of the mufcles^ of his gul- 
let, which with difficulty performed their office ; 
and then, with great confiifion and concern, 
afked if Mr. Pickle fufpefted the rabbit's iden- 
tity. The young gentleman afTuming a myfle- 
rious air, pretended ignorance of the matter ; 
obferving that he was apt to fufpeft all difhes 
of that kind, fince he had been informed of the 
tricks which were commonly played at inns in 
France, Italy, and Spain ; and recounted that 
pafTage in Gil Bias, which we have hinted at 
above ; faying, he did not pretend to .be a con- 
noifTeur in animals, but the legs of the creature 
which compofed that fricafTee did not, in his opi- 
nion, refemble thofe of the rabbits he had ufually 
feen. This obfervation had an evident eflPeft upon 
the features of the pai»ter, who, with certain figns 
of loathing and aflonifhment, exclaimed, " Lord 
Jefus!" and appealed to Pipes for ajdifcovery of 
the truth, by alking if he knew any thing of the

Beforie this fenteACC was uttered, Pallet's belly 
feepied to movemco^adl- viith his b^clv-bQne> 
his.cpi^ur chatiged, no part but the whites of his 
^es w^rie. to be feen, he dropped his lower jiw> 
and fixing his b<^nds. in his fides, reached with 
fuch QpnjVulfiye agopies, as amazed and difcon- 
certfd, th« whplq company; 'and ivhat aggniented* 
his^difor^er, w>a^ the teilaqioiiS;r€tiejitiQn.,of hU. 
|Mip^>. ^Miik ,aMDlutfi]y^ refuff;d: toipf^n withi 
it? C9ntpifitfkinptW:khfl^ndingiaiU>th«. energy of bi»f 
#my^DpeK vthicb thre^^.hiiPxiatQ.a jQoldiweiiW. 
apA^mftft^ititpaJCwoon. . . 

PicfcJjE^^alatmedut'lHS CQn4ition» aifilrad hinj itt;

Iipwevdr, of a.large bumper of br^]cidy)» his Spirits i 
were recruited, and hi^ recolledliop, fo far reco- 
vered, that he was able, to declare, with divers. 
cpntQjctions of face, that the difli had a, particular ^ 
ranknefs, of tafl^, which he had .imputed partly^ 
to the nciture of the Firench coney, and partly. t« { 
the compofiticffi of their fauces \. thea hje inveighr , 
ed againfl the/ infamous praflic^s of French pub* ; 
licansv atuibuting fuch impofiition to their op- 
preffive government, which kept them fo , necef- 
fitous, that they were tempted to , ex^rcife ail 
ntianner of knavery. upon their .unwary guefts. 

. , Jolter,. 
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Jolter, who could not find in hii heart to let 
flip any opportunity of fpeaking in favour of the 
French, told him, " that he was a very great 
ftranger to their police, elfe he would know, that 
if upon information to the magiftrate, it (hould 
appear that any traveller, native or foreigner, 
has been impofed upon, or ill-treated by a publi- 
can, the offender would be immediately obliged 
to fliut up his houfe, and if his behaviour had 
been notorious, he himfelf would be fent to the 
gallies, without the lead hefitatioxii ; and as for 
the difli which has been made the occafion of 
your prefent diforder (faid he), I will take upon 
me to affirm it was prepared of a genuine rabbity 
which was ikinned in my prefence ; and'in con- 
fii^mation of what I s^ert, though fuch fricaiTeeii 
are not the favourites of my taflc, I will cat a 
part of this without fcniple." So faying, he 
fwalloWed feveral mouthfids of the queftipned 
coney, and Pallet feemed to eye it again with in- 
clination ; nay,' he even refumed his knife and 
fork, and being juft on the point of applying* 
them, was feized with another qualm of ipprehcn- * 
Con, that broke out in an exclamation of " After 
all, Mr. Jolter, if it fhould be a real ram-cat—' 
Lord have mercy upon me 1 here is one of the 
claws." With theie words he prefented the tip 
of a toe, of which Pipes had fnipt off five or fix 
from a duck that was roafted, and purpofely fcat- 
tered them in the fricaffee ; and the governor 
could not behold this teftimonial without fymp- 
toms of uneafinefs and remorfe ; fo that he and 
the painter fat filenced and abafhed, and made 
faces at each other, while the phyfician, who- 
hated them both, exulted over their affli£lion,v 
bidding them be of good chear, and proceed with 

their 
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their meal ; for he was ready to dcmonftrate, 
that the flefh of a cat was as nouriihing and de- 
Hcious as veal or mutton, provided they could 
prove, that the faid cat was not of the boar-kind, 
and had fed chiefly on vegetable diet, or even 
confined its carnivorous appetite to rats and mice, 
which he alBrmed to be d^nties of CKquifite tafte 
and flavour. He faid, it was a vulgar miflake 
to think tliat all flelh-devouring creatures were ^ 
unfit to be eaten ; witncfs the ^onAimption of 
fwine and ducks, animals that delight in carnage 
as well as fi(h, and prey upon each other, and 
feed on bait and carrion ; together with the dev 
mand for bear, of which the bell hsuns in the 
world are made. He then obferved that the 
Negroes on the coafl: of Guinea, who are healthy 
aad vigorous people, prefer cats and dogs to aiU 
otiier fare; and .mentioned from hiftory feveral 
fieges, during which the inhabitants, who Were 
bkH;ked up, lived upon thefe animals, and had 
recourfe even to human flefh, "which, to his 
certain knowledge, was in all refpedlj pre- 
ferable to pork ; for, in the courfe of his 
ftudies, he had for the experiment's fake eaten*' 
a fteak cut from the buttock of a perfon who 
had been hanged. 

This differtation, far from compofing, increafed 
the difquiet in the fiomachs of the governor and 
painter, who hearing the laft illuftration, turned 
their eyes upon the orator, at the fame inftant, 
with looks of horror and difguft ; and the one 
muttering the term Cannibal^ and the other pro- 
nouncing the word abomination^ they rofe from ta- 
ble in a great hurry, and running towards another 
apartment, joftled with fuch violence in the paf- 
fage, that both were pvertufued by the fht>ek> 
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which alfo contributed to the effefl of their nair-' 
fea, that mutually defiled them as they lay.

}for is the phyfician /acred from his ridicule. They 
reach Arras, rohere our adventurer engages, in 
,play with two French officers^ who next morning 
give the landlord an interejiing^ pf'oof of their 
importance, 

THJEido^r remained fulte^and defeftedtlu- 
ring the whole jouffley : not but that he at* 
tetmpted to recover his importanoey by harangidng 
upon th^ Roman highways, when Mr. Jdlter de- 
fifed the company to take notice of the fine pave- 
n^ent upon which they travelled frbih Paris into 
Flanders; but Paljet, who thought he hadmow 

f^ined the afcendency over the phyfician, exerted: 
Lmfelf in' maintaining the fupefiority he had ac- 
iquired, by venting various farcafms upon his 
felf-conceit and affeflation of learning, and even . 
uttering puns and conundrums upon the remarks 
which the republican retailed. When he talked 
of the Flaminian Way;, the painter queftioned 
if.it was a better pavement than the Fleminian 
way on which they travelled : and the doftor 
having obferved, that this road was made ' for 
<he convenience of drawing the French artillery 
into Flanders, which was often the feat of war ; 
his competitor in wit replied with infinite viva- 
city, ** There are more great guns than ; the 

Freiich 
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French king knows of drawn along this caufe- 
way? doflor." 

Encouraged by the fuccefs of thefe efforts, 
which tickled the imagination of Jolter, aiid 
drew fmiles as (he imagined) of approbation 
from our hero, he fported in many other aeq,ui- 
voques of the fame nature ; and at dinner told the 
phyfician, that he was like the root of the tongue, 
as being curfedly down in the mouth. 

By this time, fuch was the animofity fubCft- 
ing between thofe quondam friends, that they 
never converfed together, except with a view of 
expofing each other to the ridicule or contempt 
of their fellow-travellers. The doftor was at 
great pains to point 43ut the folly and ignorance 
of Pallet in private to Peregrine, who was often 
conjured ia the fame manner by the painter, to 
tak(p notice of the phyfician's want of manners 
and tafte. Pickle pretended to acquiefce in the 
truth of their mutual feverity, which indeed was 
extremely juft, and by malicious infinuations 
blew up their contention, with a view of bring- 
ing it to open hoftility. But both feetned fo 
averfe to deeds of mortal purpofe, that for a 
long time his arts were baffled, and he coukl not 
fpirit them up to any pitch of tefentment higher 
than fcurrilous repartee. 

Before they reached Arras, the city gatfes were 
fliut, fo that they .were obliged to take up their 
lodging at an indifferent houfe in the fuburbs, 
where they found a couple of French officer?, 
who had alfo rode poll from Paris fo far on their 
way to Lille. Thefe gentlemen were abolit the 
age.of thirty, and their deportment diftinguilhed 
by fuch an air of infolence, as difgufted our hero, 
who iseverthelefs accofied them poUtcly m iV\& 
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yard, and propofcd that they (hould fup together. 
They thanked him fpr the honour of his mvita- 
tion, which, however, they decHned upon pre- 
tence of having ordered fomething for them- 
felves ; but promifed to wait upon him and his 
company immediately after their repaft. 

This they accordingly p^rfoBmed ; and aftei 
having drank a few glaffes of Burgundy, one of 
them aJked, if the young gentleman would, foi 
padime, take a hand at quadriKe. Peregrine 
eafily divined the meaning of" this propofal, 
which was made with no other view than that ol 
fleecing hihi and his fellow travellers ; for he-well 
knew to what (hifts a fubaltem in the French fer- 
vice is reduced, in order to maintain the appear- 
ance of a gentleman, and had reafon to believe 
that moft of them were (harpers from their youth : 
but, as he depended a good deal upon his owr 
penetration and addrefs, he gratified the ftranger'i 
defire j and a party was inflantly formed of the 
painter, the phyfician, the propoTer and himfelf 
the other officer having profefTed himfelf utterl) 
ignorant of the game ; yet in the courfe of th< 
play he took his ftation at the back of Pickle'i 
chair, which was oppofite to his friend, on pre- 
tence of amufing himfelf with feeing his mannei 
of conducing the cd'rds. The youth was noi 
jTuch a novice but that h^ perceived the defigr 
of this palpable piece of behaviour, which, not- 
withftanding he overlooked for the prefent, witl: 
a view of flattering their hopes in the beginning, 
that they might be the more cffedlually puniflied. 
by their difappointraent in the end. 

The game was fcarce begun, when by the re- 
fledion of a glafs he difcerned the officer at hif 
back, making figns to his companion, who, b) 

thefc 
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*e- pre-^concetted geAur^s, was perfe<ftly in- 

Qed of the contents of Peregrine's hand, 

of confequence fortunate in the courfe of

hus they were allowed to enjoy the fruits of 
r dexterity, until their money amounted to

' polite tewns to the gentleman who flood be- 
l him, that he could never play with eafe and 
)eration when he was overlooked by any by- 
der, and begged that he would have the good- 
to be feated. 

Ls this was a remonftrance which the ft ranger 
Id not with any fliew of breeding refill, he 
d pardon, and retired to the chair of the phy- 
in, who frankly told him, that it was not the 
ion of his country for one to fubmit his hand 
he perufal of a fpedlator ; and when, in con- 
lence of this rebuff, he wanted to quarter 
ifelf upon the painter, he was refufed by a 
re of the hand, and fhake of ^e head, with 
exclamation of Pardonnez mot ! which was 
jatcd with fuch emphafis, as difcompofed his 
on^ery, and he found hirafelf obliged to fit 
m in a flate of mortification* 
rhe odds being thus removed, fortune pro- 
ied in her ufual channel ; and though the 
nchman, deprived of his ally, endeavoured 
pradlife divers llrokes of finefTe, the refl of 
company obferved him with fuch vigilance 
[caution, as baffled all his attempts, and in 
ery little time he ^as compelled to part with 
winning : but having engaged in the match 
h an intention of taking all advantages, whe- 
r fair or unfair, that his fuperior fkill fhould 
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give blm Over the Engl ifhrnan^ the money vm 
fiot refunded "without a thoufaiid difputes, in tha 
courfe of which he effaved to intimidate 'Ms an^ 
tagonift with high words, which were retorted 
by our hero with fuch intereft, as convinced him 
that he had miftaken his man, and perfuaded him 
to make his retreat in quiet. Indeed it was not 
without caufe that they repined at the bad fuc- 
cefe of their enterprize ; becaufe in all likelihood, 
they had nothing to depend upon for the prefent 
but their own induftry, and knew not how to 
defray their expencfes on the road, except by fomc 
acquifition of this kind. 

Next morning they rofe at day-break, and re- 
folving to anticipate their fellow-lodgers, befpoke 
pou horfes as foon as they could be admitted into 
the city ; fo that vAi^n our company appeared, 
their beads were ready in the yard ; and they 
only waited to difcufs the bill, which they h^id 
ordered to be made out; The landlord of the 
tnn prefented his ciirte with fear and trembling 
to one of thofe ferocious cavaliers, who no,fobher 
caft his eye upon the fum total, than he dif- 
charged a volley of dreadful oaths ; and afked if 
the king's officers were to be treated in thkt 
manner ?

ajid threatened with fuch confidence of indigna- 
tion, that the wretched landlord, dreading the 
Gonfequence of their wrath, implored pardon in 
the moft abjedl manner, begging with many fup- 
plications, that he might have the pleafure of 
lodging them at his own charge.

&vour which he with great difficulty obtained ; 
they chid him feverely for his impofition, ex-

THESE honourable adventurers bein^ 
Peregrine, who was prefent durii 
tranfaftioTi, informed himfelf of the part 
from the mouth of the inn-keeper himfeli 
took God and the faints to witnefs, tl: 
ftiould have been a lofer by their cuftom 
if the bill had been paid ; becaufe he was 
guard againft their obje£lions, and had c 
every article at an under price : but fuch a 
authorit}^ of officers in France, that he du 
difpute the leafl circumflance of their wil 
had the cafe come under the cognizance 
magiffrate, he muff in courfe have fuffe 
the maxims of their government,^ which 
fail to abet the oppreflTion of the army ; ar 
fides run the rifk of incurring their future : 
ment, which would be fufficient to ruij 
from top to bottom. 

Our hero boiled with indignation at ri 
ftance of injuftice and arbitrary power; anc 
ing to his governor, afked if this too was a 
of the happinefs enjoyed by the French j 
Jolter replied, that every human con ft 
^uft in fome things be imperfeft ; and c 
that in this kingdom gentlemen were more 
tciianced than the vulgar, becaufe it was to I

fiiined, that their own fcntiments of honour an(i 
fuperior qualifications, would entitle them to this 
pre-eminence, which had alfo a retrofpeftive 
view to the merit of their anceftors, in confide* 
ratiorl of which they were at firft ennobled : but 
he affirmed, that the inn-keeper ha(d mifrepre- 
fcnted the magiftracy, which in France never 
kiled to punifli flagrant outrages and abufe> with*^ 
lut refjpeft of perfons. 

The painfter approved of the wifdom of the 
'rench government, in, bridling the irifolence of 
be mob, by which, he affured them, he had 
ften fuffered in his own perfon ; having been 
ften befpattered by hackney-coachmen, joftled 
y draymen and porters, and reviled in the moft 
pprobrious terms by the watermen of London, 
'^here he had once loft his bag and a confider- 
)le quantity of hair, which had been cut otf 
y fome rafcal in his paflage through Ludgate, 
uring the lord mayor's procefSon. On the 
^her hand the doiSlor with great warmth alleged, 
lat thofe officers ought to fuflfer death, of 
mifhment at leaft, for having plundered the 
sople in this manner, which was fo impudent 
id barefaced, as plainly to prove they were cer- 
in of efcaping with impunity, ana that they 
ere old offenders in the fame degree of delin^^ 
lency. He faid, that the greateft man in Athens 
ould have been condemned to perpetual exile, 
id feen his eftate confifcated for public ufe, had 
i dared in fuch a licentious manner to violate 
e rights of a fellow-citizen ; and as for the lit- 
2 affronts to which a man may be fubjeft, from 
le petulance of the multitude, he looked upon, 
lem as gloriotis indications of liberty, which 
igbt not to be reprefled, and would at any time 
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with a terrified look, " Mr. Pickle, Mr. Pickfe,^ 
fcr the love of God !• halt, and prevent blood- 
fhed, elfe here will be carnage and cutting oC 
throats." Peregrine, furprifed at this exclama* 
tion, immediately alighted, and advancing to 
riie other vehicle, found one of their military 
companions ftanding upon the ground, at the. 
further fide of the coach, with his fword drawn^ 
and fury in his countenance ; and the phyfician 
with a quivering lip and haggard afpefi, ftrug-^ 
gling with the other who had interpofed in thc- 
quarrel, and detained him in his place. 

Our young gentleman, upon enquiry, founds 
that this animofity had fprung from a difpute 
tha.t happened upon the ramparts, touching the 
ftrength of the fortification, which the dodior,, 
according to cuftom, undervalued, becaufe it was 
a modern work ; faying, that by the help of the 
military engines ufed among the ancients, and a. 
few thoufands of pioneers, he would engage to. 
take it in lefs than ten days after he ihould fit 
down before it. The North Briton, who was 
as great a pedant as the phyfician, having ftudied 
fortification, and made himfelf mafter of Caefar's 
Commentaries and Polybius, with the obferva- 
tions of Folard^ affirmed, that all the methods, 
of befieging praflifed by the ancients, would be 
utterly ineffe6lual again ft fuch a plan as that of 
the citadel of Lifle ; and began to compare the 
Vineae, Aggeres, Arietes, Scorpiones, and Cata- 
pultae of the Romans, with the trenches, mines^. 
batteries, and mortars ufed in the prefent art of 
war. The republican, finding himfelf attacked 
upon what he thought his ftrong fide, fummoned 
all his learning to his aid ; and defcribing the fa- 
mous fiege of Platqpa, happened to mifquote a. 
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of airthofe who knew him. When he iinder- 
ftood that Pickle and his friends were traveller.*?, 
he accofted the youth in- Englifh, which he 
fpoke tolerably well ; and as they were ftrattgeri', 
offered to attend them in theafiernoon to all the 
places worth feeing in Lifle. Our hero thanked 
him for his excefs of politenefs, which (he faid) 
was peculiar to the French nation : and ftruck 
with his engaging appearance, induftrioufly 
courted his convcrfation, in the courfe of which 
he learnt, that this chevalier was a man of good 
fenfe and great experience, that he was perfecfUv" 
well acquainted with the greateft part of Eu- 
rope, had lived fome years in England, and was 
no ftranger to the conftitution and genius of that 
people. 

Having dined, and drank to the healths of the 
Englifh and French kings, two Fiacres were 
called, in one of which the knight, with one of 
his companions, the governor, and Peregrine 
feated themfelves, the other being occupied by 
the phyfician, Pallet, and two Scottifh officers*, 
who propofed to accompany them in their circuit. 
The firft place they vifitcd was the citadel, round 
the ramparts of which they walked, under the 
conduft of the knight, who explained with great 
accuracy the intention of ev^ery particular fortifi- 
cation belonging to that feemingly impregnable 
fortrefs ; and when tliey had fatisfied their cu- 
riofity, took coach again, in order to view the 
arfenal, which (lands in another quarter of the 
town : but, juft as Pickle's carriage had crofTed 
the Promenade, he heard his own name bawled 
aloud by the painter \ and ordering the Fiacre to 
ftop) faw Pallet with one half of his body thruft 
out at the window of the other coacji, crying 
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fconndrel ; which was no fooner pronouncci 
than the Caledonian made manual application te 
his nofe, and leaping out of the coach, flood 
waiting for him on the plain; while he (the 
phyfician) made feeble efforts to join him^ 
being eafily retained by the other foldier ; and 
Pallet, dreading the confequence in which he 
himfelf might be involved^ bellowed aloud for 
prevention. 

Our hero endeavoured to quiet the commo- 
tion, by reprefenting to the Scot, that he had 
already taken fatisfadion for the injury he had 
received ; and telling the dofior that he had de^ 
ferved the chaftifement which was inflifted upon 
him : but the officer (encouraged perhaps by the 
confufion of his antagonift) infifted upon his afk- 
ing pardon for what he had faid ; and the doc- 
tor, believing himfelf under the proteftion of liis 
friend Pickle, far from agreeing to fuch concef- 
fion, breathed nothing but defiance and revenge : 
fo that the chevalierj in order to prevent mif- 
chief, put the foldier under arreft, and fent him 
to his lodgings, under the care of the other 
French'^genideman and his owr> companion ; they 
being alfo accompanied by Mr. Jolter, who hav- 
ing formerly feen all the curiofities of Liflev 
willingly furrendered his place to the pliyfician.

TH E reft of the company proceeded to the. 
arfenal, which having viewed, together 
with fonie remarkable churches, they, in their- 
return, went to the comedy, and faw the Cid of 
Corneille tolerably well reprefented. In confe- 
quence of this entertainment, the difcourfe at 
flipper turned upon dramatic performances ; and^. 
all the objeftions of Monf. de Scudery to the', 
piece they had ktn adled, together with the 
decifion of the French academy, were-cauvaffed- 
and difcufied. The knight was a man of letters 
and tafte, and particularly well acquainted with 
the flate of the Englifh. ftage ; fo that when the 
painter l?old}y pronounced fentence agajnft the 
French manner of acting, on the ftrength of- 
having frequented a Cpvent-^Garden club of cri- 
ticks, and beer) qftea admitted, by virtue of an, 
order, into the pit ; a comparifon immediately. 
enfu«d^ not between the authors, but the a£lor3 
of both nations, to whom the chevalier and Pe-. 
regrine were no ftrangers. Our hero, like a 
good Englifhman, made no fcruple of giving the^ 
pieference to the performers of his own country^ 
Wjio, he^all^eged, obeyed the genuine impulfes 
of nature, in exhibiting the paflions of the human 
mind \ and entered fo warmly into the foirit o£ 
their feveral parts, that they often fancied them-^ 
(elves the very, heroes they reprefented. Where-^ 
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as, the a£tion of the Parifian players, even in^ 
their moft interefling charadlers, was generally 
Aich an extravagance in voice and geilure, as is 
no where to be obferved but on the flage. To 
iliuftrate this affertion, he availed himfelf of his^ 
talent, and n^imicked the manner and voice of 
all the principal performers, male and female^ 
belonging to the French comedy, to- the admira- 
tion of the chevalier, who having complimented 
him upon this furprifing modulation, begged leave 
to diffent in fome particulars from the opinion he 
had avowed. " That you have good aftors in- 
England (faid he), it would be unjufl and abfurd 
in me to deny ; your theatre is adorned by one 
woman, whofe fenfibility and fweetnefs of voice 
is fuch as I have never obferved on any other 
ftage ; (he has, befides, an elegance of perfon 
and expreffion of features^ that wonderfully adapt 
her for the moft engaging charaflers of your beft 
plays; and I muft freely own that 1 have been: 
as highly delighted and as deeply afre6led by a 
Moiiimia and Belvidera at London, as ever I 
was by a Cornelia and Cleopatra at Paris, Your 
favourite a6lor is a furprifing genius. You can,, 
moreover, boaft of feveral comic aSors who are 
perfeS mafters of buffoonery and grimace;, 
though, to be free with you, I think, in thefe 
qu2|Jifications you are excelled by the players of 
Amfterdam. Yet one of your graciofo's I can- 
net admire, in all the charaAers he affumes. His 
utterance is a continual fing-fong, lik^ the chant* 
ing of vefpers, and his adlion refembles that ofe 
heaving ballaft into the hold of a fhip. In his- 
outward deportment, he feems to have confound— 
cd the ideas of dignity and infolence of mien, 
i&s the crafty, cool, defigning Crookback, as a» 

loud,.

loud, (hallow, bluftering Heftor ; in the charac- 
ter of the mild patriot Brutus, lofes all temper 
and decorum ; nay, fo ridiculous is the behaviour 
of him and Caflius at their irlterview, that fetting 
foot to foot, and grinning at each mother, with 
the afpeft of two coblers enraged, they thruft 
their left fides together, with repeated (hocks, 
that the hilts of their fwords may cla(h for the 
entertainment of the audience ; as if they were a 
couple of Merry Andrews, endeavouring to raife 
the laugh of the vulgar, on fome fcafFold at Bar- 
tholomew Fair. The defpair of a great man 
who falls a facrifice to the infernal practices 
of a fubtle traitor, that enjoyed his confidence, 
this Englifh .^fopus reprefents, by beating his 
own forehead, and bellowing like a bull ; and 
indeed, in almoft all his moft interefting fcenes, . 
performs (udi ftrange fhakings of the head, and 
other antic gefticulations, that when I firft faw 
him aft, I imagined the poor man laboured un- 
der that paralitical diforder, which is known 
by the name of St. Vitus's dance. In fhort, he 
feems to be a ftranger to the more refined fenfa- 
tions of the foul, confequently his expreflTion i&* 
<>f the vulgar kind, and he muft often fink under 
the idea of the poet ; fo that he has recourfe to 
fuch violence of affefted agitation, as impofes 
upon the undifceming fpeftator, but to the eye 
of taftcj evinces him a meer player of that clafs 
whom your admired Shakelpeare juftly compares 
to nature's journeyman tearmg a paffion to rags. 
Yet this man, in fpiteof all thefe abfurdities, is 
an admirable Falftaff,' exhibits the charafler of" 
the eighth Henry to the life, is reafonably ap- 
plauded in the Plain- Dealer, excels in the part' 
of Sir' John Brute, and would be equal to many 
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humorous fituations in low comedy, which hh 
pride will not allow him to undertake. I (hould 
not have been fo fevere upon this aflor, had I not 
feen him extolled by his partizans witli the moft 
ridiculous and fulfome manifeftations of praife, 
even in thofe very circumftances wherein (as I 
jiave obferved) he chiefly failed."' 

Pickle, not a little piqued to hear the qualifi* 
cations of fuch a celebrated adlor in England 
treated with fuch freedom and difrefpedl, an- 
fwered with fome afperity, that the chevalier was 
a true critick, more induftrious in obferving the 
blemiflies than in acknowledging the excellence 
of thofe who fell^under his examination. 

It was not to be fuppofed that one affcor could 
fhine equally in all charafters ; and though his 
obfervations were undoubtedly v^ry judicious, 
he himfelf could not help wondering that fome 
of them had always efcaped his notice, though he 
had been an afliduous frequenter of the playhoufe. 
*' The player in queflion, faid he, has, in your 
own opinion, confiderable (hare of merit in the 
charaflers of comic life ; and as to the manners 
of the great perfonages in tragedy, and the oper 
ration of the grand pafTions of the foul, I appre* 
hcnd they may be varioufly reprefented, , accord- 
ing^ to the various complexion, anij cultivation of 
different men. A Spaniard, for example, tho* 
impelled by the fame paflion, will, exprefs it very 
differently from a Frenchman ; and wliat is look- 
ed upon as graceful vivacity and addrefs by the 
one, would be confidered as impertinence and 
foppery by the other : nay, fo oppofite is youc 
common- deportment from that of fomej)ther na- 
tions, that one of your own countrymen, in the 
^•^lation of his travels, obferves, that the Perfians 
' ' even 
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even of this age, when they fee any man perform 
unneceffary geftures, fay he is either a fool or 
frenchman. The ftandard of demeanour being 
thus unfettkd, a Turk,, a Moor, an Indian, or 
inhabitant of any countrjv whofe cuftoms and 
drefs are widely different fnom ours, may, in his 
fentiments, poffefs all the dignity of the human 
heart, and be iafpired by the nobl^ft pafCon that 
animates the foul, • and yet excite the laughter 
rather than the rtipeSt of an European fpedator* 
When I firft beheld your famous Parifian ftage-r 
heroine in one of her principal parts, her atti- 
tudes feemed fo violent, and fhe toffed her arms 
around with fuch extravagance, that flie put me 
in mind of a wind,-mill under the agitation of a 
har<^ale ; while her voice and features exhibited 
the kvely reprefentation of an Englifli fcold. The 
aflion of your, favourite, male performer was, in 
my opinion, equally unnatural ; he appeared with 
the affedled airs of a dancing-mailer ; at the moft 
pathetic jundlures of his fate, he lifted up his 
hands above his head, like a tumbler going to 
vault, and fpokeas if his throat had been ob* 
ftrudled by an hair-brufli ; yet, when I compared 
their = manners with thofe of the people befors 
whom tliey performed, and, made allowance for 
that exaggeration which obtains on all theatres, 
I was inlenfibly reconciled ta their method of 
performance, and I could diftinguifli abundance 
of merit beneath that oddity of appearance." 
. The chevalier perceiving Peregrine a little ir- 
ritated at what he had faid, afked pardon for the 
liberty he; had taken, in cenfuring the Englifli 
players, afTuring him that he had an infinite vene- 
ration for the Britifti learning, genius, and tafte^ 
which weje.fp juftly . diftinguilhed in the worl(| 
of letters j and that notwithftanding x\\q fevwt^ 
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©f his criticifm, he thought the theatre of tou- 
don much better fupplied with alters than that 
of Paris. The young gentleman thanked him 
for his polite condefcenfion, at which Pallet ex- 
ulted, faying with a fhake of the head, " I believe 
fo too, Monfieur ;" and the phyfrcian, impatient 
of the difpute in which he had bore no fliare, ob- 
ferved with a fupercilious air, that the modern 
flage was altogether beneath the notice of one 
who had an idea of ancient magnificence and ex- 
ecution ; that plays ought to be exhibited at the 
fexpence of the ftate, as thofe of Sophocles were 
by the Athenians ; and that proper judges fhould 
be appointed for receiving or rejefiing all fuch 
performances as are offered to the public. 

He then defcribed the theatre at Rome, t^ich 
contained eighty thonfand fpeflators, gave them 
a learned difquifition into the nature of the Per- 
fona, or mafk, worn by the Roman aftors, which 
he faid, was a machine that covered the whole 
head, furnifted on the in fide with a brazen con- 
cavity, that by reverberating the found, as it iC- 
fued from the mouth, raifed the voice, fo as to 
render it audible to fuch an extended audience. 
He explained the difference between the Saltator 
and Declamator, one of whom afted, while the 
other rehearfed the part; and from thence took 
occafion to mention the perfeftion of their pan^ 
tomimes, who were fo amazingly diftinft in the 
exercife of their art, that a certain prince of . 
Pontus being at the court of Nero, and feeing- 
one of them reprefent a ftory, begged him of the 
Emperor, in order to employ him as an interpreter 
among barbarous nations^ whofe language he did. 
not under ftand. ' Nay, divers cynic philofophers, . 

t^ hi^d condemned. this entertainment unfeen, 

whe».\ 
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when they chanced to be eye-witneffes of their 
admirable dexterity, exprefled their forrow for 
having fo long debarred themfelves of fuch ra*- 
tional enjoymfent^ 

He diflented, however, from the opinion of 
Peregrine, who, as a proof of their excellence, 
had advanced, that fome of the Englifli aftors 
fancied themfelves the very thing they repre- 
fented, and recounted a flory from Lucian, of 
a certain celebrated pantomime, who, in afiing; 
the part of Ajax in his phrenzy, was tranfporteaJ 
into a real fit of delirium, during which he tore 
to pieces the cloaths of that adtor who ftalked- 
before him, beating the ft age with iron (hoes^ 
in order to increafe the noife, fnatched an inftru- 
ment from one of the muficians, and .broke it 
over the head of him who reprefented UlyfTes ; 
and running to the confular bench, miftook a> 
couple of lenators for the flieep which were ta 
he flain. The audience applauded him to the- 
&ies ; but fo confcious was the mimic of his own- 
extravagance, when he recovered the ufe of his 
reafon, that he aftually fell fick with mortifica- 
tion ; and being afterwards defired to re-aS the 
piece, flatly refufed to appear in any fuch cha- 
Hifler, faying, that the fliorteft follies were the- 
beft, and that it was fufficient for him to have- 
been^a madman once in his life-

TH E dodor being fairly engaged on the fub- 
je<S of the ancients, would have proceeded 
the Lord knows how far, without hefitation,. 
had not he been interrupted by the arrival of 
Mr, Joker, who in great confufion told them, 
that Pipes having affronted a foldier, was then 
furroundjed in the flreet; and would certainly be. 
put to death, if fome perfon of authority did 
not immediately interpofe in his belialf. . 

Peregrine no fooner learned the danger of his 
trufty fquire, than fnatching up his fword, h© 
ran down flairs, and was followed by the Che- 
valier, intreating him to leave the affair to his 
management. Within ten yards of the doon 
they found Tom with his back to a wall, de- 
fending himfelf manfully with, a mopftick againit' 
the affault of three or fourToldiers, who at* fight 
of the Maltefe crofs defifled from the attack, and 
were taken into cuftody by order of the knight. 
One of the aggreffors being an Irifhman, begged 
to be heard with great importunity, before he 
fhould be fent to the guard ; and by the mediation 
of Pickle, was accordingly brought into the Ho- 
tel, with his companions, all three bearing upon - 
their heads and faces evident marks of their ad- 
verfary's prowefs and dexterity. The fpokefman

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being confronted with Pipes, informed the com- 
pany, that having by accident met with Mr. 
Pipes, whom he confidered as his countryman^ 
though fortune had difpofed of them in difierent 
fervices, he invited him to drink a glafs of wine ;: 
and accordingly carried him to a Cabaret, where 
he introduced him to his comrades ; but in the 
courfe of the converlation, which turned upon 
the power and gr^atnefs of the kings, of France 
and England, Mr. Pipes had been pleafed ta 
treat his Moft Chriftian Majefty with great dif- 
refpeft ; and when he (the entertainer) expoflu- 
lac^ with him in a friendly manner about his 
impolite behaviour, obferving, that he being in 
the French fervice,. would, be under the neceffity 
of Tefentinghis abufe, if he did not put a flop to 
it before the other gentlemen of the cloth fhould 
comprehend his meaning, he had fet them all 
three at defiance^ dHhonoured him in particular 
with the opprobrious epithet of rebel to his nativ4 
king and country y and even drank (in broken 
French) to the perdition of Lewis and all his 
adherents I that, compelled by this outrageous 
condw^, he, as the perfon who had' recommend- 
ed him to their fociety, had, in vindication of his 
own character, demanded fatisfaAion of the de-* 
linquent, who, on pretence of fetching a fwordj 
had gone to his lodging, from whence he all of 
a fudden fallied upon them with the mopftick, 
which he employed in the annoyance of them all 
without diftinftion, fo that they were obliged to 
draw in their awn defence. 

Pipes being queftioned by his mafter, with re-< 
gard to the truth of this account, owned that 
every circumllance was juftly reprefented ; fay- 
ing, he did not value their cheefe-toafters a pincli 
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of oakum ; and that if the gentleman had noCf 
(hot in betwixt them, be would have trimmed 
them to fuch a tune, that they fliould not have 
had a whole yard to fquare. Peregrine repri*- 
manded him fharply for his unmaimerly behavi- 
our, and infifled upon his afking pardon of thofo' 
he had injured, upon the fpot.

of e*er a Frenchman in Chriftendom* Pickle, ex- 

afpcrated at this blunt declaration, ordered him 

out of his prefence, and charged him never to 

^pear before his face again ; while the officer in 

vain employed all his influence and addrefs to ap- 

peafe his refentment, and about midnight took 

his leave with marks of mortification at his want 

of fuccefs* 

Next day the company agreed to travel thro* 
Flanders in the Diligence, by the advice of Pe- 
^legrine, who was not without hope of meeting 
with fome adventure or amufement in that cai- 
riage; and Jolter took care to fecure places for 
them all. It being refolved that the valet de 
chambre and the dodor's man fhould attend the 
vehicle on horfcback ; and as for the forlorn Pipes, 
he was left to reap the fruits of his own ftubborn 
difpofition, notwithftanding the united efforts of 
the whole triumvirate, who endeavoured to pro- 
cure his' pardon. 

Every previous meafure being thus taken, they 
fet out from Lifle about fix in the morning, and 
found themfelves in the company of a female ad- 
venturer, a very handfome young lady,, a Capu- 
chin, and a Rotterdam Jew.. Our young gentle- 
man being the firft of this fociety that entered,

The machine had not proceeded many fur- 
longs, when Pickle, accofting the fair incognita, 
congratulated himfelf upon his happinefs, in be- 
ing the fellow-traveller of fa charming a ladyw 
She, without the leaft referve or affe<3.atior^ 
thanked him for his compliment, and replied with 
a fprightly air, that now they were embarked in 
one common bottom, they muft club their en- 
deavours to make one another as happy as the 
nature of their fituation would permit them to 
be. Encouraged by this frank intimation, and 
captivated by her fine black eyes and eafy beha- 
viour, he attached himfelf to her from that mo^ 
ment ; and in a little time the converfation hew 
came fo particular, that the Capuchin thought 
proper to interfere in tlie difcourfe, in fuch a 
manner as gave the youth to undcrftand, that 
he was there on purpofe to fuperintend her con- 
duft.

He makes fome progrefs in her affeSiions ; is inter^ 

rupted by a difpute between Joker and a Jew j 

appeafes the wrath of the Capuchin y zvho procures 

for him an interview with his fair enflaver^ In 

which .he finds himf If deceived. 

PEregrine, mean while, emplo)'ed all his in- 
(inuation and addrefs in pradiifing upon the 
heart of the capuchin's fair charge. *He had long 
ago declared his paflion, not in, the fiiperficial 
manner of a French gallant, but with all the ar- 
dor of an enthufiaft. He had languiflied, vowed, 
flattered, kifl33 her hand by ftealth, and had no 
f^afon to complain of hi« reception. Though 
by a ma« of a lefs fanguine difpofition, her par- 
ticular complaifance would have been deemed 
equivocal, and perhap>s nothing more than the 
effeft of French breeding and conftitutional vi- 
vacity ; he gave his own qualifications credit for 
the whole, and vnth thefe foitiments carried on 
the attack with fuch unabating vigour, that flic 
was adually prevailed upon to accept a ring) 
which he prefented as a token of his efteem ; and 
every thing proceeded in a moil profperous train, 
when tliey were difturbed by the |;oyemor and 

Ifraelite, 
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Ifiaelite, who in the heat of difputation raifeol 
thar voices, and poured forth fuch efiufions of 
gutturals, as fet our lover's teeth on edge. As 
they fpoke in a language unknown to every one 
in tl^e carriage but themfelves, and looked at 
each other with mutual animofity and rancour. 
Peregrine defired to know the t:aufe of their con- 
tention. Upon which, Jolter exclaimed in a fu- 
rious tone, ** This learned Levite, forfooth, has 
the impudence to tell me that I don't underlland 
Hebrew ; and af&rms, that the word Benoni fig-

The Levite affronted at his comparing liim to a 
ball of horfe dung, replied with a raoft fignifi- 
cant grin, " To the tribe of Iffachar." His an- 
tagonift, taking the advantage of his unwilling- 
nefs to be known by the friar, and prompted 
by revenge for the freedom he had ufed, an- 
fwered in the French language, that the judg- 
ment of God was fiill manifefl; upon their whole 
race, not only in their being in the ftate of exiles 
from their native land, but alfo in the fpite of 
their hearts and pravity of their difpoutions, 
which demonilrate them to be the gpauine off- 
Vox. IL H i^tvti^ 
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fpring of thofe who crucified the Saviour of th< 
world. 

His expeftation was, however, defeated ; the 
prieft himfelf was too deeply engaged, to attend 
to the debates of other people. The phyficjan, 
in the pride and infblence of his learning, had 
undertaken to difplay the abfurdity of the Chrift- 
ian fa^ith ; having aJready (as he thought) con- 
futed the Capuchin, touching the points of belief 
in which the Ronlan Catholics differ from the reft 
of the world. But not contentsed with the ima- 
gined viSory he had gained, he began to ftrike 
at the fundamentals ot religion ; and the father, 
with incredible forbearance, fuffered him to make 
very free with tRe docftrine of the Trinity : but^ 
when he levelled the (hafts of his ridicule at the 
immaculate conception of the Blefled Virgin, the 
good man's patience forfook him, his eyes feemed 
to kindle with indignation, he trembled in every 
joint, and uttered with a loud voice, ** You arc 
an abominable — I will not call thee heretic, for

ferve to be iiiclofed in a furnace feven times heated, 
and I have a good mind to lodge an information 
again 11 }'Ou with the governor of Ghent, that 
you may be apprehended and puniflied as an ina- 
pious blafphemer." 

This menace operated like a charm upon aB 
pTcfcnt. The doftor was confounded, the go- 
verner difmayed, the Levite's rteeth chattered, 
«the printer was aftoniftied at the ^general confu- 
fion, the caufe of which he eoiild not compre- 
hend \ and Pickle himfelf, 'iiot a little alarmed, 
was obliged to life all his intereft and affiduily 
in appeafing this fon of the church, who at 
Jengthf in conf^ration of the frkndfbip he fno- 

feflfed 
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feffed for the young gentletnan, confcntcd to for- 
give what had palled, but abfolutely rcfufed to fit 
in contafl; wkh fuch a profane wretch, whom he 
looked upon^ as a fiend of. darkncfs, fent by the 
enemy of mankind to poifon the minds of weak 
people; fo that, after having crofTed himfelf, 
and muttered certain exorcifm^, he infifted upon- 
the doSor's changing places with the Jew, who 
c^proached the offended ecclefiaAic in an agony 
of fear, * . 

Matters being thus compronrifed, the conver* 
fation flowed in a more general channel ; and with*- 
out the intervention of any other accident, of 
bone of contention, the carriage arrived at the 
city of Ghent about feveii in the evening. Sup- 
per being befpoke for the whole company, our 
adventurer and his friends went out to take a fu- 
perficial view of the place, leaving his new mif- 
tcefs t<y the plbus exhortations' of hef confeffor> 
whom {as we have already obferved) he had fe* 
cured in his intereft.

that the two ladies were obliged to lie in the fame 
room, all the other chambers of the 4nn being 
preoccupied. When he imparted this difficulty 
to the prieft^ that charitable father, who was very 
Fruitful in expedients, aflured him, that his fpi« 
ritual concerns (hould not be obflxuSed by fuch a 
flender impediment ; and accordingly availed him- 
felf of his prerogative, by going m to his daugh- 
ter's chamber wfien fhe was almofl undielfed, 
and leading her into his own, on pretence of ad- 
miniftering falutary food for her foul.

In ill ;rt. he performed liis cue wltlifuch dex- 
teritv, tliat the lady believing him in earrieft, 
begged he would forgive the l^rangerj"on account 
of his youth and educaiion, which had been 
tainted by the errors of herefy ; and he was on 
thefe confiderations content to accept the fub- 
miflion of our hero, who, far from renoimcing , 
his expe£bitions, notwithftanding this jjjortifying

the confef&on which his miftrefs had made,' that 
he refolved to make another effort, to which no- 
thing could have prompted him but the utmoft 
turbulence of unruly defire.

HE direfled his valet-de-chambre, who was 
a thorough-paced pimp, to kindle fomc 
firaw in the yard, and then pafs by the door of 

her apartment, crying with a loud voice that the 
nouie was on lire. . This alarm brought both la- 
dies out of their chambers in a moment, and 
Peregrine taking the advantage of their running 
to the ftreet door, ejitered the room and con-, 
cealed bimfelf under a, large table that flood in 
an unobferved corner.

Findmg 
the door unlatched, his fufpicion was confirmed,

1 he circumlbnce of his being found in that 
apartment, and the attitude of his affliAion, 
which was extremely ridiculous, provoked the 
dodor to a fmile, and produced a fmall relaxa- 
tion in the fever Ity of the governor's countenance^ 
while Pickle, teftifying furprife and concern^ 
lifted him from the groiaiii, and enquired inta 
the caufe of his prefect fituiiiion. Having, after 
fome recolledion, and fruitlefs endeavours t<T 
fpeak, recovered the ufe of his tongue, he told 
•them that the houfe was certainly haunted by evil 
fpirits, by which he had been conveyed (he

^ment and affright; and her fellow-lodger, in 
order to acquit nerfelf of all fufpicion, exclaimed 
with incredible volubility againft the author of 
this uproar, who ((he did not doubt) had con- 
cealed himfelf in the apartment with a view of 
perpretating fome wicked attempt upon her pre- 
cious virtue, and was punifbed and prevented by 
the immediate interpofition of heaven-* At her 
defire, therefore, and at the earneft folicitation of 
'the other lady, he was conduced to his own bed,, 
and the chamber being evacuated, they locked 
•their door, fully refolved to admit no more vifit- 
ants for that night : while Peregrine, mad with 
feeing the delicious morfel fnatched fas it were) 
from his very lip, ftalked through the paflage like 
a ghoft, in hope of finding fome opportunity of 
re-entering, till the day beginning to break, he 
was obliged to retire, curfing the idiotical con- 
dudl of the painter, which had.fo unluckily interr 
fered with hisdelight.

NEXT day, about one o'clock, after having 
feen every tiling remarkable in town, and 
been prefent at the execution of two youths, w^ho 
■were hanged for ravifhing a whore, they took 
thei-r departure from Ghent, in the fame carriage 
which had brought them thither ; and the con- 
verfation turning upon the punifhment they had 
feen inflifted, the Flemifli beauty exprefled great 
fympathy and compafiion for the unhappy, fuf- 
fcrers, who (as fhe had been informed) had fallen 
victims to the malice of the accufer. -Her 
fentiments were efpoufed by all the company, 
except the French lady of pleafure, who, think- 
ing the credit of the fifterhood concerned in 
the affair, bitterly inveighed againft the profli- 
gacy of the age^ and particularly the bafe and 
villanous attempts^ of man upon the chaftity of 
the weaker fex ; faying with a look of indigna- 
tion dire£led to the painter, that for her own 
part, fhe fhould never be able to manifeft the 
acknowledgment fhe owed to providence, for 
having proteded her laft night from the wicked 
aims of unbridled luft. This obfervation intro- 
duced a feries of jokes, at the expence of Pallet, 
who hung his ears, and fat with a filent air 
of dejedion, fearing that through the male- 
Tolence of the phyfician,^ his adventure might 

reach 
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reach the ears of his wife. Indeed, though we 
have made ihift to explain the whole tranfadiou 
to the reader, it was an inextricable myftery to 
every .individual in the Diligence: becaufe the 
part which was a£led;by the Capuchin, was 
known to hirafelf alone ; and even he was utterly 
Ignorant of Pickle's being concerned in the affair ; 
fo that the greateft fhare of the painter's fuffer- 
ings were fuppofed to be the exaggerations of his 
own extravagant imagination. 

In the midft of their difcourfe on this extraor- 
dinary fubjecS, the driver told them, that they 
were now on the very fpot where a detachment 
of the allied army had been intercepted^ and cut 
off by the French ; and flopping the vehicle, en- 
tertained them with a local defcription of the 
battle of Melle.

The Capuchin, 
who had found his account in cultivating the ac- 
quaintance of the young ftranger, was not iil- 
pleafed at this event, which might, by protrafting 
the term of their intercourfe, yield him fome 
opportunity of profiting ftill further by his libe- 
rality : he therefore joined Mr. Jolter in his ad- 
monitions, congratulating himfelf upon the pro- 
IjpeS of enjoying his converfation a little longer 
than he had expeded. Our young gentleman 
received a compliment to the fame purpofe from 
the Hebrew, who had that day exercifed his gal- 
lantry upon the French coquette, and was not 
without hope of reaping the fruits of his atten- 
tion, his rival, the painter, being quite difgraced^ 
and dejeded by the adventure of laft night.

The lover was comforted by this 
hint, which he underftood in the true accepta- 
tion, and his pailion being inflamed by the obfta* 
cles he had met with, his heart beat high with 
the profpeft of pofleflion. Tliefe raptures ofex- 
pc;£tation produced an inquietude, which difaUcd 
nim from bearing that ftare of the conver&ticte 
for which he ufed to be cUftinguiflied. His beha- | j^ 
viour at fupper was a viciifitude of ftartings anii 
reveries. The Capuchin, imputing this diforder 
to a fecond repolfe from his charge, began to be 
invaded with the apprebenfion of being obliged 
to refund, and in a whifper forbad our hero to 
defpair.

MEAN while the French fyren, baulked in 
her defign upon her Englifh cully, who

of making a yoy^:g6 that ihould be ahogdther un- 
profitable, refolved to pradife ber charms upon 
the Dutch merchant. She had already jxiade fuck 
innovation upon his heart, that he cuhivated 
her with peculiar complacency, g^d upon her 
wkh a moft libidinous flare, and unbended hi& 
dipcfk into a grin that was truly Ifraeiitifti. The 
painter law, and was offended at this corre^ond- 
ence, which he confidered as an infult upon his 
misfortune,* as well as an evident preference of 
his rival ; and confcious of his own timidity^ 
fvrallowed an extraordinary glals, that his inven*

. In the mean time the noife of the Bourriquc, |* 
the cries of the painter, and the lady's fcream, f 
had alarmed the whole lioufe ; and the afs, in the 1^ 
precipitation of his retreat, feeing people with M 
lights before him, took (belter in the apartment 
for which he was at firft defigned, juft as the 
Levite, aroufed at the uproar, had quitted his 
I)ulcinea, and was attempting to recover his own 
chamber, unperceived.

Peregrine 
retired to his own door, and, to his no fmall 
aftonifhment, from a long howl that invaded big 
ears, learned that the patient was no other than 
Pallet, wlio had now, for the third time, balked ^ 
his good fortune. 

Enraged at the complicated trefpaffcs of thii 
unfortunate offender, he rulhed from his apart- 
ment with a horfe-whip, and encountering the 
painter in bis flight, overturned him in the jpaf- 

i 1 % Sa!^^ 
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•lage. There- he exercifed the inftrument of hm 
wrath with great fever ity, on pretence of mif- 
taklng him for fome prefumptuous cur, which had 
difturbed the repofe of the inn ; nay, when he 
called aloud for mercy in a fupplicating tone, and 
his chaftifcr could no longer pretend to treat him 
as a quadruped, fuch was the vinilence of the 
young gentleman's indignation, that he cbuld not 
help declaring his fatisfa£lion, by telling Pallu 
he had richly defer ved the puniftiment he had un- 
-dergone, for his madnefs, folly, and impertinence, 
in contriving and executing fuch idle fchemes, as 
had no other tendency than that of plaguing his 
neighbours. 

Pallet protefted, with great vehemence, that 
he was innocent, as the child unborn, of an in- 
tention to give umbrage to any perfon whatever^ 
except the Ifraelite and his doxy, wlio he knew 
had incurred his di^leafure. *' But, as God is 
my Saviour (faid he) I believ^e I am perfecuted 
with witchcraft, and begin to think that damn'd 
prieft is an agent for the devil \ for he has been 
but two nights in our company, during which I 
have not clofed an eye ; but, on the contrary, 
have been tormented by all the fiends of hell." 
Pickle peevifhly replied, that his torments had 
been occafioned by his own foolifh imagination ; 
and afked how he came to howl in that corner* 
The painter, who did not think proper to OAvn 
the tmth, faid, that he had been tranfported thi- 
ther by fome preternatural conveyance, and foufed 
in water by an invifible hand. The youth, in hope 
of profiting by his abfence, advifed him to retire 
immediately to his bed, and by fleep drive to 
comfort his brain, which feemed to be not a little 
difordered by the want of that refrefliment. Pal- 
let 
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fct himfelf began to be very much of the famtt 
Way of thinking ; and, in compUance with fuch 
wKolefomiB counfel, betook himfelf to reft, mut- 
tering prayers all the way for the recovery of bis 
own under flanding. 

Pickte atterfded him to his chamber, and lock- 
ing him up, put the key in his own pocket, that 
he might not have it in his power to interrupt 
him again : but in his return he was met by Mr, 
Jolter and the dodor, who had been a fecond 
time alarmed by the painter's cries, and come to 
enquire about this new adventure. Half frantic 
with fuch a furies o£ difi^pointmcnts, he curfed 
them in his heart for their unfeafonable appear-* 
ance. When they queftioned him about Pallet^ 
he told dtem h» haid round, him ftark fiaring mad». 
howling in a comer, and wet to the (kin, and 
eondusQed him to his room, where he was now 
a^-bed. The phyfician hearing this circumftance,: 
made a merit of his vanity ; and, under pretence- 
©f concern for the patient's welfare, defired he 
might have an opportunity of examining die fymp-^ 
toms of his diforder, without lofs oi time ; al- 
leging that many difeafes might have been (lifted 
in the birth, which afterwards baffled all the en- 
deavours of the medical art. The young gentle- 
man accordingly dehvered the key, and once 
more withdrew into his *own chamber, with a 
view of feizing the firft occafion that (hould pre^ 
fent itfelf of JT^J^wing, his apglicatipn jtq hls,^ 
Amanda's doon ^flulfe me "dd^or, m hi^ w3^* m ' 
Pallet's apartment, hinted to the governor his 
fufpicion, that the patient laboured under that 
dreadful fymptom called the hydrophobic, which 
he obferved had fometimes s^peared in perfons 
who were not previoufly bit by a. mad. dog. This- 

1 3, / eoa- 
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conje<9ure he founded upon fhc howl he uttered 
when he was foufed w^lth water, and began to re- 
collect certain circnmftances of the painter's be- 
haviour ibr fomc days paft, which now he could 
plainly perceive had prognofticatcd fome fuch ca- 
lamity. He then afcribed the diftemper to the 
violent frights he had lately undergone ; alfirmed 
that the afiair of the Baftile had made fuch a vio- 
lent encroachment upon his underftanding, that 
his manner of thinking and fpeaking Was entirely 
altered. By a theory of his own mvention, hi 
explained the effeds of fear upon a loofe {yjlem 
of nerves, and demonftrated the inodus in which 
the animal fpirits operate upcm the ideas and 
power of imagination. 

This difquifition, which wzs communicated at 
the painter's door, might have lafied till break-^ 
fa ft, had not Jolter reminded him of his own 
Hiaxim, Venienti occurrite morbo ; upon which he 
put the key to immediate ufe, and they walked 
ibftly towards the bed, where the patient lay ex- 
tended at full length in the arms of fleep. The 
phyfician took notice of his breathing hard, and 
his mouth being open ; and from: thefe diagnoftics 
declared, that the liquidum nervofum was inti* 
^nately affeded, and the faliva impregnated with 
the fjpiculated particles of the virus, howfoever 
contrafled. This lentence was ftill farther con- 
firmed by the ftate of his pulfe, which being full 
and flow, indicated an opprefled circulation, 
from a lofs of elafticity in the propelling arteries. 
He propofed that he fliould immediately fuf- 
fer a fecond afperfion of water, which would 
not only contribute to the cure, but alfo certify 
them beyond all poflibility of doubt, with regard 
to the fiate of the difeafe ; for it would evidently 

appeaTf 
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appear, from the manner in which he would bear 
the application, whether or not his horror of wa- 
ter amounted to a confirmed hydrophobia. Mr. 
Jolter, in compliance with this propofal, began 
to empty a bottle of water, which he found in the 
room in a bafon ; when he was interrupted by 
the prefcriber, who advifed him to ufe the cons- 
tants of the chamber-pot, which being impreg- 
natec^ -with fait, would oper:ate more effeftually 
than pure element. Thus diredled, tlie governor 
lifted up the veffel, which was replete with me- 
dicine, and with one turn of his hand difcharged 
the whole healkig intindation upon the ill-omen'd 
patient, who waking in the utmoft diftradlion of 
horror, yell'd moft hideoufly, juft at the time 
when Peregrine had brouglit liis miftrefs to a 
p2U"Iey, and entertained hopes of - being admitted 
into her chamber. 

Terrified at this exclamation, fhe ihftdntly broke 
off the treaty, befeeching him to retire from the 
door, that her honour might receive no injury 
from his being found in that place : and he had 
juft enough of recollection left to fee the neceffifr 
of obeying the order ; in conformity to whicri 
he retreated well nigh deprived of his fenfes, 
and alraoft perfumed, that fo many unaccount* 
able difappointments muft have proceeded from 
fome fupeniatural caufe, of which the idiot 
Pallet was no more than the involuntary in^ 
ftrument. 

Mean while, the doftor having afcertained th« 
malady of the patient, whofe cries, interrupted by 
frequent fobs and fighs, he interpreted into the 
barking of a dog ; and having no more fait water 
at hand, refolved to renew the bath with fuch 
materials as chance would afford. He a£lually

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laid hold of the bottle aiid bafon ; but by. this 
time the painter had recovered the ufe of his- 
fenfes fo well, as to perceive his drift ; and ftdrt- 
)ng up, like a frantic Bedlamite, ran direftly to 
his fword, fwearing with many horrid impreca- 
tions, that he would murder them both imme- 
diately, if he fliould be hanged before dinner^. 
They did not choofe to wait the iffue of his 
threat, but retired with fuch precipitation, that 
the phyfician had almoft diflocated his fhoulder», 
by running againft one fide of the entry. Jolter 
having pulled the door after him, and turned the 
Jcey, betook himfelf to flight, ro^ng aloud for 
affiftance. His colleague feeing the door fecured,, 
vaiued hinifelfupon his refolut-ion, and exhorted 
him to return; declaring, that for his owa partj 
he was more afraid of the madman's teeth than 
of his weapon ; and admonifhing the governor 
to re-ent^r, and execute what they had left un- 
done. " Go in (faid he) without fear or appre- 
henfioa, and if any accident (hall happen to you,^, 
either from his flaver or his fword, I will aflift; 
you with my advice, which from this ftation I 
can more coolly and diftincftly adminifter, thaij 
I fhould be able to fupply, if my ideas were dif-^ 
turbed> or my attention engag^ in any perfonak 



concern." 



Jolter, who could make no objeftion to the 
juftnefs of the conclufion, frankly owned^ that 
he had no inclination to try the experiment ; ob- 
ferving, that felf-rprefervation was the firft law of 
nature; that his connexions with the unhappy 
lunatic were but flight, and that it could not be 
reafonably expefled, that he would ruRr fuch rifles 
for his fervice, as were declined by one who had" 
fet out with him from England, outhe footing e^^ 
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a companion. This infinuation introduced a dis- 
pute upon the nature of benevolence, and the moral 
fenfe, which (the repubUcan argued) exifted in- 
dependent of any private confideration, and could 
never be afFeded by any contingent circumftance 
of time and fortune ; while the other, who ab- 
horred his principles, aflerted the duties and ex- 
cellence of private friendfhip, with infinite ran- 
cour of altercation* 

During the hotteft of the argument, they were 
joined by the Capuchin, who being aflonilhed to 
fee them thus virulently engaged at the door, and 
Po hear the painter bellowing within the chamber, 
conjured them, in the name of God, to tdl him 
l^e caufe of that confufion, which had kept the 
whole houfe in continual al^rm during the befl 
part of the night,^and feemcd to be the imme- 
diate work of the devil and his angels. . When 
tkie governor gave him to underftand, that Pallet 
was vifited with an evil fpirit, he muttered a prayer 
of St. Antonio de Padua, and undertook to cure 
the painter, provided he could be fecured fo asf 
that he might, without danger to himfelf, burn 
part of a certain relick under his nofe, which he 
affured them was equal to the miraculous power 
of Eleazar's ring. They exprefTcd great curio- 
fity to know what this treafure was ; and the 
prieft was prevailed upon to tell them in confi- 
dence, that it was a colle6lion of the pairings of 
tiie nails belonging to thofe two madmen^ whom 
Jefus purged of the legion of devils tiiat after- 
wards entered the fwine. So faying^ he pulled from* 
one of his pockets a fmall box, containing about' 
an ounce of the pairings of aif'horfe's hoof; at 
light of wliich, the governor could not help fmi- 
ling, on account of tlie groffnefs of the impofition.

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The do£lor a(ked, with a fupercilious fmile, whe» 
ther thofe maniacs whom Jefus cured, were of the 
forrel complexion, or dapple grey ; for, from the 
texture of thefe parings, he could prove, that the 
original owners were of the quadruped order, and 
even diilinguifh, that there feet had been fortified 
with (hoes of iron. 

The mendicant, who bore an inveterate grudgt 
againft this fon of ^fculapius, ever (ince he had 
made fo free with the catholic religion, replied, 
with great bittemefs, that he was a wretch with 
whom no Chriftian ought to communicate ; that 
the vengeance of heaven would one day overtake 
him, on account of his profanity ; and that liis 
heart was. (hod with a metal mucn harder than 
iron, which nothing but hell-fire would be able 
to melt. 

It was now broad day, and all the fervants of 
the inn were a foot. Peregrine, feeing it would 
be impofGble to obtain any fort of indemnifica- 
tion for the time he had loft ; and the perturba- 
tion of liis fpirits hindering him from eiijoying 
repofe, which was, moreover, cbftrufted by the 
Doife of Pallet and his attendants, put on his 
clothes at once, and, in exceeding ill humour,, 
arrived at the fpot where this triumvirate flood, 
debating about the means of overpowering the 
furious painter, who ftiU continued his fong of. 
oaths and execrations, and made fundry eiBForts to- 
break open the door. Chagrined as our hero was^ 
he could not help laughing when he heard how 
Ae patient had been treated ; and his indignation * 
changing into compaflion, he called to him thro* " 
the Jiey-hole, defiring to know the reafon of his 
diftraaed behaviour. Pallet no fooner recognized 
his voice, than lowering his own to a whimpering 

tone, 
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tone, " My dear friend! (faid he) I have at laft 
detefted the ruffians who have perfecuted me fo 
much. 1 caught them in the fa£l of fuffocating 
me with cold water ; and by the Lord I will be 
revenged, or may I never Hve to finifli my Cleo- 
patra. For the love of God ! open the door, 
and I will make that conceited pagan, that pre-^ 
tender to tafte, that falfe devotee of tfie ancients, 
who poifons people wkh fHlykiofcabies- and de- 
vil's dung ; 1 fayj I will make him a monument 
of my wrath, and an example to all the cheats 
and impoftors of the faculty; and as for that 
thick-headed infolent pedant his confederate, who 
emptied my own Jordan upon me while 1 flept, 
he had better have been in his beloved Paris, 
botching fchemes for his friiend the Pretender, 
than incur the effei^.s of my relentment. Gad-* 
(bodikins ! I won't leave him a wind- pipe for the- 
hangman to flop, at the end of another rebel- 
lion." 

Pickle told him, his conduft had been fo ex- 
travagant, as to confirm the whole company in 
the belief, that he was aftually deprived of his 
fenfes ; on which fuppofition, Mr. Jolter and the* 
dodlor had adled the part of friends, in doing 
that which they thought rnoft conducive to his 
recover}' ; fo that their concern merited his thank- 
ful Acknowledgment, inftead of his frantic n^c- 
naces : that for his own part, he would be tl e 
firft to condemn him, as one utterly bereft of his 
wits, and give orders fcr his being fccured as a 
madman, unlefs he would immediately give ar 
proof of his fanlty, by laying afide his iword< 
compofing Ills fpirits, and thankhig his- injured 
fiiends for their care of his perfgn.

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This alternative quieted his tr4|3(|»orts in^ a 
ment ; he was terrified at the appFehsafic 
being treated Uke a bedl^nite, being du 
ef the ftate of his own brain ; and, on the • 
hand» had conceived fuch sJf horror and an 
thy for his tormentors, that, f&r ' f]K>sgi belij 
himfelf obUged by what they had dojie, he < 
not even thtnk of them withoufe the utmoft 
and deteftation. He therefore, in the moft 
quil voice he could afTume, proteAed, thi 
never was lefs &ut of his fenfes than at pn 
plough he did not know how long he migl 
tain them, if he fhoukl be confidered in the 
of a lunatic : that in order to prove nis 1 
compos mentis^ he was willing to faccifice th 
fentment li^ fo juftly harboured againft 
who, by their malice, had brought him to 
pafs : but, as he apprehended, it would be 
greateft fign of madnefs h^ could exhibit 
thank them for the mifchiefs they had brc 
upon him, he defired ta be excufed from ms 
any fuch conceflion; and fwore he would ei 
every thing, rather than be guilty of fach i 
abfurdity. 

Peregrine held a confultation upon this r 
when the governor and phyfician ftrennoufl 
gued againft any cs^tulation with a maniac, 
propofed that fome method might be take 
feize, fetter and convey him into a d^ark r 
where he might be treated according to the 
of art. But the Capuchin, underflanding the 
cumftances of the cafe, undertook to reltore 
to his former ftate, without having any rec< 
to fuch violent meafures. Pickle, who was a 
ter judge of thq affair than any perfon pre 
opened the door without further^efitation, 

difp: 



difplayed the poor p^qter ftancliii;^ with a woeful 
countenance, (hiveitng in hi* fcirt^ which wa^ 
as wet ^ if he had heeii' dragged through the 
Dendef : a fpe£Ucle which gave fuch oflFence to 
A^ ehafte eyes^ of ijie Hebrew's miftrefs, who 
was by this tiine one of the fpet^ators, that fhe 
tujoed her h^ad another ^ay, and withdrew to 
her owQb ro6mi» ejKlaJaiiiig agaijiil: the indecent 
praftices of raen^ 

Pallet, feeing the yjoung genideinan enter, ran^ 
to him> and, making him by the hands called 
kim hi^ befl friend, and faid he had refcued him 
from thoje who had a deftgn aeainft his life. 
The prieft would have produced his parings, and^ 
applied them to his nofe ; but was hindered by 
Pickle^ who advifed the patient to fbift himfelf^- 
and put on his cloathsv This being done, with 
great order and deKberation^ Mr. Jolter, who,v 
with the doiSor, l^d kept a wary difiance, in 
expQ<£kation of feeing fome ftrange effefis of his 
diftra<5lion, be^n to beUeve that he had been 
guilty of a miftake^ and accufed the phyfician of 
having mi fled him by his falfe diagnoftic. The 
doftor.ftill infilled upon his former declaration;^ 
afluring him, that although Pallet enjoyed a ftiort 
interval for the prefent, the delirium would foon 
recur, unlefs they would profit by this momen- 
tary calm, and order him to be blooded, bliflered^ 
and purged with all imaginable difpatch. 

The governor, however, notwithftanding this 
caution, advanced to the injured party, and 
begg'd pardon for the ftiare he had in giving him 
fuch difturbance. Ht declared, in the moft fo- 
lemn manner, that he had no other intention than 
that . of contributing towards his welfare, and 
that his behaviour was the refult of the phy- 
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fician's prefcriptiori, which he affirmed was 
foJutely neceffary for the recovery^of his heal 
The painter, who had very little gaS in 
difpofition, was fatisfied with this apology ;, 
his refentment, which was before divided, i 
glowed with double fire againft his firft fell< 
traveller, whom he looked upon as the autho 
all the mifchances he had undergone, and mi 
cd out for his vengeance accordingly. Yet 
ioors of reconciliation were not fliut againft 
doftor, who, with great juftice, might \ 
transferred this load of offence from himfel 
Peregrine ; who was, without doubt, the foi 
«f the painter's misfortune: but, in that cafe 
muft have owned himfelf miflaken in his med 
capacity ; and he did not think the friendfhi] 
Pallet important enough to be retrieved by 1 
condefcenfion ; fo that he refolved to neg 
him entirely, and gradually forget the fori 
correfpondence he had maintained with a pej 
whom he deemed fo unwortl^ of his notice. 



CHA 
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CHAP. LVIII. 

Peregrine, almo/i dijlra^ed with his difappoinf'r 

mentSy conjures ike fair Fleming to permit his 

, viftts at Bruflels. She withdraws from his pur'* 

fuit.

THINGS being thus adjufted, and all the 
company drefled, they went to breakfaft 
about five in the morning ; and in lefs than an 
hour after were feated in the Diligence, where a 
profound filence prevailed. Peregrine, who ufedtQ 
be the life of the fociety, being extremely penfivc 
and melancholy, on account of his miihap, the 
Ifraelite and his Dulcinea dejeded in confequence 
of their difgrace, the poet abforpt in lofty medi- 
taticm, the painter in fchemes of revenge, while 
Joker, rocked by the motion of the carriage, 
rrf^de himfclf amends for the want of reft he had 
fuftaii^d, and the Mendicant, with his fair 
chargi^ were infected by the cloudy afpefi of out 
youth, in whofe difappointment each of them, 
for different reafons, bore no inconfiderable fhare.^ 
This general languor and recefs from all bodily; 
exercife, difpofed them all to receive the gentle 
yoke of flumber ; and in half an hour after they, 
had embarked, there was not one of them awake, 
except our hero and his miftrefs^ unlefs the Ca^- 
puchin' was pleafed to counterfeit (Jeep, in order, 
to indulge our young gentleman with an oppor- 
tunity of enjoying fome private coaverfation with, 
his beauteous ward. 

Peregrine did not negled the occafion ; but, 
on the contrary, feized the firft nunute, and, in 
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gentle murmurs, lamented his hard hap in being' 
tiius the fport of fortune. He adured her (and^ 
that with great fincerity), that all the crofs acci- 
dents of his life had not coil him one half of the 
vexation and keennefs of chagrin which he had 
fufFered laft night ; and that now he was on the 
brink of parting from her, hefliould be over- 
whelmed witli the blackeft defpair, if fhe -would' 
not extend her compaflion fo far as to give him- 
an opportunity of fighing at her feet in Bruffels^, 
during the few days his af&irs^ would 'permit him'. 
to fpend in^ that city. 

This young lady, with an air of mortification,^ 
cxprefled her forrow for being the innocent caufe 
of his anxiety ; faid, file hoped laft night's ad- 
venture would be a falutary warning to both^ 
their fouls ; for (he was perfuaded, that her vir- 
tue was protected by the intervention of heaven ;, 
that whatever impreffion it might have made upon > 
him, flie was enabled by it to adhere to that duty 
from which her paffion had begun to fwerve ;, 
and befeeching him to forget her for Im own' 
peace, gave him to underftand, that neither the 
plan (he had laid downfor her own condudl, nor 
the didlates of her honour, would allow her to- 
receive his vifits, or carry on any other corre- 
fpondence with him, while (he was reftrifted by' 
the articles of her marriage-vow. 

This explanation produced fuch a violent ef-- 
feft upon her^admirer, that he was for fome mi-- 
nutes deprived of the faculty of fpeech ; which 
he no fooner recovered, than' he gave vent ta 
the moft unbridled tranfports of paffion* He 
taxed her with barbarity and indifference ; told 
her, that fhe had robbed him of his reafon and in- 
ternal peace ; <hat he would follow her to the 

ends 
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ends of the.earth, and ceafe to,live fooner tliaa- 
ceafe to love her ; that he would facrifice the in- 
nocent fool who had been the occafion of all this 
difquiet, and murder every man whom he con,- 
fidered as an obftrudlion to his views. In a 
word, his -pafTions, wliich had continued fo long 
in a ftate of the highefl: fermentation, together 
with the want of that repofe which calms and 
quiets the pertuifcation of the fpirits, had wrought, 
him ftp K> a pitch of real diilraftian. While he 
uttered thefe delirious expreffionsy the tears ran- 
dowiv his cheeks ; aivi he underwent fuch agita- 
tion, that the tender heart of ^ fi^ir Fleming- 
was aflfeiled with his condition ; and, wliile \kt 
own face was bedewed with the ftreams of fymr 
pathy, fli€ begged him^ for heaven's fake* to he- 
compofed ; and promifed, for his fatisfa£tion, to- 
abat€ fomewbatof the rigour of her purpofe. Con- 
foled by this kind declaration,, he recollefled 
himfelf: and, taking . out his pencil* gave hor- 
bi* addrefe, when flae liad afliured hiav that he. 
fljoiftld hear from her in four and twenty, hours at 
fartheft, after their fepaiatiop. 

Thus footbed^ he regained the empire of him- 
felf, and, by degrees, recovered his ferenity. But 
this wras not me qafe with his Amanda, who, 
from this fample of his difpofition, dreaded th^ 
impetuofity of his youth, and was efifeftwally dfe- 
terced &om enuring, iojio any engfihgeAient^ th^t 
might fubje^t hisr peace dpd leputation to^ tie 
rafli Q&Sts of fuch a violent fpirit. Though fhp^ 
was captivated by his pei^font and accompHflv^. 
mcnts, (he Imi refljsflion. enough to foiiefee, that 
the Icmger (be covu^techaaced his paflibnv her own 
heart would be laore and ]»are irretrieveably en- 
^^Q<]|^ apd tbq ^^t^ Qjt;ti^( ^^ tbft m^ce ex- 
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pofed to contiifUal rnterruption. She therefore 

f)rofited by thefe confiderations, andra fenfe of re- 
igious honour, which htlped her to withftand 
the fuggeftions of inclination ; and refolved to 
amuf^her lover with falfe hopes, until fhe fhouM 
have it in her power to relinquifli his converfa- 
tlon, without running any rifk of fufPering by the 
inconfiderate failles of his love. It was with this 
view, that (he defired he would not infill upon 
attending her to her mother's houfe, whin the 
Diligence arrived at Bruflels ; and he, cajoled by 
her artifice, :took a formalSeave of her, together 
with the other ftrangers, fixing his habitation at 
the inn to which he and his fellow- ttavellers had 
been direfled, in the impatient expeftation of re- 
ceiving a kind fummons from her, within the li- 
mited time. 

Mean whiJe, in ordfer to divert his imagination, 
he went to fee the ftadthoufe, park and arfenal, 
took a fuperficiaLview of the bookfeller*s cabinet 
of curiofities, and fpent the 'fevjening at the Ita- 
lian opera, which was at that time exhibited for 
the entertainment of Prince Charles of Lorrainf 
"then goverrtor of the Low Countries. In fhort, 
the ftated period was almoft elapfed, when Pere- 
grine received a letter to this purpofe : 

' " SIR, 

T F you inew what violence I do m^ own heart, 
-* in declaring that I have withdrawn myfelf for 
ever from your addrcfles, you would furely ap- 
plaud the facrifice I make to virtue, and ftrive to 
imitate this example of felf-denial. Yes, Sir, 
heaven hath lent me grace to ftruggle with my 
guilty paflion, and henceforth to avoid the dan- 
gerous fight of him who infpired it. I therefore 

conjure 
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conjure you, by the regard you ought to have 
for the eternal welfare of us both, as well as by 
the efteem and affedlion you profefs, to waj: with 
your unruly inclniation, and defift from 'lall at- 
tempts of fruft rating the laudable refokltion I 
have made. Seekr not to invade the peace of 
one who loves you, to difturb the quiet of a fa- 
mily that never did you Mrrong, and to alienatcj 
the thoughts of a weak woman from a deferving ' 
man, who, by the moft facred claim^ ought to 
have the full poffeffion of her heart," 

This billet, without either date or fubfcrip- 
tion, banifhed all remains of,difcretion from the 
mind of our hero, who ran inftantly to the land- 
lord in aH the extacy of madnefs, and demanded 
to fee the meffenger who brought the letter, oh 
pain of putting his whole family to the fword. 
The innkeeper, terrified by his looks and menaces, 
fell upon his knees, protefting, in the face of 
heaven that he was utterly ignorant and inno-« 
cent of any thing that could give him offence, and 
that the billet was brought by a perfoh whom he 
did not know, and who retired immediately ; , 
faying, it required no ^nfwer. He then gave* 
utterance to his fury, in a thoufand imprecations 
and inveftives againll the writer; whom he difho- 
rioured with the appellations of a coquette, a jilt, 
an adventurer, who, by means of a pimping prieft, 
-had defrauded him of his money. H^ denounced 
vengeance againft the Mendicant, whom he fworC' ' 
he would deftroy, if ever he fhould fet eyes'on 
him again. The painter unluckily appearing dur^ 
ing this pafoxyfm of rage, he feized him by the 
throat, faying, he was ruined by his accurfej 
felly ; and, in all likelihood^ poor Pallet would. 
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have been ftrangled, had not Jolter interpofeJ 
in his behalf, befeecliing his pupil to have mercy 
Hpon the fufferer, *and, with infinite anxiety, de- 
firing Ito know the caufe of this violent affault.. 
Pie received no anfwer, but a firing of incohe- 
rent curfes. When the painter, with unfpeak- 
able aftoniihment, took God to witnefs that he 
had done nothing to difoblige him, the governor 
began t6 think, m fad earneft, that Peregrine's 
vivacity had at length rifen to the tranfports of 
aftual madnefs, and was himfelf almofl: diftra<3^ed 
with this fuppofition. That he might the better 
judge what remedy ought to be applied, he ufed 
his whole influence, and pra<Sifed all his elor 
quence upon the youth, in order to learn - the 
immediate caufe of hi& deUiium. Me enaployed 
the moft pathetic intreaties, and even flied tear^ 
in the courfe of his fupplication ; fo that Pickle

lapfing^

fion was a little becalmed by the hope of feeing 
her again, either by accioent, or in the c6urfe 
of a diligent and minute enquiry, which he forth- 
with refolved to fet on foot. He had reafon to 
believe that her own heart would efpoufe his 
<:aufe, in fpite of her virtue's determination, and 
did not defpair of meeting with the Capuchin, 
whofe good offices he knew he could at any time 
command. Comforted with thefe reflexions, the 
tempeft of his foul fubfided. In lefs than two 
hours he joined his company, with an air ofcom- 
pofure, and afked the painter's forgivcnefs for 
the freedom he had taken ; the caufe of which 
he promifed hereafter to explain. Pallet was 
glad of being reconciled on any terms to one 
-whofe countenance iiipported him in tequilibrio 
with his antagonifl: the do£lor; and Mr. Joker 
was rejoiced beyond meafure at his pupiFs reco-

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CHAP. LIX. 

Peregrine meets with Mrs. Hornbeck^ and is con^ 
fokdfor his kjs. His valet de-ckcnibre is em^ 
broiled with her duenna^ whomy however^ he 
finds means to appeafe. 

EVERY thing having thus refumed its na- 
tural channel, they dined together in great 
tranquillity. In the afternoon, Peregrine, on 
pretence of flaying at home to write letters, 
while his companions were at the cofiee-houfe, 
ordered a coach to be called, ^nd with his valet- 
de-chambre, who was the only perfon acquainted 
with the preferit ftate of his thoughts, let out for 
the Promenade ; to which iill the ladies of faftiion 
refort in the evening, during the fummer feafon, ' 
in hopes of feeing his fugitive amon^ the reft. 

Having made a circuit round the walk, and 
narrowly pbferved every female in the place, he 
perceived at fonie diftance, the livery of Horn- 
beck upon a lacquey that flood at the back of a 
coach : upon which, he ordered his man to re-

and that,, fram his laft luttei;, ftie had the pleafurc 
to tell him, he was in a fair way of doing well. 
The young gentleman exprefled his fatisfadion 
at .thi« piece of news.; fobferving, with an air of 
fraternal concern, that if his brother had not made 
too free witTi hisconfututlon, his friends in Eng- 
dand would have had no occaCon to repine at his 
ablShceand want of health, by which he was ba- 
fiifhed from his own country and connexions. 
He then a^ked, with an affeftation of furprife, ^ 
why fh^ had not accompanied licr fpoufe ; and 
was given to underftaad, that his tendernefs o£ 
affcfl^on would i]ot fuffcr him to expofe her to the 
fatigues of the journey, which lay among rocks 
that were almoll inacceflible. 

The duenna's doubts being eafed by this pre- 
samble of converfation, he changed thefubjedl to

Every thing would have 
fucceeded according to their wifh, had not the 
valet-de-chambre mffered himfelf to fall afleep at 
the fide of his inamorata, and in the agitation of 
a violent dream, exclaimed in a voice fo unlike

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amd a loud fhriek, (he threatened to profecute 
him for a rape, and reviled him with all the epi- 
thets her rage and difappointment could fuggeft. 

The Frenchman finding hinifelf detected, be- 
haved with great temper and addrefs ; he begged 
fee would comppfe herfelf, on account of her own 
reputation, which was extremely dear to him ;

Hornbeck is informed of his wife's adventure witd 
Peregrine,/(?r whom he prepares ajlratagem which 
U rendered inejfeSfual by the information of Pipes, 
The hufhand is ducked for his intention^ and our 
hero apprehended by the patrol, 

THERE was another perfon, however, ftiU 
ungained ; and that was no other than hef 
footmap, whofe fecrecy our hero attempted to fe- 
cure in the morning by an handfome prefent, 
which he received with many profeffions of gra- 
titude and devotion to his fervice ; yet this com- 
plaifance was nothing but a cloak ufed to difguife 
the defign he harboured of making his mafter ac- 
quainted with the whole tranfaftion. Indeed this 
lacquey had been hired, not only as a fpy upon 
his miftrefs, but alfo as a check on the conduft of 
the governante, with promife of ample reward, 
if ever he fhould difcoverany fmifter or fufpicious 
praftices in the courfe of her behaviour. As for 
the footman whom they had brought from Eng- 
land he was retained in attendance upon the per- 
fon of his mafter, whofe confidence he had loft, 
by advifmg him to gentle methods of reclaiming' 
his lady, when her irregularities had fubjefted her 
to his wrath. 

The Flemifti valet, in confequence of the office 
he had undertaken, wrote to Hornbeck by the firft 
poft, giving an exa£l detail of the adventure at 
Verfailles, with fuch a defcription of the pretended 
brother, as left the hufl^and no room to think 
he could be any other perfon than his firft dif- 
hSnourcx ; and exafpeI^tc4 Um to fuch a degree, 
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that he refolved to lay an ambufh for this invader, 
and at once difqualify him from difturbing his re^ 
pofe, by maintaining further correfpondence witft 
his wife. 

Mean while the lovers enjoyed themfelves with- 
out reftraint, and Peregrine's plan of enquiry after 
his dear Unknown was for theprefent poftponed.

privately into this port, with a large coniqplemeiit 
of hands, in order, d'y^ fee, to fecure yott whiie 
you are under the hatches. Now if fo be as how 
you have a mind to give him a fait ed for his fup- 
per, here am I without hope of fee or reward, 
ready to ftand by you as long as my timbers will 
flick together ; and if I expeft any recompencc,- 
may I be bound to eat oakum and drink bilge 
water for life." 

Startled at this information. Peregrine exa* 
mined him upon the particulars of his difcourfe 
with the lacquey; and when he underftood that 
Hornbeck's intelligence flowed from the canal of 
his Flemifli fooman, he believed every circum- 
ftance of Tom's report, thanked him for this 
warning, and after having reprimanded him for 
Kis miftehaviour at Lille, affured him that it 
fhould be bis own f|iult if ever they {hould part 

again. 
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again. He then deliberated with himfelf whethef 
or not he ftiould retort the purpofe upon his ad-

Wit h thefe fentiments he returned to the inn, 
and putting a pair of piftols in his pocket, ordered 
his valet-de*chambre and Pipes to follow him at a 
(maU di&ance, fo as that they (hould be within call 
in cafe of neceffity, th^n pofted himfelf withia 
thirty yards of his Dulciaea's door. There he had 
not been above half an hour, when he perceived 
four men take their ftation on the other (ide, with 
a view, as he gueffed, to watch for his going in,, 
that he mi^ht be taken unaware. But when they 
bad tarried a corifiderable time in that, corner,, 
without reaping the fruits of their expedation,. 
their leader, perfuaded that the gallant had gained 
admittance by fome fecret means,, s^proached the 
door with' his followers, who, a<;cording to the 
inftrudlions they liad received, no fooner faw it 
opened, than they rufhed in,- leaving their em- 
ployer in the ftreet, where he thought his perfon 
would be leaft endangered. Our adventurer fee^ 
ing him all alone, advanced with fpeed, and clap- 
ping a piftol to his breail, commanded him to

Terrified at this fudden apparition, Hombeck 
cbeyed in filence ; and in a few minutes they ar- 
f ived at the quay, where Pickle halting, gave him 
to underftand that he was no ftranger to his vil- 
lainous defign.

Thisr command was pronounced and' executed^ 
almoft in the fame breath, to ^e un^akable 
terror and diforder of the poor (hivering patient, 
who, having undergone the immerfion, ran about 
Hke a drowned rat, fqueaking for affifiance and 
revenge*^ His cries- were overheard by the pa- 
trole, which, chancmg to pafs that way, took 
himr under their proteftion, and,, in confeqaence 
-of his complaint and information, went in pur- 
fuit of our adventurer- and his attendants, who 
were foon overtaken and furrounded. Rafh and 
inconfiderate as the young gentleman was, he 
did not pretend to ftandupon tlie defenfive againfe 
a file of muflceteers, although Pipes had drawri- 
his cutlafs at their approacln but furrendered 
himfelf without opposition, and. was conveyed l 
to the main guard, where the commanding ofii- 
cer, engaged by his appearance and addrefs, treated!

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Next mornlHg, when this gentleman gave m 
his report, he made fuch a favourable reprefenta- 
tion of the prifoner, that our hero was on the point 
of being difcharged, when Hombeck preferred a 
CompLaint> accufing him of a purpofed a0aflina* 
tion, and praying that fuch punifhment Ihould be 
inflit^ed upon him, as his highnefs fhouki think 
adequate to the nature of the crime.

Prince 
Charles told him, that what he had advifed was in 
the capacity of a friend, but, fince he infilled upon 
his ading as a magiftrate, the afiair fhould be ex- 
amined, and determined according to the di6lates> 
of juftice and truth. 

The petitioner being difmiffed with this pro- 
mife, the defendant was in his turn brought before 
the judge, whofe pxepoffeffion in his favour wa» 
in a great meafure weakened by what his antago- 
nift had faid to the prejudice of bis. birth and, re- 
putation. 
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CHAP. LXL 

Peregrine is rekafed. Jolter confounded at his mym 
fterious conduSf, A conteft happens between the 
poet andpuintey^ who are reconciled by tbemedia'^ 
tion af their fellow traveUers, 

OU R hero, underftanding from fome cxpref- _ 
fions which efcaped the prince, that he was 
confidered in the light of a fharper and afTaflin^ 
begged that he might have the liberty of fending 
for ibme vouchers, that would probably vindicatie 
bis charaAer from the malicious afperfions of his 
adverfary. This permiflion being granted, he 
wrote a letter to his governor, defiring that he 
would bring to him the letters of recommendation- 
which he had received from the BritiOi embaffador 
at Paris, and fuch other papers as he thought con- 
ducive to evince the importance of his fituation. 

The billet was given in charge to one of the 
fubaltern officers on duty, who carried it to the 
inn, and demanded to fpeak with Mr. Jolter. 
Pallet, who happened to be at the door when 
this meffenger arrived, and heard him enquire for 
the tutor, ran diredlly to that gentleman's apart- 
ment, and in manifeft diforder told him that a 
huge fellow of a foldier, with a monftrous pair of 
whitkers, and a fur cap, as big as a^bufhel,. wai 
afking for him at the door. The poor governor 
began to fhake at this intimation, though he was 
not confcious of having committed any things 
that could at r raft the attention of the ftatc. 
When tiie officer appealed at his chamber door, 
his confufion increafed to fuch a degree, that his 
perception fcemed . to vanifh, and the fubaltern,

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repeated the purport of his errand three tlmesr 
before he could comprehend his meaning, or 
venture to receive die letter which be prefented- 
At length, he fummoned all his fortitude, and 
having perufed the epiftle, his terror ifunk into 
anxiety. His ingenious fear immecTiately fug- 
gefted, that Peregrine was confined in a dungeon,, 
(or fome outrage he had committed* He ran 
'with great agitation to a trunk, and taking out 
a bundle of papers, followed his conduftor, bet- 
ing attended by the painter, to whom he had 
liinted his apprehenfion. When- they pafled 
through the guard, which was under arms, the 
hearts of both died within them, and when they 
came into the prefence, there was fuch an exr 
prefllion of awful horror on the countenance of 
Jolter, that the prince obferving his difmay, was 

E leafed teTencourage him with an afTurance that 
e had nothing to fear* Thus comforted, he 
recolledled himfelf fa well as to underftand hij 
pupil, when he defired him ta produce the embaf- 
fador's letters ; forae of which being open, were: 
immediately read by his highnefs, who was per- 
fonally acquainted with the writer, and knew 
feveral of the noblemen to whom they were ad- 
^ i .^^^drefled. Thefe recommendations were fo warra^ 
* i \j^^^^ reprefented the young gentleman in fuch an 
^^ ^"^ cM' advantageous light, that the prince, convinced 
i^^ ^ * , of the injuftice his character had fuffered. by the 
*^v**^^ mifreprefeutation of Hornbeck, took our hero by 
: ^j^.v^ the hand, a(ked pardon for the doubts he had en- 
. ,. *^ tertained of his honour, declared lam from that 
* '' ) i- moment at liberty, ordered his domefiicks to be 
* Vt"' "^ enlarged, and offered him his countenance and 
■^'^' ,^,'^* protedion, as long as he fhould remain in the 
^;^^ A* "^"Auflxiaa Netherlands.. At the fame time, he 
■^ • cautipufd 
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rautioned him againft indifcretion in the courfe 
of his gallantries ; and took his word and ho>- v 
nour, that he fliould drop all meafurcs of refent- 
ment againft the perfon^of Hombeck, during 
his refidbnce in that place.^ 

The delinque&t,. thus honourabiy acquitted^, 
thanked the prince in the moA; refpeSful man^ 
ner, for his generofity and candour» and retired 
with his two friends, who were amazed and be*- 
wildered in their thoughts at what they had feen 
and heard, the whole adventure ftilJ remaining^ 
without the fphcre of their eomprehenfion,, which, 
was not at all enlarged by the unaccouittable ap^ 
pearance of Pipes, who, with thevalet-de-cham^ 
brCj joined them at the caftle gate- Had Jolter 
been a man of a luxuriant imaginatlony his brain^ 
would undoubtedly have fuffered in the inveftt- 
gation of his pupil's myfterious conduS, which, 
he ftrove in vain to tmravel v but his intelledls^ 
were too folid to be afFe£led by the mifcarriage^ 
of his invention ; and as Peregrine did not think 
proper to make him acquainted with the caufe of 
his being apprehended, he contented himfelf with 
fappofing that there was a lady in the cafe. 

The painter, whofe imagination was of a more 
flimfy texture, formed a thoufand chimerics^ 
conjeiftures, which he communicated to Pickle^ 
in imperfeft infmuations ; hoping, by his an*- 
fwers^ and behaviour, to difcover the truth ; but 
the youth,, in order to tantalize him, eluded all hi& 
enquiries, with fuch appearance of induftry and 
art, as heightened his curiofity, while it difap^ 
pointed his aim, and inflamed him to fuch a de^ 
gree of impatience, that his wits began to be unt- 
kltled. Then Peregrine was fain to recompofe 
hi& bs:ain, by telling him in confidence, that he

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Jiad been arrefted as a fpy. This fecret he foxxtA 
more intolerable than his former uncertainty ; he 
ran from one apartment to another, like a goofe 
in the agonies of egg- laying, with intention of 
difturdening this impof t^nt load ; but, Jolter bc- 
' ing engaged with his pupil, and all the people of 
the houfe ignorant of the only language he could 
fpeak, he was compelled, with infinite reluc- 
tance, to addrefs himfelf to the doftor, who was 
at that time (hut up in his own chamber. Having 
knocked at the door to no pui^fe, he peeped 
through the key-hole, and faw the phyfician fit- 
ting at a table, with a pen in one hand, and pa- 
per before him, his head reclined upon his other 
hand, and his eyes fixed upoii the cieling, as if 
he had been intranced. Pallet, concluding that 
he was under the power of fome convulfion, en- 
deavoured to force the dcor open ; and the noife 
of his efforts recalled the doftor from his reverie. 
This poetical republican, being fo difagreeably 
difturbed, flarted up in a paflion, and opening 
the door, no fooner perceived who had inter- 
rupted him, than he flung it in his face with great 
fury, and curfed him for his impertinent intru- 
fion, which had deprived him of the moft delight- 
ful vifion tl^t ever regaled the human fancy. He 
imagined (as he afterwards imparted to Peregrine) 
that as he enjoyed himfelf in walking- through 
the^ flowery plain that borders on Parnaffus, he 
was met by a venerable fage, whom, by a certain 
divine vivacity that lightened from his eyes, he 
inftantly knew to be the immortal Pindar. He 
was immediately ftruck with reverence and awe, 
and pro ft rated himfelf before the apparition^ 
which taking him by the hand, lifted him gently 
from the grouitd^ and, ^ith words more fweet 

than 
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than the honey of the Hybla bees, told hira, that 
of all the moderns, he aJone was vifited by that 
celeilial impulfe by which he himfelf had been 
infpired, when he produced his znoA applauded 
odes. So faying, he led him up the facred hill, 
perfuaded him to drink a copious draught of the 
waters of the Hippocrene, and then prefented 
him to the harmonious nine, who crowned bis 
temples with a laurel-wreath. 

No wonder tliat he was enraged to find himfelf 
cut off from fuch fublime fociety. He raved in 
Greek againft the invader, who was fo big with 
his own purpoJe, that, unmindful of the difgrace 
he had fuilained, and difregarding all the fymp- 
toms of the phyfician's difpkafure, he applied 
his mouth to the door, in an eager tone, ** I'll 
hold you any wager (faid he), that I guefs the 
true caufe of Mr. Pickle's imprifonment." To 
this challenge he received no reply ; and there- 
fore repeated it, adding, ** I fuppole you imagine 
he was taken up for fighting a duel, or affront- 
ing a nobleman, or ly ing with Jcg neman's wife, 
or fome fuch matter ; but, egad I you was never 
more miftaken in your life; and Til lay my 
Cleopatra againft your Homer's head, that in 
• four and twenty hours you fha'n't light on the 
truereafon." 

The favourite of the mufes, exafperated at this 
vexatious perfeverance of the painter, who he 
imagined had come to teize and infult him, '*^ I 
would (faid he) facrifice a cock to iEfculapius, 
iwere I affured that any perfon had been taken up 
for extirpating fuch a troublefome Goth as yoa 
are from the iace of the earth. As for your boaft- 
ed Cleopatra, which you fay was drawn from 
youi owcL wifei I beliieve the copy has as much 
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of the TO xaXov, as thjs original. But, were if 
mine, it fliould be hung up in the temple of Cloa- 
cina, as the pifture of that goddefs ; for any 
other apartment would be difgraced by its ap- 
pearance." " Hark ye, Sir, (replied Pallet, en- 
raged in his turn at the contemptuous mention of 
his darling performance) you may make as free 
with my wife as you think proper ; but 'ware my 
works ; thofe are the children of my fancy, con- 
eeived by the glowing imagination, and formed 
by the art of my own hands : and you yourfdf 
are a Goth, and a Turk, and a Tartar, , and an 
impudent pretendiRg jackanapes, to treat with 
fuch difrefpeft a produftion which, in the opi- 
nion of all the connoifleurs of the age, will, whea 
finished, be a mafter-piece in its kind, and do ho- 
nour to human genius and fkill. So I fay again 
and again*, fand I care not though your friend 
Playtor heard me} that you have no more taile 
than a drayman's horfe, and that thofe foolifli 
notions of the ancients ought to be drubbed out 
of you with a good cudgel, that you^ might leam 
to treat men of parts with more veneration. Pei>- 
haps youmay not always be in the company of 
one who will hoMow for affiftance, when you are. 
©n the brink of being ehaftifed for your info- 
fence, as I did, when you brought upon youp- 
felf the refentment of that Scot, who, by the 
Lard ! would have paid you bpth fcot and lot^ 
as Falftaff fays, if the French officer had not put 
liim in arrefti** . 

The phyfician, to this declamateon, which was 
conveyed through the key-hole^ anfwered, that 
fee (the painter} was a fellow fo infinitely below 
his confideration, that his confcience upbraided 
Jum with no adion of his life». €xcq>t that of 

choofing^ 
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rhoofing fuch a wretch ror his companion and 
fellow-travelkr. That he had viewed his char 
Ta£ler through the medium of good nature and 
compaflion, which had prompted him tx) give Pat- 
let an opportunity of acquiring fome new ideas 
lender his immediate infirudion ; but he had 
abufed his goodnefs and condefcenfion in fuch a 
flagrant manner, that he -We now determined ti> 
difcard him entirely from his acquaintance, and 
defired him,- for Ae prefent, to take himfelf away, 
on pain of being kicked for his prefumption. 

Pallet was too much incenfed to be intimidatedl 
by this threat, which he retorted with great vi- 
rulence, defying him to come forth, that it might 
appear which of them was beft (killed in that 
pedefirian exercife, which he immediately began 
to pradife againft the door with fuch thundering 
application, as reached the ears of Pickle and his 
governor, who coming out into the paflage, and 
feeing him thus employed, afked if he had forgo< 
'the chamber-pots of Aloft, that he ventured to 
behave in fuch a manner, as intitled him to a 
fecond prefcription of the fame nature. 

The doSor underftanding that there was com* 
pany at hand, opened the door in a twinkling | 
and fpringing upon his antagonift^ like a tyger, a 
fierce contention would have enfued, to the in&-» 
Bite fatisfaftion of pur hero, had not Jolter, to 
the raanifeft peril of his own perfon, interpofed^ 
amd partly by force, and partly by exhortations^ 
put a ftop to the engagement before it Jim fairly 
begun. After having demonfirated the indecency 
of fuch a vulgar rencounter betwixt two fellow- 
citizens in a foreign land, he begged to know tho 
caufe of their diffention, and offered his good of- 
fices towards m accomoKKUtion* Peregrine alfov 
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feeing tlie fray was finiflied, expreffed himfelf to 
the fame purpofe ; and the painter, for obvious 
reafons, declining an explanation, his antagonifl 
told the youth what a mortifying interruption he 
had fuffered by the impertinent intrufion of Pal- 
let, and gave him a detail of the particulars of 
his vifion, as above recited. The arbiter owned, 
the provocation was not to be endured ; and de- 
creed, that the offender fliould make fome atone*- 
ment for his tranfgreffion. Upon which, the 

Eainter obfer\^ed, that howfoever he might have 
een difpofed to make acknowledgments, if the 
phyfician had fignified his difpleafure like a gen- 
tleman, the complainant had now forfeited all 
claim to any fuch conceffions, by the vulgar man*^ 
ner in which he had reviled him and his produc-^ 
tions; obferving^ that if he (the painter) had 
been inclined to retort bis Qanderous infinuations, 
the republican's own works would have aSbfded 
ample fubje£i for his ridicule and cenfure. 

After divers difputesand reprefentatioiis, peace 
v^as at length concluded, on condition, that, for 
the future, the dodorihould never naention Cleo^ 
patra, unlefs he could fay fometbing in her praife ; 
and that Pallet, in confideration of his having 
teen the firft aggrelfor, ihould make a Jketcli ctf 
the phyfician's vifion j to be engraved and pj»«* 
fixed to the next edition of his oaes^ 



GHAP. 



PEREGRINE PICKLE, an 
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The travellers depart for Antwerp, at which placf 
the painter gives a loofe to his entkufwfm. 

OU R adventurer, baffled in all his efforts to ' 
retrieve his loft Amanda, yielded at length 
to the remonftrances of his governor and fellow- 
travellers, who, out of pure complaifance to him, 
had exceeded their intended ftay by fix days at 
leaft : and a couple of poft-chaifes, with three 
riding-horfes, being hired, they departed from 
Bruflels in the morning, dined at Mechlin, and 
arrived about eight in the evening at the vene- 
rable city of Antwerp. During this day's jour- 
ney, Pallet was elevated to an uncommon flow 
of fpirits, with the profpeft of feeing the birth- 
place of Rubens, for whom he profefied an en- 
thufiaftic admiration. He fwoix, that the plea- 
fure he felt was equal to that of a MuflUhnan, on 
the^laft day of his pilgrimage to Mecca ; and that 
he ahieady confidered himfelf a native of Antwerp, 
being fo intimately acquainted with their fo juftly 
boafied citizen, from whom, at certain jun6lures, 
he. could not help believing himfelf derived, be- 
caufe his own pencil adopted the manner of that 
great man with furprifmg facility, and his face 
wanted nothing but a pair of whiikcrs and a - 
heard to exhibit the exprefs image of the Fle- 
ming's countenance. He told them he was fo 
proud of this refemblance, that, in order to 
render it more ftriking, he had at one time of 
his life refolved to keep his. face facred from the 
razor ; and in that purpofe had perfevered, not-^ 
witbilanding the continual reprehenfions of Mra« 
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Pallet, who being then with child, faid, his af- 
peft was fo hideous, that flie dreaded a mifcar- 
riage every hour, until flie threatened, in plain 
terms, to difpute the fanity of his intellefts, and 
apply to the chancellor for a committee. 

The doftor, on this occafiqn, obfer\'ed,^ that 2 
man who is not proof againft the folicitations of 
a woman, can never expeft to make a great figure k 
in life, that painters and poets ought to cultivate I 
no wives but the mufes ; dr if they are,, by the 
accidents of fortune, encumbered with families, 
they fhould carefully guard againft that perni- 
cious weaknefs, falfely honoured with the appel- j 
lation of natural affeSftm^ and pay no manner of 
regard to the impertinent cuftoms of the worlds 
•* Granting that you had been, for a fliort time^ 
deemed a lunatic (faid he), you might have ac* 
quitted yourfelf honourably of that imputation^ 
by fome performance that would have raifed 
your character above all cenfure. Sophocles hiro»- 
ielf, that celebrated tragic poet, who, for the * 
fweetnefs of his verfification, was ftiled fAcX<T/«, I 
or the Beey in his old age fuffered the fame accuf»» j 
tioh from his own children, who feeing him ne- j 
gled his family aflStirs, and devote himfelf entirely J 
to poetry, cafried him before the magiftrate, a» I 
a man whofe intclle<Sls were fo much impaired by j 
the infirmities of age, that he was no fonger fit k 
to manage his domeftic concerns ; upon which th^ 1 
reverend bari produced his tragedy of OiSiir>ii 
tin xoxww,, as a work he had juft finiflied ; which 
being perufed, infiead of being declared unfonnd 
of underftanding, he was difmifled with admira- 
tion and applaufe. I wifh your beard and whiflt- 
ers had been fanftioned by the like authority ; 
though I am afraid you would have been in the 

^redicatr 
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l^ecEcament of thofe difciples of a certain philo- ' 
fopher, who drank deco6lions of cummin feeds, 
that their faces might adopt the palenefs of their 
jjiafter*s complexion, hoping, that in being as 
wan, they would be as learned as their teacher." 
The painter, ftung with this farcafm, replied, 
** or like thofe Virtuofi, who by repeating Greek, 
eating fillikickaby, and pretending to fee vifions, 
think they equal the ancients in tafte and genius." 
The phyiician retorted. Pallet rejoined, and the 
altercation continued, until they entered the 
gates of Antwerp, when the admirer of Rubens 
broke forth into a rapturous exclamation, which 
put an end to the difpute, and attrafted the 
notice of the inhabitants, many of whom, by 
flirugging up their fhoulders, and pointing to 
their foreheads, gave fhrewd indications that they 
believed him a poor gentleman difordered in his 
brain. 

They had no fooner alighted at the inn, than 
this pfeudo-enthufiaft propofed to vifit the great 
church, in which he had been informed fome of 
his mailer's pieces were to be feen ; and was re- 
markably chagrined, when he underftood that he 
could not be admitted till Jiext day. He jofe 
next morning by day-break, and difturbed hi« 
fellow-travellers in fuch a noify and clamorous 
manner, that Peregrine determined to punifh him 
with fome new inTli6iion ; and while he put on 
his cloaths, aftually formed the plan of promot- 
ing a duel between him and the doSor ; in the 
management of which, he promifed himfelf ftorc 
of entertainment, from the behaviour of both. 

Being provided with one of thofe domeftics 
who are adways in waiting to offer their fervices 
to Urangers on their firll arrm\% t\vfi.N n^^t^ os^- 
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duded to the houfe of a gentleman who liad an 
excellent colkftion of pidtures ; and though the 
greateft part of them were painted by his favour- 
ite artift, Pallet condemned them all by the 
lump, becaufe Pickle had told him befor^and, 
that there was not one performance of Rubens 
among the number. 

The next place they vifited, was what is called 
the academy of painting, furniflied with a num- 
ber of paultry pieces, in which, our painter re- 
cognized the ftyle of Peter Paul, with many ex- 
prefTions of admiration, on the fame fort of 
previous intelligence. 

From this repofitory, they went to the great 
church ; and being led to the tomb of Rubens, 
the whimfical painter fell upon his knees, and 
worfhipped, with fuch appearance of devotion, 
that the attendant, fcandalized at his fuperftition, 
pulled him up ; obferving, with great warmth, 
that the perfon buried in that place was no faint, 
but as great a finner as himfelf ; and that if he 
was fpiritually difpofed, there was a chapel of 
the Bleffed Virgin, at the diftance of three yards 
on the right hand, to which he might retire. He 
thought it was incumbent upon him to manifeft 
fome extraordinary infpiration, while he refided 
on the fpot where Rubens was bom ; and there- 
fore his whole behaviour was an afFeftation of 
rapture, expreffed in diftra<9:ed ej|clamations, 
convulfive ftarts, and uncouth gefticulations. In 
the mldft of his frantic behaviour, he faw an old 
Capuchin with a white beard, mount the pulpit, 
and hold forth to the congregation with fuch vi- 
olence of emphafis and gefture, as captivated 
his fancy ; and bawling aloud, *^ Zounds ! what 
am excdhnt Paul preaching at ^hcnsl" he pulled 
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a pencil and a fmall memorandum-book from hjis^ 
pocket, and began to take a (ketch of the ora- 
tor, with great eagernefs and agitation, faying, 
<* Egad I friend Raphael, we Ihall fee whether 
you or I have got the beft knack of trumping up 
an Apoftle." This appearance of difrefpe<^ 
gave offence to the audience, which began to 
murmur againft this heretic Hbertine ; when one 
of the priefts belonging to the choir, in order to 
prevent any ill confequence from their difplea- 
fure, came and told him in the French language, 
that fuch liberties were not permitted, in their 
religion, and advifed him to lay afide his imple* 
ments, left the people would take umbrage at his 
defign, and be provoked to punifh him as a pro- 
fane fcofier at their worfhip. 

The painter feeing himfelf addreffed by a friar, 
who, while he fpc^ke, bowed with great com- 
plaifance, imagined that he was a begging bro- 
ther, come to fupplicate his charity ; and his at- 
tention being quite ingroffcd by the defign he was 
making, he patted the prieft's maven crown with 
his hand, faying, Oier tems^ oter terns ; and then 
refumed his pencil with great earneftnefs. The 
scclefiaftic perceiving that the ftranger did not 
comprehend his meanmg, pulled him by the fleeve^ 
atnd explained himfelf in the Latin tongue : upon 
wrhich Pallet, provoked at his intnifion, curfed. 
[lim aloud for an impudent beggarly fon of a 
kvhore ; and taking out a (hilling, flu;ig it upon the 
pavement, with manifeft fignsof indignation. 

5ome of the common people, enraged to fee* 
their religion contemned, and their priefts in- 
fulted at the very altar, rofe from their feats \ and> 
fuiTOunding the aftoni(hed painter, one of the 

aumber fnatched his book from bi!& \\^»A.v"^'^'^- 
'7 \o\^ 
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tore it into a thoufand pieces* Frightened as lie 
Teas, he could not help crying, ** Fire and fog- I 
^gotsl all my favourite ideas are gone to wreck i*' 
and was in danger of being very roughly handled 
by the crowd, had not Peregrine ftepped in, and 
aifured them, that he was a poor unhappy gen- 
tleman, who laboured under a tranfport of the 
brain* Tliofe who underftood the French lan- 

rige communicated this information to the reft, 
that he efcaped without any other chaftife- 
Mient, than that of being obliged to retire. And 
as they could not fee the famous defcent from the 
crofs till after the fervice was finiihed, they were 
conducted by their domeftick to the houfe of 
a painter, where they found a beggar Handing 
for his pidlure, and the artift afhially employed 
in reppefenting a huge loufe that crawled upon his 
ffaoulder. Pallet was wonderfully pleafed with 
this circumftanoe, which he faid was altogethef j 
a new thought, arid an excellent hint, of which J 
he would make his advantage : and in tjie courfii j 
of his furvey of this Fleming's performances, per- i 
ceiving a piece in which two flies were ehgaged ^ 
upon the carcafs of a dog half devoured, h« 
ran to his brother b?rufti, and fwore he was wor- 
thy of being a fellow-citizen of the immortal Ru- 
bens. He then lamented, with many expreflionft 
of grief ^md refentment, that he had loft his com- ! 
mon place-book, in which he had preferved a I 
thoufand conceptions of the fame fort, formed 
by the accidental objedls of his fenfes and ima- 
gination ; and took an opportunity of telling 
his fellow-travellers, that in execution he had 
equalled, if not excelled, the two ancient painters 
who vied with each other in the reprefentation of 
a cuftaia ancL^i bunch of grapes > for he had ex- 

. l^bit^d. 
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liibited the image of a certain objeA (b like to na- 
mre, that the hare fight of it let a whole hogfty 
in an uproaer. 

When he had examin^ and applauded all the 
iprodu£lions of this minute artift, they returned 
to the great church, and were entertained with 
the view of that celebrated mafter-piece of Ru- 
bens, in which he has introduced the portraits of 
. himfelf and his whole family. The doors that, 
conceal this capital performance were no fooner 
unfolded than our enthufiaft, debarred the ufe of 
fpeech, by a previous covenant with his friend 
Pickle, lifted up his hands and eyes, and putting 
Jiimfelf in the attitude of Hamlet, when his fa- 
ther's ghoft appears, adored in (ilent extacy and 
awe. He even made a merit of neceflity ; and 
when they had withdrawn from the place, pro- 
tefted that his whole faculties were fwallowed up 
in love and admiration. He now profeffed himfelf 
more than ever enamoured of the Flemifh fchool, 
raved in extravagant cncomiumj, and propofed 
that the whole company (houla pay homage to 
the memory of the divine Rubens, by repairing 
forthwith to the houfe in which lie lived, and 
proftrating themfelves on the floor of his paint- 
ing-room. 

As there was nothing remarkable in the tene- 
ment, which had been rebuilt more than once 
fince the death of that great man. Peregrine ex- 
cufed himfelf from complying with the propofal ; 
on pretence of being fatigued with the circuit 
they had already performed. Jolter declined it 
for the fame reafon ; and the queftion being put 
to the doSor, he refufed his company with an air 
of difdain. Pallet piqued at his contemptuous 
manner, alked, ♦* if he would not go and fee tVwa

CHAP. LXIIL 

Peregrine artfully foments a quarrel between 
and the phyfuian^ whd fight a duel on the 
parts. 

^T^ H E painter betook hirafelf to the hoi 
JL the Flemifh Rapliael, and the reft c 
•company went back to their lodgings ; whei 
young gentleman, taking the advantage of 
alone with the phyfician, recapitulated a] 
affronts he had fuftained from the painter 
tulance, aggravating every circumftance c 
difgrace, and advifing him, in the capacitj 
friend, to take care of his honour, which 
not fail to fuffer in the opinion Of the woi 
he allowed himfelf to be infulted with impi 
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by one fo much bis inferior in wery degree of 
confideration. 

The phyficlan afllired him, that Pallet had 
hitherto efcaped chaftifement, by being deemed 
an objeft unworthy his refentment, and in con- 
fideration of the wretch's family, for which his 
compaffion was interefted ; but that repeated 
injuries would inflame the moft benevolent dif-« 
pofition : and although he could find no prece- 
dent of duelling among the Greeks and Romans, 
whom he confidered as the patternsvof demeanour. 
Pallet fhould no longer avail himfelf of his vene- 
ration for the ancients, but be puniflied for the 
very next offence he fhould commit. 

Having thus fpirited up the do<9x)r to a rcfolu- 
tion from which he could not decently fwerve, 
our adventurer aSed the incendiary with the other 
party alfo ; giving him to under ftand, that the 
phyfician treated his charadier .with fuch con- 
tempt, and behaved to him with fuch infolence, 
as no gentleman ought to bear : that for his own 
part, he was every day put out of countenance by 
their mutual aniinofity, which appeared in no- 
thing but vulgar expreflions, more becoming ihoe- 
boys and oyfter-women than men of honour and 
education; and therefore he fhould be obliged,

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!that his antagonift was no He(^or, and that he

^running the leaft perfonal rifle. Animated by this 
afFurance, our fecond Rubens fet the trumpet eft 
defiance to his mouth, fwore he valued not his 
life a rufli, when his honour was concerned, and 
intreated Mr. Pickle to be the bearer of a chal- 
lenge, which he would inftantly conunit to 
writing. 

The mifchievous fomentor highly applauded 
•this manifeftation of courage, by which he was 
at liberty to cultivjate his friendfhip and fociety ; 
hut declined the office of carrying the bi41et, that 
his tendernefs of Pallet's reputation might not he 
mifmterpreted into an officious defire of promot- 
ing quarrels. At the fame time he reconmiendod 
Tom Pipes, not only as a very proper meflenger 
^n this occafion, but alfo as a trufty fecond in the 
field. The magnanimous painter took his advice, 
and retiring to his chamber, pena'd a challenge 
An thefe .terms*

This refolute defiance, after having been fub- 
mitted- to the perufal,. and honoured with the ap- 
probation of our youth, was committed to the 
charge of Pipes, who," according to his orders, 
delivered it in- the afternoon ; and brought for 
anfwer, that the phyficia» would attend him at 
the appointed time and place; The challenger was 
evidently difcompofed at the unexpected news of 
this acceptance, and ran about the houfein great 
diforder,. in queft of Peregrine, to beg his further 
advice and afliftance ; but under ftanding that the 
youth was engaged in private with his adverfar}> 
he began to fufpecl fome collufion, and curfed 
lurafeU for his- folly and precipitation^ He even 
entertained fome thoughts of retracSing his invi- 
tation, and fubmitting to the triumoh of his an- 
tagonift : but before he would (loop to this op- 
probrious condefcenfion, he refolved to try another 
expedient- which might be the means of faving^ 
both his. chara6ber and perfon. In this hope he 
vifited Mr. Joiter, and very gravely defired he 
woiild be fo good as to undertake the office of hi* 
fecond, in a duel which he was to fight that even-- 
ing with the phyfician. 

The governor, inilead of anfwering his ex- 
peftation, in exprefling fear and concern, andT 
breaking forth into exclamations of " Good 
God I gentlemen, what d'ye mean ? You fhair. 
not murther one another while it is in my power 
to prevent your purpofe. I will go direflly ta 
the. governor of the place,, who fhall interpofe his*^

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authority.** — I fay, inftead of thefc and other 
friendly menaces of prevention, Jolter heard the 
propofal with the mo ft phlegmatic tranquillity, 
and excufed himfelf from accepting the honour 
he intended for him, on account of his charadler 
and fituation, which would not permit him to 
be concerned in any fuch rencounters. Indeed 
this mortifying reception was owing to a previous 
hint^ from Peregrine, who, dreading fome fort of 
interruption from his governor, had made him 
acquainted with his defign, and alfurcd him, that 
the affair (hould not be brought to any dangerous: 
iffue. 

Thus difappointed, the dejefted challenger was 
overwhelmed with perplexity and difmay ; and in 
the terrors of death or mutilation, refolved to 
deprecate the wrath of his enemy, and conform 
to any fubmiflion he fhould propofe; when he 
was accidentally encountered by our adventurer, 
^who, with demonftrations of infinite fatisfacftion^ 
told him in confidence, that his billet had thrown 
the dodlof into an agony of conftemation ; that 
his acceptance of his challenge was a mere effort 
of defpair, calculated to confound the ferocity

Pallet's fpirits, that were funk to dejedlion, rofe 
at this encouragement to all the infoleiice of 
triumph ; he again declaring his contempt of 
danger, and his piftols being loaded and accom- 
modated with new flints, by his truHy armour- • 
bearer, he waited, without flinching, for the hour 
©f battle* 

On the firft approach of twilight, fomebody 
knocked at his door, and Pipes having opened 
k at his defire, he heard the voice of his antago- 
nift pro^iounce, ** Tell Mr. Pallet, that I ami 
going to the place of apppintmeiit.'* The painter 
was was not a little furprifed at this anticipation^ 
which fo ill agreed with the information he had 
feceived from Pickle ; and his concern beginning 
to recur, he fortified himfelf with a large bumper 
of brandy, which, however, did not overcome 
the anxiety of his thoughts* Never thelefs, he 
fet out on the expedition with hi» fecond, betwixt 
whom and himfelf the following dialogue paffed^ 
in their way to the ramparts. <* Mr. Pipes» 
(faid the painter, with difordered accent) me- 
thinks the doftor was in a peftilent hurry with i 
that meflage of his.*' " Ey, ey, (anfwered Tom) 
I do fuppofe he longs to be foul of you." " What I 
(replied the other) d'ye think he thirfts after my 
my blood ? ** To be (iire a does," (faid Pipes^ 
thrufting a large quid of tobacco in his cheek,.- 
with great deliberation). " If that be the cafe, 
(cried Pallet, beginning to fhake) he is no bet- 
ter than a Cannibal, and no chriftian ought to 
fight him on equal footing." Tom obfervinghis 

L 4 . ^\w:i- 
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potion, eyed him with a frown of indignatioiTr 
*aying, ** You an't afraid, arc you ?'* ** God 
morbid! (replied the challenger, fiammering with 
fear) What {houM I be alraid of? The worft 
he can do is to take my life, and then he'll be 
anfwerable both to God and man for the murder; 
Don't you think he will ?" ** 1 think no fuch 
matter (anfwered the fecond), if fo be as how he 
puts a brace of bullets through your bows, and 
kills you fairly, it is no more murder than if I 
was to bring down a noddy from the main top- 
fail yard/* By this time Pallet's teeth chattered 
with fuch violence, that he could fcarce pro- 
nounce this reply. " Mr. Tjpomas, you feem to 
make very light of a man's life ; but I truft in 
the Almighty, I fliall not be fo eafily brought 
down. Sure many a man has fought a duel, 
wit out lofing his life. Do you imagine that I 
run fiuh a hazard of falling by the hand of my 
adverfary?" " You may, or you may not, (faid 
the unconcerned Pipes) juft as it happens. What 
then ? Death is a debt that every man owes, 
according to the fong ; and if you fet foot to 
foot, I think one of you muft go to pot." " Foot 
to foot ! (exclaimed the terrified painter) that's 
downright butchery ; and I'll be damn'd before 
J fight any man on earth in fuch a barbarous 
way. What ! d'ye take me to be a favage beaft ?" 
This declaration he made while they afcended 
the ramparts. His attendant perceiving the phy- 
fician and his fecond at the diftance of an hun- 
dred paces before them, gave him notice of their 
appearance, and advifed him to make ready, and 
behave like a man. Pallet in vain endeavoured to 
conceal his pannic, which dif covered itfelf in an 
univerfal trepidation of body, and the lamentable 

tone 
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tone in which lie anfwered this exhortation of 
Pipes,, faying, " Fdp behave hke a man ; butyoi* 
would have me aft the part of a brute. Are they 
coming this way ?*' When Tom told him that 
they had faced about, and admoniftied him to ad- 
vance, the nerves of his arm refufed their office,, 
he could not hold out his piftol, and inflead of 
going forward, retreated with an-infenfibili'ty of 
motion ; till Pipes, placing himfelf in the rear^. 
fet his own. back to that of his principal, ancT 
fwore he fliould not budge an inch farther ia that 
dire<Sion. 

While the valet thus tutared the painter, hi*- 
mafter enjoyed the terrors of the phyfician, which 
were more ridiculous than thofe of Pallet, be- 
caufe he was- more intent upon difguifing them^ 
His declaration, to Pickle in.- the morning, wouldL" 
not fuffer him to dart any objeftions when he re- 
ceived the challenge ; and finding that the young, 
gentleman made ik> offer of mediating the affair> 
bu^ rather congxatulated him on the occafion^. 
when he communicated the painter's billet, all his 
efforts confifted in oblique hints, and general re-* 
fleflions upon the abfurdity of duelling, which was 
firfl introduced among civilized nations, by the; 
barbarous Huns and Longobards* He likcwife. 
pretended to ridicule the ufe of fire-arms, which- 
confounded all the diflinftions of fkill and addrefs,^ 
and deprived a combatant of tlie opportunity of. 
fignalizing his perfonal prowefs. . 

Pickle affented to the juftnefs of hisobferva- 
tions ; but at the fame time reprefented the ne- 
ceffity of complying with the cuftoms of the worlds 
(ridiculous as they were), on which a man's ho-- 
nour and reputation depend. So that, feeing na^ 
hopes of profiting by that artifice, ther rcpubli- 

L 5 can's 
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can's agitation became more and more remarkable; 
and he propofed in plain terms, that they fhould 
contend in armour, like the combatants of 
ancient days ; for it was but reafonable, that 
they (hoiild praftife the manner of fighting, 
fince they adopted the difpofition of thofe iron 
times. 

Nothing could have afforded more diverfion to 
our hero, than the fight of two fuch duellifts^ 
cafed in iron ; and he wiOied that he had pro- 
mofed the quarrel in BrufTels, where he could 
have hired the armour of Charles the fifth, and 
the valiant duke of Parma, for their accommo- 
dation ; but as there was no poflibility of fur- 
nilhing them cap-a-pee at Antwerp, he j>erfuaded 
him to conform to the modern ufe of the fwordy 
and meet the painter on his own terms ; and fu- 
fpeftin^that his fear would fupply him with other 
cxcufes for declining the combat, he comforted 
him with Ibme diftant infinuacions, to the preju- 
dice of his adverfary's courage, which would, in 
all probability^ evaporate, before any mifchief 
could happen. 

Notwithftanding this encouragement, he could 
not fupprefs the reluctance with which he \vent 
to the field, and call many a wiftiful look over his^ 
left fhouldef, to fee whether or not his adverfary 
was at his heels. When by the advice of his fe- 
cond, he took poffefiion of the ground, and turned 
about with his face ta the enemy, it was not fa 
dark, but that Peregrine could perceive the un- 
ufual palenefs of his countenance, and the fweat 
flanding irt larg^ drops upon his forehead ; nay 
there was a manifeft diforder in his fpeech, when 
he regretted his w^nt of the Pila and Parma, with 
which he Would have made a i?attling nmfe, to 

a&onilb 
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^onifh his foe, in fpringing forward, and fing« 
ing the hymn to battle, in the manner of the 
ancients. 

In the mean time, obfe.rving the hefitation of 
his antagonift, who^ far from advancing, feemed 
to recoil, and even ftruggle with hi& fecond, he 
gueffed the fituation of the painter's thoughts ; 
and coHe£iing all the manhood that he pofleiTed, 
feized the opportunity of profiting by his enemy's 
conflernation. Striking his fword and piilol 
togetlier, he advanced in a fort of trot, raifing a 
loud howl, in which he repeated, in lieu of the 
Spartan fong, part of the ftrophe from one of 
Pindar's Pythia, beginning with ek theon gar ma-* 
kanat pafai Broteais aretais^ 8cc. This imitation 
of the Greeks had all the defired effed upon the 
painter, who feeing the phyfician running to«r 
wards him like a fury, with a piftol in his riglxt 
hand, which was extended, and hearing the 
dreadful yell he uttered, and the out^andifh words 
he pronoimced, was feized with a univerfal palfy 
of his limbs. He would have dropped dowa 
upon the ground, had not Pipes fupported 
and encouraged him to ftand upon his defence* 
The do£lor, contrary to his expedlation, finding 
that he had not flinched from the fpot, though 
he had now performed one half of his career, put 
in pra6i:ice his laft effort, by firing his piflol, the 
noife of which no fooner reached tlie ears of tlie 
affrighted painter, than he recommended his foul 
to God, and roared far mercy with great vocife-- 
ration. 

The republican, overjoyed at this excFamation^ 
commanded him to yield, and furrender his arms^ 
on pain of immediate death ; upon which he 
threw away liis piftoJs and fword» ia fpite of all 
, L 6 the 
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& admonitions and even threats of his fecond, 
who left him to his fate, and went up to his maf- 
ter, flopping his nofe with figns of loathing and 
abhorrence. 

The vidlor having w^on the Spolia Opiroa, 
granted him his life, on condition that he would 
on his knees fupplicate his pardon, acknowledge 
himfelf inferior to his conqueror in every virtue 
and qualification, and promife for the future to 
merit his favour by fubmiflion and refped. Thefe 
infolent terms were readily embraced by the un- 
fortunate challenger, who fairly owned, that he 
was not at all calculated for the purpofes of war, 
and that henceforth he would contend with no 
weapon but his pencil. He begged with great hu- 
fQility, that Mr. Pickle would not think the worfe 
of his morals for this defed: of courage, which 
was a natural infirmity inherited from his father, 
and fufpend his opinion of his talents, until he 
fhould have an opportunity of contemplating the 
charms of his Cleopatra, which would be finiihed 
in lefs than three months. 

Our hero obferved with an affefted air of dif- 
pleafure, that no man could be juftly condemned 
for being fubje£l to the impreffions of fear ; and 
therefore his cowardice might eafily be forgiven r 
but there was fomething fa prefumptuous, dif- 
honefl and difingenuous, in arrogating a quality 
to which he knew he had not the fmalleft pre- 
tenfion, thafhe could not forget his mifbehaviour 
all at once, though he would condefcend to com- 
municate with hun as formerly, in hopes of fee- 
ing a reformation in his conduft. Pallet pro- 
telted, that there was no diflimulation in the 
cafe ; for he was ignorant of his own wedoiefs, 
until his refolution was put to the trial : be £uth- 

5 fu% 
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ftiHy promifed to demean himfelf, during the re^ 
maining part of the tour, with that confciouf 
snodefty and 'penitence which became a perfon in 
his condition ; and, for the prefent, implored the 
afliftance of Mr. Pipes, in diferabarraffing' him 
from the difagreeable confequence of his fear. 

CHAP. LXIV, 

The Do5ldr exults in his viSfory, TI)ey fet out for 
Rotterdam, where they are entertained by twa 
DMioh gentlemen in a yatchy which ii overturned 
in the Maeze, to the manifejl hazard of the pain* 
Ur*s life. They fpend the evening with their 
tntertain.rSy and next dayMfn a cabinet of cu^ 
rioftiei. 

TOM was accordingly ordered to miniflep 
to his occafions ; and the conqueror, elated 
with his fuccefs, which he in a great meafure at- 
tributed to his manner of attack, and the hyma 
which he howled, told Peregrine, that he was 
pow convinced of the truth of what Pindar fung 
in thefe words, affa. de me pephileke Zeus^ atuzontai 
Boon Pieridsn aionta j for he had no fooner De- 
gun to repeat the mellifluent ftrains of that di- 
vine poet, than die wretch his antagonift was 
confounded, and his nerves unftrung. 

On their return to the inn, he expatiated on 
the prudence and tranquillity of his own beha- 
viour, and afcribed the-confternation of Pallet to 
the remembrance of fome crime that lay heavy 
upon his conlcience : for^ in his opinioni a man. 
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of virtue and common fenfe could not poflibfy* 
be afraid of death, which is not only the peace- 
ful harbour that receives him (battered on the 
tempeftuous fea of life, but alfo the eternal feal 
of his fame and glory, which it is np longer in 
his power to forfeit and forego. He lamented 
his fate, in being doorned to live in fuch degene- 
rate days, when war ^f* become a mercenary 
trade ; and ardently wiflied, that the day would 
come, when he fhould have fuch an opportunity 
of fignalizing his courage in the caufe of liberty, 
as that of Marathon, where a|i handful of Athe* 
nians, fighting for their freedom, defeated the 
whole ftrength of the Perfian empire. • " Would 
to heaven ! (faid he) my mufe were blefTed with 
an occafion to emulate that glorious teftlmony 
on the trophy in Cyprus, ere6led by Cimon, for 
two great viftories gained on the fame day over 
the Perfians by fea and land ; in which it is very 
remarkable, that the greatnefs of the occafion 
has raifed the manner of exprefTion above the 
ufual fimplicity and modefty of all other ancient 
infcriptions/* He then repeated it with all the 
pomp of declamation, and fignified his hope, 
that the French woilld one day invade us with 
fuch an army as that which Xerxes led into 
Greece, that it might be in his power to devote 
himfelf, like Leonidas, to the freedoni of his 
country. 

This memorable combat being thus deter- 
mined, and every thing that was remarkable in 
Antwerp furveyed, they fent their baggage down 
tTie Scheld to Rotterdam, and fet out for the 
fame place in a poft- waggon, which that fame 
evening brought them in fafety to the banks of 
Ae Maeze. They put up at an Engliih. houfe 
^' of 
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of entertainment, remarkable for the modeffy 
and moderation of the landlord ; and next morn- 
ing the dodlor went in perfon, to deliver letters 
of recommendation to two Dutch gentlemen, 
from one of his acquaintance at Paris. Neither 
of them happened to be at home when he called ; 
fo that he left a meffage at their lodgings, with 
his addrefe ; and in the afternoon they waited 
upon the company, and after many hofpitable 
profeflions, one of the two invited them to fpend 
the evening at his houfe. 

Mean while they had provided a pleafure- 
yatch, in which they propofed to treat them with 
an excurfion upon the Maeze. This being al- 
moft the only diverfion that place affords, our 
young gentleman relifhed the propofal ; and not- 
withftanding the reraonftrances of Mr. Jolter,^ 
who declined the voyage on account of the 
loughnefs of the -weather, they went on board 
without hefitation, and found a collation pre- 
pared in the cabfcin. While they tacked to and 
fro in the river, under the impulfe of a mackerel 
breeze, the phyfician exprefled his fatisfa6lion> 
and Pallet was ravifhed with the entertainment.. 
But the wind increafing, to the unfpeakable joy 
of the Dutchmen, who had now an opportunity 
of fhewing their dexterity in the management of 
the veflcl, the guefls found it inconvenient to 
ftand upon deck, and impoflible to fit below, on 
account of the clouds of tobacco fmoke which 
rolled from the pipes of their entertainers, in fuch 
volumes as aimoyed them even to the hazard 
of fufFocation, This fumigation, together with 
the extraordinary motion of the fbip, began ta 
aflfeft the head and ftomach of the painter, who 
begg'd eameftly to be fet on fliore : but the 
7 * "S^xixO^ 
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Dutch gentlemen, who had no idea, of his fuf*-. 
ferings, infifted, with furprifing obflinacy of re- 
gard, upon his flaying until he (hould fee an in- 
ftance of the fkill of their mariners ; and bring- 
ing him on deck, commanded the men to carry 
the veflers lee gun-wale under water. This 
nicety of navigation they inftantly performed, to 
the admiration of Pickle, the difcompofure of the 
do£lor, and terror of Pallet, who blefled himfelf 
from the courtefy of a Dutchman, and prayed ta 
Heaven for his deliverance. 

While the Hollanders enjoyed the reputation 
of tliis feat, and the diflrefs of the painter at the. 
fame time, the yatch was overtaken by a fudden 
fquall, that overfet her in a. moment, and flung, 
every man overboard into the Maeze^ befotre they, 
could have the leaft warning of their fate, much, 
lefs, time to provide againft the accident. Pere- 
grine, who was an expert fwimmer, reached the. 
Ihofe in fafety ; the phyfician, in the a'gonies of 
defpair, laid faft hold on tlie trunk-breeches of 
one of the men, who dragged him to the othet 
fide ; the entertainers landed at the bomb-keys,, 
fmoking their pipes all tlie way with great deli- 
beration ; and the poor painter mufl: have gone 
to the bottom, had not he been encountered by 
the cable of a fhip, that lay at anchor near the 
fcene of their difafter.- Though his fenfes. had 
fbrfaken him, his hands fattened by inftin<ft oiv 
this providential occurrence, wliich lie held with 
fuch a convulfive gralp, that when a. boat, was 
lent out to bring him on. fhorc, it was with the 
utmoft difficulty that his fingers were difen- 
gaged. Hie was carried into a houfe, de- 
prived of the ufe of fpeech, and bereft, of all 
tnfatioA ; and being fufpcnded by the heels, 2u 

vaft 
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vaft quantity of water ran out of his mouth* 
This evacuation being made, he began to utter 
dreadful groans,, which gradually increafed to a 
continued roar ; and after he had regained the 
ufe of his fenfes, he underwent a delirium that 
lafted feveral hours. As for the treaters, they 
never dreamed of expreffing the lead concern to 
Pickle or the phyfician for what had happened, 
becaufe it was an accident fo conunon, as to 
pafs without notice. 

Leaving the care of the veffel to the feamen, 
the company retired to their refpeSive lodgings, 
in order to ftiift their cloaths ; and in the even- 
ing our travellers were conduced to the houfe of 
their new friend, who, with a view of making 
his invitation the more agreeable, had affemblcdy 
to the number of twenty or thirty Englifhmen,. 
of all ranks and degrees, from the merchant to 
the periwig-maker's prentice. 

In the midft of this congregation flood a 
chafing-difli with live coals, fo-r the convenience 
of lighting their pipes, and every individual was 
accommodated with a fpitting-box. There was 
not a mouth in the apartment unfurnifhed with. 
a tube, fo that they refembled a convocation of 
Chimeras breathing fire and fmoke ; and our 
gentlemen were fain to imitate their example in 
their own defence. It is not to be fuppofed that 
the converfation was either very fprlghtly or po- 
lite ; the whole entertainment was of the Dutch 
caft, frowzy and phlegmatic : and our adven- 
turer, as he returned to his lodging, tortured 
with the head-ach, and difgufted with every 
circumftance of his treatment, curfed the hour 
in which the doftor had faddled them with fuch 
troublefome companions. 

Next 
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Next morning by eight o'clock, thefe polite 
Hollanders returned the vlfit, and after break- 
faft, attended their Er^lifh friends to the houfe 
of a perfon that poffeTled a very curious cabinet 
of curiofities, to which they had fecured our 
company's admiffion. The owner of this col- 
le(Sion was a cheefemonger, who received them 
in a woollen night-cap, with flraps buttonel 
imder his chin. As he underftood no language 
but his own, he told them, by the canal of one 
o£ their conducElors, that he did not make a 
praftice of (hewing his curiofities ; but under- 
llanding that they '.vere Engliihmen, and recom- 
mended to his friends, he was content to fubmit 
them to their perufal. So faying, he led them 
up a dark ftair, into a fmall room, decorated 
with a few paltry figures in plaifter of Paris, two 
or three miferable landfcapes, the fkins of an 
otter, feal, and fome fifties fluffed -; and in one 
corner flood a glafs-cafe, furniftied with newts, 
frogs, lizzards, and ferpents, preferved in fpirits ; 
a human foetus, a calf with two heads, and 
about two dozen of butterflies, pinned upoa 
paper. 

The virtuofo having exhibited thefe particu* 
hirs, eyed the ftrangers with a look folic i ting ad- 
miration and applaufe ; and as he could not per- 
ceive any fymptom of either, in their geflures 
or countenances, withdrew a curtain, and diC- 
played a wainfcot chefl of drawers, in which he 
gave them to underftand, was fomething that 
would agreeably amufe the imagination. Our 
travellers, regaled with this notice, imagined 
that they would be entertained with the fight of 
fome curious medals, or other produftions of 
antiquity ; but how were they difappointed, 

when 
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vrhen they faw notliing^but a variety of fhells^ 
difpofed in whimfical figures, in each drawer I 
After he had detained them. full two hours witli 
a tedious commentary upon the Ihape, fize and 
colour of each department, he, with a fuperci- 
lioas fimper,, defired that the Enghfli gentlemen 
would Frankly and candidly declare, whether his 
cabinet, or that of Mynheer Sloane, at London^ 
was the moft valuable. When this requeft was 
fignified in Englifh to the company, the painter 
inftantly exclaimed, "By the Lard! they are 
not to be named of a day. And as for that mat- 
ter, I- would • not give one corner of Saltero's 
Goflfee-houfe, at Chelfea,. for all the trafh he 
hath fhewn." Peregrine, unwilling to mortify 
any perfon who had done his endeavour to pleafe 
him, obferved, that what he had feen was very 
curious and entertaining ; but that no private 
colleflion in Europe was equal to that of Sir 
Hans Sloane, which, exclufive of prefents, had 
coft a# hundred thoufand pounds. The two 
conduftors were confounded at this afleveration^ 
which being communicated to the cheefe-monger, 
he (hook his head with a fignificant grin ; and 
though he did not chufe to exprefs his incredulity 
in words, gave our hero to underftand, that he 
did not much depend upon his veracity.

BEING jolne3 by their fellow-travellers, in 
the morning, they made a tour to all the 
jremarkable places in this celebrated village ; faw 
the foundery, the Stadthoufe, the Spinhuys, 
Vauxhall, and count Bentinck's gardens, and in 
the evening Virent to the French comedy, which 
was direded by a noted Harlequin, who had 
found means to flatter the Dutch tafle fo effec- 
tually, that they extolled him as the greatcfl a6lor 
that ever appeared in the province of Holland. 
This famous company did not reprefent regular 
theatrical pieces, but only a fort ol impromptu's, 
in which this noted player always performed the 
•greateft part of the entertainment. Among 
other fallies of wit that efcaped him, there 
was one circumftance fo remarkably adapted to 
the difpofition and genius of his audience, that 
it were pity to pafs it over in filence. A wind- 
mill being exhibited on the fcene, Harlequin, 
after havmg furveyed it with curiofity and ad- 
miration, a(ks of one of the millers, the ufe of 
that macliine ; and being told^ tliat it was a 
^ifldaiin> obferves with lome concern, that as 

there 
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there was not the lead breath of wind, he coul J not 
have the pleafure of feeing it turn round. Urged 
by this confideration, he puts himfelf into the at- 
titude of a perfon wrapt in profound meditation ^ 
and having continued a few feconds in this 
poilure, runs to the miller with great eagemefs 
and joy, and telling him that he had found an 
expedient to make his mill work, very fairly un- 
buttons his breeches : then prefenting his pofte- 
riors to the fails of the machine, certam explofions 
are immediately heard, and the arms of the mill 
begin to turn round, to the infinite fatisfadion 
of the fpedlators, who approve the joke with 
loud peals of applaufe. 

Our travellers flayed a few days at the Hague, 
during which the young gentleman waited on the 
Britifti ambaCFador, to whom he vsras recom* 
-fnended by his excellency at Paris, and lofl about 
thirty guineas at billiards to a French adventurer, 
who decoyed him into the fnare by keeping up 
his game. Then they departed in a pofl-waggon 
for Amllerdam, being provided with letters of 
introdudion to an Englifh merchant refiding in 
that city, under whofe aufpices they vifited every 
thing worth feeing, and among other excurfions 
went to fee a Dutch tragedy adled ; an enter- 
tainment which, of all others, had the flrangeft 
efFe£l upon the organs of our hero ; the drefs of 
their chief perfonages was fo antick, their man- 
ner fo awkwardly abfiird, and their language fo 
ridiculoufly unfit for conveying the fentiments of 
love and honor, that Peregrine's nerves were 
diuretically affefted with the complicated abfiir- 
dity, and he was compelled to withdraw twenty 
times before the cataftrophe of the piece.

ftory of Scipio's continence and virtue, in 
ring the fair captive to her lover.

^ian, in a burgo-mader's gown and a fur cap« 
g fmoking his pipe at a table furnifiied with 
I of beer, a drinking-glafs, and a plate of to- 
) : the lady was fuch a pcrfon as Scipio might 
vyell be fuppofed to give away, without any 

effort of generofity ; : and indeed the Celti- 
n prince feemed to be of that opinion ; for, 

receiving her from the hand of the vidor, 
fcovered none of thofetranfports of grati- 
and joy which Livy defer ibes in recounting 
event. Tiie Dutch Scipio, however, was 
>laifant enough in his way ; for he defired 
:o fit at his I right hand, by the appellation 
7 frow^ and with his own fingers fillings a 

pipe, prefented it to Myneer Allucio the 
3ver. The reft of the oeconomy of the piece 
in the fame tafte ; which was fo agreeable to 
udience, that they feemed to have fhaken off 

natural phlegm, in order to applaud the per- 
ance. 

om the play our company adjourned to the 
; of their friend, where they {pent the even- - 

and the converfation turning upon poetry, 
itchman who was prefent, and under ftood 
inglifh language, having liftened very atten- 
i to the difcourfe, lifted up with both hands 
reateft part of a Chefhire cheefe that lay upon 
table, faying, ** I do know vat is boetre. 
\ brotre be a great boet, and" ave vrought a 

as dick as all dat." Pickle, diverted with 
nethod of eftimating an author, according to 
quantity of his works, inquired about the 
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fubjc£ls of this bard's writings ; but of thefe hU 
brother could give no account, or other informa-r 
tion, but that there was little market for the cora- 
inodity, which hung heavy upon his hands, and 
induced him to wim lie had applied himfelf to 
another trade. 

The only remarkable fcene in Amfterdam, 
which our company had not feen, was the Spuyl 
or mufic-houfes, which, by the connivance of 
the magiftrates, are maintained for the recreation 
of thofe who might attempt the chaftity of credit- 
able women, it they were not provided with 
fuch conveniences. To one of thefe iiight-houfes

circle, within which fome of the number danced 
to the mufick of a fcurvy organ and a few other 
inftruments, that uttered tunes very fuitable to 
the difpofition of the hearers, while the whole 
apartment was fhrouded with clouds of fmoke 
impervious to the^view. When our gentlemen 
entered, the floor was occupied by two females 
and their gallants, who, in the performance of 
their exercife, lifted their legs like fo many oxen 
at plough ; and the pipe of one of thofe hoppers 
happening to be exhaufled, in the midft of his 
farabrahd, he very deliberately drew forth his 
tobacco-box, filling and lighting it again, with- 
out any interruption to the dance. Peregrine be- 
ing unchecked by the prefence of his governor, 
who was too tender of his own reputation to 
attend them in this expedition, made up to a

her to the other fide of the ro«m. Our adven*- 
turer, who was not a man to put up with tuch,?i 
brutal affront, followed the raviflier with indigo 
nation in hi^ eytes; and pufliing him oh one fide, 
netooU .die Tubjeftiof thdr conteft, and led her 
back to ihe plakre from ^vhence (he had been dra^ 
gedv The Dutchman, enraged at the yotith's 
prefin^apfion, 'obfeyed l:he firift diftate^ of his chbleis 
md lent Ws rivd 2^ hearty box ori the ear ; whicB 
was immefildteiy repaid with intereft, brfore our 
aefoxould redolied^ Unifelf fufficiently to Irfy hi^ 
aand upon his fWord^ and beckon the aggreflbr 
io the d66r. ' ^ 

Notwitfaftahding the confiifion and diforder 
Tvrhich this afikir produced in the room, and th^ 
mdeavours of Pickle's company, who int^rpofed^ 
n order to prevent bloodftied^ the amtagonift^ 
cached the ftrect ; and Peregrine drawing, wa# 
lirprifed to fee the captain advance againit him 
vith a long knife, which he prefibrred to the fvvdrd 
hat hung by his fidd. The youth, confounded 
it this prq)ofterous behaviour, defired him, in 
he French tdngu^, to lay afide that, vulgar im^- 
^leizient, and approach like a gentleman : but the

-nor would have complied with his demand had 
he been made acquainted with his meamng« ruflied

tifm;; .and^proceeded to fuch a degree of mutu^ 
reviling, ¥that Pickle, afhamed andincenled at his 
fellowitrav«llcf<s want of urbanity, efpoufed the 
dther'« caufe, and openly rebuked him for his un- 
;inanncfly petulance, which (h^ faid) rendered him 
unfit' for the purpofes, and unworthy of the bene- 
.fit of fociety. This unexpefied declaraticm over- 
whdmedthe doflor with amazement and confu- 
£c;^; he was inftantaneoufly deprived of his Speech, 
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lEfid during the remaining; part of the partie, fat

The next objed of his^ttention wasJMwiJHIfer, 
who was honoured with particidair imarks of dif)^> 
tindioh^ and the repeated promlfe of enjoying 
the living in his gift; as an ackn^edgnidit^ 
the care and difcretion with which he hJd fttpev-i 
intended the education and morals of our hero; *

that his filler w^.brought toi bed. 

eiiUQ^lelhey weie thus bewildered in the mtzt 
o^ilhdirown ima^nations, a (Company of counr 
ttvmen, who ht dfinktng in the kitchen, and 
i^no(e*ls^s v^ese more ready than tbeir invention,, 
faUicid ioul t» know the meaning of theie e^diibi* 
tions.

nent danger) and the.jiirhQie family^ uot dif^rder: 
he therefore took the reins of government in his 
own hands, fent for all the phyficians in the 
neighbourhood^ and attended him in perfon with 
the moft affeftionate care, during the whole fit, 
which lafied a fortnight, and then retired before 
the ftrength of his conftitution. 

When the old gentleman recovered his health, 
he was fo penetrated with Peregrine's behaviour,

'Nor W2^ Peregrine himfelf aduated by the fanw 
iinreferved aflfeftion for the foldiet", which he 
had -formerly ^nt^rtained^ Gedfr^ over and 
above the offence he had taken at Ptekle's oraif-

At the inih when th^ aligbted jfor dinifer^ 
Oodfficy per<^eived a perfen WalMr^ by Mmfelf 
m the yard, with a very penfive ai^j aftid up^fi 
^ferviflg him mc>re WSi^rr6Wly, recogiaized by 
«o be a profefled gamefter, whom he ha4 fdt- 
merly known at Tunbridge. Oii the ftrcufgflf 
of this a(^«aitttai^ce, heaccofted the peripatetic, 
who knew him immediately; and in the ful- 
nefs of his grief and vexation, told him, that he 
wfe now on his retui^n from Bslth^ whfere he had 
been ftripped by a company of fcarpers, who re- 
fented that h6 fhould pifeftime to trade upon his 
6Wn bottom.

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ftgents in all the different iMranches of impofitioit 
throughout the whole kingdom of England, al- 
lowing thefe miniilers a certain proportion of th6 
profits accruing from their indultry and {kill, and 
feferving the greateft Ihare for the benefit of the 
conunon ftock, which was chargeable with the 
cxpence of fitting out individuals in their various 
purfuits, as well as with the lofs fuftained in the 
courfe of their adventures* Some, whofe per- 
fons and qualifications are by the company judged 
adequate to the tafk, exert their talents in mak- 
ing love to ladies of -fortune, being accommo- 
dated with money and accoutrements for that pur- 
pofe, after having given their bonds payable to 
one or other of the direSors, on the day of mar- 
riage, for certain fums, proportioned to the 
dowries they are to receive. Others, verfed in 
the doftrine of chantes, and certain fecret expe- 
dients, frequent all thofe places where games of 
hazard are allowed ; and fuch as are mailers in 
the arts of billiards, tennis and bowls, are con- 
tinually lying in wait, in all the fcenes of thefe 
diverfions, for the ignorant and unwary. A fourth 
xrlafs attend horfe- races, being (killed in thofe* 
myfterious praSices, by which the knowing-ones 
are taken in. Nor is this community unfumiftied 
with tliofe who lay wanton wives and old rich 
widows under contribution, and extort money, 
by proftituting themfelves to the embraces of 
their own fex, and then tlireatening their ad-, 
mirers with profecution. But their moft im- 
portant returns are made by that body of their 
undertakers who exercife their iinderftandings in

Godfrey thus conquered,' pretended to lofc his 
temper, curfed his own ill luck, fwore that the 
table had a caft, and that the balls did not run 
true, changed his mafl, and, with great warmth^ 
challenged his enemy to double the fum. The 
gamefter with feigned relu<Stafice, complied with 
his defire ; and having got the firft two hazards^ 
offered to lay one hundred guineas to fifty on the 
game. The odds were taken ; and Godfrey hav-

fury of his indignation, defied iiis antagonifl: to 
meet him to-morrow, \Vhen he (hould be FefreQied 
from the fatigue of travelling.

Gauntfet went home to his lodgings, fully cer?

TH E fame of their exploit againft the fliarp-

If our liero, in the long-room, chanced to 
quit one of the moralift^, with whom he had 
been engaged in converfation, he was immediately 
accofted by a number of the oppofite faftion, 
who, with ironical fmiles, upbraided him with 
cruelty to the poor lady he had left, exhorted' 
him to have compaffion on her fufFerings; and 
turning their eyes towards the ohjeft of their 
interceffion, broke forth into an univerfal peal of 
laughter^ On the other liand, when Peregrine, 
in confequence of having danced with one of the 
minors over-night, vifited her in the morning, 
the Flatonifts immediately laid hold on the oc.ca- 
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fion^ talked their ima^natioiiSy allbciated icfeaSf 
and with iage infinuations retailed a thoufand ctr- 
cumftances of the interview, which never had 
any foundation in truth. They obferved, that if 
girls are determined to behave vrith fuch indifcre- 
potij they muft lay their accounts ^th incur* 
rmg the cenfure of the world ; that (he in quef- 
tion was old enough to ad more circumfpedly ; 
and wondered that her mother would permit 
^y young fellow to approach the chamber, while 
ber daughter was naked in bed. As for the fer- 
vants peeping through the key-hole, to be fure. 
it was an unlucky accident; but people ought 
to be upon their guard againft fuch curiout}% 
and give tlieir domeftics no caufe to employ their 
penetration. Thefe, and other fuch refle6lions, 
were occafionally whifpered asfecrets among thofe 
who were known to be communicative ; fo that, 
in a few hours, it became the general topic of 
difcourfe ; and as it had been divulged* under in- 
junctions of fecrecy, it was almoft impoflible to 
trace the fcandal^ to its origin ; becaufe every 
perfon concerned, muft have promulgated her 
own breach of truft, in difcovering her author of 
the report. 

Peregrine, inftead of allaying, rather exafpe- 
rated this contention, by an artful diftributioo 
of his attention among the competitors ; well 
knowing, that ftiould his regard be converged 
into one point, he would foon forfeit the plea- 
fure he enjoyed, in feeing them at variance ; for 
both parties would join againft the commc»i 
enemy, and his favourite would be perfecuted 
by the whole coalirion. He perceived, that 
amon^ the fecret agents of fcandJ, none were 
fo bu^ as the phyficians, a clafs of animals who 

live 
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live in this place, like fo many ravens hovering 
about a carcafe, and even ply for employment, 
like fcuUers at Hungerford fiairs. The greateft 
part of them have corre{jpondence in London, 
who make it their bufinefs to enquire into the 
hiftory, ch^rader, and diilemper of every one that 
repairs to Bath, for the benefit of the waters ; and 
if they cannot procure intereft to recommend 
their medical friends to thefe patients, before they 
(et out, they at leafl fumiOi them with a previous 
account of what they could colled, that their cot- 
refpondents may ufe this intelligence for their own 
advantage. By thefe means, and the afliftance of 
flattery and aflurance, they often infinuate thenl* 
ielves, into the acquaintance of {{rangers, and by 
confulting their difpofitions, become neceffary 
and fubfervient to their prevailing paflions. By 
their connexio'n with apothecaries and nurfes, they 
are informed of all the private occurrences in each 
family ; and therefore enabled to gratify the ran- 
cour of malice, amufe the fpleen of peevifh indif- 
pofition, and entertain the eagemefs of imperti* 
nent curiofity. 

In the courfe of thefe occupations, which fre- 
quently afFefted the reputation of our two adven- 
turers, this whole body fell under the difpleafure 
of our hero, who, after divers confultations with 
his friend, concerted a ftratagem, which was 
pra6tifed upon the faculty in this manner. Among 
thofe who frequented the pump-room, was an ola 
officer, whofe temper, naturally impatient, was, 
by repeaf'ed attacks of the gout, which had almoft 
deprived him of the ufe of his limbs, fublimated 
into a remarkable degree of virulence g^nd per- 
verfenefs ; he imputed the inveteracy of his dif- 
temper to the mal-pra^ce of a furgeon who had 
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idmin^ered to him, -while he laboured^inder tKe< 
confequences of an unfortunate amour '; and this 
fappofitioa had infpired him with an infurmount-t 
able antipathy to all the profeflbrs of the medical 
art, which was more and more confirmed- by the 
information of a friend at London, who had told 
him, that it was a common ptaflice -among the 
phyficians'at Bath, to difluade their patients from 
drinking the water, that the cure, and of con- 
iequence their attendance, might be longer pro^ 
traded. 

Thus prepoffeflfed, he had come to Bath, and^ 
conformable to a few general infl:ru£l:ions he had 
received, ufed the waters without any farther di- 
re£lion, taking all occaiions of manifefting hi» 
hatred and contempt of the fons of iEfculapius, 
both by fpoech and gefticulations, and even by 
purfuing a regimen quite contrary to that which 
he knew they prefcribed to others^ who feemed to 
be exa£ily in his condition. But he did not find 
his account in this method, how fuccefsful foever 
it may have been in other cafes. His complain ts^ 
inftead of vaniQiing, were every day more and 
more enraged \ and at length he was confined to 
his bed, where he lay blafpheming from morn to 
night, and from night to morn, though ftill more 
determined than ever to adiiere to his former 
maxims. 

In the midft of his torture, which was become 
the common joke of the town, being circulated 
through the induftry of the phyficians, who tri- 
umphed in his difafter ; Peregrine, by means of 
Mr. Pipes, employed a country- fellow, who had 
come to market, to run with great hafte, early 
one morning, to the lodgings of all tlie doftors 
in town, and defire them to attend the colone> 

with 
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Vrlth tAl imagmabk difpatch. In confequence of 
this fuinnons, the whole faculty put themfelvtCB 
ki motion ;. and three of the forcBaoft artiving at' 
the fame inftant of time, far from ownplimenting, 
one another with the door, each feparately cflayeA 
to enter, and the whole triumvirate ftuck in the^ 
paiTage.- While they remained thusr wedged to- 
gether, they defcried two of their brethren poft-^ ' 
mg towards the fame goal', with all the fpeed thafc 
God had enabled them to exert ; upon which they 
came to a parley, and agreed to ftand by one ano*- 
ther.. This covenant being made, they difen- 
tangled fhemfelves, and enquiring about the pa- 
tient, were told by tSie fervant, that he had juff 
fallen afleep^ 

Having received this intelligence, they toot 
poffeffion of his anti-chamber, and fliut the door,, 
while the reft of the tribe pofted themfelves om 
the outfide, as tliey arrived ; fo that the whole 
pafTage was filled, from the top of the ftair-cafa 
to the ftreet-door ; and the people 6f the houfe,. 
together with the colonel's fervant, ftruck dumb 
With aftonifhment^ The three leaders of this 
learned gang had no fooner made their lodgment 
good, than they began to confult about the pa-^ 
tient's malady^ which every one of them pre 
tended to have confidered with great care and affi- 
duity. The firft who gave his opinion, laid, the 
diftemper was an obftinate Arthritis ; the fecorid^ 
aJfHrmed, that it was no other than a confirmed 
pox ; and the third fwore it was an inveterate 
fcurvy* This diverfity of opinions was fupported 
by a variety of quotations from medical authors 
ancient as well as modern ; but thcfe were not 
of fufficient authority, or at leaft not explicit 
enough to decide the difpute^ for there atexsv^Lxc^ 
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fchirms in medicine, as well ^ in religion, and 
each fed can quote the fathers iri fupport of the 
tenets theyprofefs. In fhort, the contention rofc 
to fuch a pitch of clamour, as not only alarmed 
the brethren on the ftair, but alfo awaked the pa^ 
tient from the firft nap he had enjoyed in the fpacc 
of ten whole days. Had it been fimply waking, 
he would have been obliged to them for the noife 
that difturbed him : for, in that cafe he would 
have been relieve^ from the tortures of hell-fire, 
to which in his dream, he fancied himfelf expofed: 
but this dreadful vifion had been the refult of th^t 
impreflion which was made upon his brain, by the 
intolerable anguifli of his joints ; fo that when he 
waked, the pain, inilead of being allayed, was ra- 
ther aggravated by a great acutenefs of fenfation : 
and the confufed vociferation in the next room 
invading his ears at the fame time, he began to 
think his dream was realized ; and, in the pangs 
of defpair, applied himfelf to a bell that flood by 
his bed-fide, 'which he rung with great violence 
and perfeveranee.

Thunderliruck at this declaration, the general 
clamour 'in ftantaneoufly ceafed ; and each, m par- 
ticular, at once comprehending tiie nature of the

AMONG thofe who never faifcd to refide 
at Bath, during the feafon, was. a certain, 
perfon, who, from the moft abjeft mifery, had 
by his induftry and art at play, amaffed about 
fifteen thoufand pounds ; and though his charac- 
ter was notorious, infinuated Himfelf fo far into 
the favonr of what is called the beft company^ 
that very few private parties of pleaiure took 
place, im which he was not principally concerned.

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authority, I believe you to be an impudent rafcal 
and common cheat*" 

The Heftor was fo amazed and confounded 
at the freedom of this declaration, which he 
thought no man on earth would venture to make 
in his prefence, that for fome minutes he could 
not recollefi himfelf ; but at length, v/hifpercd 
a challenge in thq ear of our hero, which was ac- 
cordingly accepted.
